ANNUAL MEETING, APRIL 1, 1893. 
WARRANT. 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
NORFOLK, SS. 


To either of the Constables of the Town of Brookline, Greeting :— 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the town of Brookline, 
qualified to vote in elections, to meet at the Town Hall, on Saturday, the 
first day of April, proximo, at six o’clock and forty-five minutes in the 
morning, for the following purposes, to wit: 

First, To choose a Moderator. 

Second, To choose the usual town officers for the ensuing year; also, 
to give in their votes ‘‘ Yes ” or ‘‘No,” in answer to the question: ‘‘ Shall 
licenses be granted for the sale of intoxicating liquors in this town?” 

For these purposes the polls will be opened at 7 o’clock a. M., and may 
be closed at 5 o’clock P. M. ; 

Third, To accept the List of Jurors as revised by the Selectmen, and 
posted according to law. 

Fourth, To hear and act upon the reports of town officers and com- 
mittees. 

Fifth, To authorize the Selectmen to settle suits and claims against the 
town, and to employ counsel in cases where they shall consider it 
necessary. 

Sixth, To appropriate ten thousand three hundred twenty-seven 
dollars ($10,327) for the construction of Linden place and the payment 
of land damages thereon, and to authorize its construction before all 
claims for damages are settled. 

Seventh, To appropriate two thousand nine hundred thirteen oa ao 
dollars ($2,913.58) for the construction of Perry street and the pay- 
ment of land damages thereon, and to authorize its construction before 
all claims for damages are settled. 

Eighth, To authorize the Treasurer to borrow one hundred thousand 
dollars ($100,000) to pay for the new second force-main from the low- 
service pumping station. 

Ninth, To authorize the Treasurer to borrow thirty-four thousand dol- 
lars ($34,000) to pay for the high-duty pumping engine, soon to be erected 
at the low-service pumping station. 
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Tenth, To accept and allow Chapel street as laid out by the Selectmen 
from Longwood avenue to Colchester street and reported}to the town at 
this meeting, and to appropriate two thousand six hundred twenty-seven 
dollars ($2,627) therefor. 

Eleventh, To accept and ‘allow the alteration and widening a part of 
Colchester street to 50 feet from Chapel street to Carlton street as laid 
out by the Selectmen and reported to the town at this meeting, and to 
appropriate one thousand four hundred seventy-eight dollars ($1,478) 
therefor. 

Twelfth, To accept and allow Carlton path between Monmouth court 
and Carlton street as laid out by the Selectmen and reported to the town 
at this meeting, and to appropriate one thousand one hundred fifty-one 
dollars ($1,151) therefor. 

Thirteenth, To accept and allow a sewer in Houlihan avenue and pri- 
vate lands from Boylston street to Chestnut Hill avenue, and to appro- 
priate twenty-eight hundred and two dollars ($2,802) for its construc- 
tion and the payment of land damages. 

Fourteenth, To appropriate nineteen thousand dollars ($19,000) for the 
new bridge at Aspinwall avenue over the Boston & Albany railroad and 
to authorize the Treasurer to borrow the same. 

Fifteenth, To appropriate seventy-five hundred dollars ($7,500) for the 
erection of a cremator for the destruction of house offal and other waste 
material, and two thousand five hundred dollars ($2,500) for its main- 
tenance, as recommended by the special committee on this subject. 

Sixteenth, To amend Article II. of the Town By-Laws so that the date 
for the payment of taxes shall hereafter be November Ist, instead of 
October 10th. 

Seventeenth, To seeif the town will appropriate two hundred fifty ($250) 
dollars for the purpose of building a town scale in such place as 
may be designated by the town. 

Kighteenth, To see if the town will vote to grant a half-holiday to the 
employees of the town, on state, national and municipal election days, 
without loss of pay. 

Nineteenth, To authorize the School Committee to procure plans for a 
new High School building and to appropriate five hundred dollars ($500) 
therefor. 

Twentieth, To authorize the purchase of a lot of land for school pur- 
poses on the corner of Dean road and Druce street, to appropriate thirty 
thousand dollars ($30,000) therefor, and to authorize the Treasurer to 
borrow the same. 

Twenty-first, To determine whether or not the town will instruct the 
Selectmen to see if any plan can be devised, under which the owners of 
real estate may co-operate with the town, in laying out roadways and 
drainage lines in such sections of the town as are not now well furnished 
either with highways or with drainage, and to see if the town will author- 
ize the Selectmen to employ an engineer for such purpose at an expense 
not exceeding such sum.as the town may choose to appropriate thereto ; 
and to instruct the Selectmen to report at a future meeting at their dis- 
cretion as to time.

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Twenty-second, To authorize the purchase of a lot of land for a new 
Police Station, to appropriate fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000) there- 
for and to authorize the Treasurer to borrow the same; also to authorize 
the Selectmen to procure plans for the building. 

Twenty-third, ‘To appropriate and raise by borrowing or otherwise 
such sums of money as may be necessary for all or any of the purposes 
mentioned in the foregoing articles, and especially to act upon all the 
appropriations asked for or proposed by the Selectmen, or by any town 
officers or committees. 

Hereof fail not, and make due return of this warrant to the Selectmen, 
with your doings thereon, four days at least before the day of said 
meeting.

By virtue of the within warrant I have notified and warned the inhabi- 
tants of the town of Brookline qualified to vote in elections, to meet at 
the time and place, and for the purposes herein named, by causing a 
printed copy of the same to be left at their last and usual place of abode; 
and posted copies of the same in three public places, in said Brookline, 
feur days before the day of said meeting.

In pursuance of the foregoing warrant the inhabitants of 
the town of Brookline, qualified to vote in elections, met in 
the Town Hall, in said town, on Saturday, the first day of 
April, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred 
and ninety-three, and were called to order at forty-five 
minutes past six of the clock in the forenoon, by the Town 
Clerk, who read the warrant calling said meeting, and the 
return thereon of the officer who served it upon the in- 
habitants. 


First Article taken up,—‘‘ To choose a Moderator.” 
Voted, That the polls be kept open three minutes. 


The polls were then declared open for the reception of 
votes for Moderator and were kept open three minutes, when 
they were declared closed. The Town Clerk then proceeded 
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to sort and count the votes given in for Moderator, and the 
whole number was fourteen, as follows: 


For Moderator,—Alfred D. Chandler had fourteen, and 
was declared elected. 


The meeting was then called to order, and prayer was 
offered by Rev. William Nast Brodbeck, D. D. 


On motion of Mr. Albert L. Lincoln, Jr., it was— 


Voted, 'That when this meeting adjourns it be to meet in this place on 
Monday, the seventeenth day of April, at half-past seven of the clock in 
the evening. 

Voted, That the remaining articles in the warrant after the second 
article be referred to the committee of citizens appointed at the special 
meeting of January 25, 1893, to consider and report at an adjourned 
meeting what action they recommend the town to take thereon, with suit- 
able forms of votes for carrying out their recommendations. They shall 
also publish in The Chronicle previous to said adjourned meeting the 
report they intend to make. 


In conformity with the laws of this Commonwealth in 
relation to elections the Town Hall had been fitted up as a 
polling place, a space railed off and thirty shelves or com- 
partments provided for the use and convenience of voters to 
examine and mark their ballots, each compartment being 
supplied with cards of instructions, and suitable conveniences 
for that purpose. 

The Moderator appointed Constable Willard Y. Gross to 
have charge of the space inside of the railing, also as an 
assistant teller, and Harry H. Whitney to bea teller, and 
they were sworn by the Moderator. 

The ballot clerks, Francis F. Muldowney and Frederic 
M. Bond, who had been appointed by the Selectmen, were 
then sworn by the Moderator. 

The ballot clerks were then stationed at the entrance to 
the polling place and furnished with duplicate lists of the 
registered voters of the town, one for male and one for female 
voters. 

The Town Clerk, in conformity with the provisions of 
chapter three hundred and eighty-six of the Acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and ninety, then delivered to the ballot 
clerks two sealed packages marked ‘+ Official Ballots for the 
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Town of Brookline, April Ist, 1895,” one package marked 
«© 2500” and one ‘*1096,” one package marked ‘* Special 
Ballots for Women only, April Ist, 1893,” marked ‘+ 296,” 
which he had caused to be printed and prepared for the pur- 
poses above named, and took their receipt therefor, said 
ballots to be delivered by them to the legal voters as called 
for, and to check their names on the list when so delivered. 
The cards of instructions and specimen ballots were also 
posted in different parts of the hall, outside the railing. 

The ballot-box to be used at elections was then opened in 
the public meeting and examined by the Moderator and 
Town Clerk, and shown to be empty. 

The register of the box was then set at zero (0) and 
locked; the key of the lower part was delivered to Con- 
stable Willard Y. Gross, and the key of the upper part to 
the Moderator. 

Second Article taken up,—‘‘ To choose the usual Town 
Officers for the ensuing year; also to give in their votes, 
‘Yes’ or ‘No,’ in answer to the question, ‘Shall licenses be 
eranted for the sale of intoxicating liquors in this town? 
For these purposes the polls will be opened at 7 o’clock 
A. M., and may be closed at 5 o’clock Pp. mM.” 


Voted, That the meeting now proceed to choose, under the provisions 
of Chapter 386 of the Acts of 1890 and any amendments thereof, the fol- 
lowing town officers: A Town Clerk; five Selectmen; a Town Treasurer ; 
a Collector; three Assessors; three Auditors; three members of the 
School Committee for three years; four Trustees of the Public Library 
for three years; one Trustee of the Public Library for one year; two 
Trustees of Walnut Hills Cemetery for three years; one Commissioner 
of the Sinking Fund for three years; a Committee of three for Planting 
Trees; one Park Commissioner for three years; one member of the 
Water Board for three years; one member of the Water Board for one 
year; two Fence Viewers; five Constables; also to give in their votes 
“Yes” or ‘‘No” on the following question, to wit:—‘‘Shall licenses be 
granted for the sale of intoxicating liquors in this town?” 


The polls were then declared open for the reception of votes. 

The Moderator appointed as tellers, to sort and count the 
votes, Bradford Kingman, A. E. Kenrick, William O’Hearn, 
D. F. Baxter, Frank T. Sullivan, Frederick H. Robinson, 
Samuel W. Bowker, Samuel Y. Nash, Nathaniel Conant and 
Henry S. Hatch, and they were sworn by the Moderator. 
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On motion of Mr. Charles T. Duncklee, it was— 


Voted, That the Board of Selectmen to be elected and Mrs. Henrietta 
G. Codman and Miss Mary B. Chapman be the Overseers of the Poor for 
the ensuing year. 

Voted, That the time for closing the polls be extended to, and fixed 
at ten minutes past five of the clock. 

After giving due notice of the closing of the polls they 
were declared closed at ten minutes past five of the clock in 
the afternoon. 

During the time of voting the ballot-box was opened 
several times by the Moderator for the purpose of making 
room in the box and counting the votes, and again at the 
close of the polls, when the register of the box stood at one 
thousand two hundred and ninety (1,290). 

During the voting the box took the ticket twenty-three 
times, but failed to register the number. The names 
on the lists of men and women voters which had been 
checked were then counted, and the whole number was one 
thousand three hundred and thirteen, which agreed with the 
number registered by the box after adding to the number 
registered the twenty-three times the box failed to register 
the number of the ballot that passed through. 

The lists of voters used by the ballot clerks at the entrance 
to the polling place were then compared with those used by 
the Town Clerk at the ballot-box and found to agree.

on each side of the previously described centre-line amounting to 7,790 
square feet. 

The location of said sewer is in accordance with a plan of the same 
drawn by Alexis H. French, C. E., dated March 20th, 1893. 

We have estimated the damages sustained by the owners of land, 
rights and interests, caused by the laying out and construction of said 
sewer, whether by taking property or by injuring property in any

cost of $2673.00; and that the sum of $1403.00 (an amount less the cost 
of the iron pipe) be appropriated for this purpose — the town being 
assured of a yearly income of five per cent for five years on the ‘cost of 
these extensions.

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the town of Brookline, 
qualified to vote in elections, to meet at the Town Hall, on Monday, the 
fifteenth day of May, current, at seven o’clock and thirty minutes in the 
evening, for the following purposes, to wit:

The undersigned, Selectmen of Brookline, having given printed and 
written notices to Andrew Cusick, Michael J. and Thomas F. O’Day, 
Frederic M. Bond, Michael W. Quinlan and Chas. F. Webber, being all 
the parties known to us to be interested in the subject-matter of a new 
covered channel to be laid out for the village brook, so called, that we 
intend to lay out anew channel for the village brook, so called, beginning 
at a point about 250 feet west of Washington street, viz., at the bound- 
ary line between the estates of Andrew Cusick and Margaret Cantwell, 
and running through the land of said Cusick, O’Day, Bond, Quinlan and 
Webber to Washington street, thence by way of Washington street, 
crossing Walnut street, through Morss avenue, crossing Walter and 
Pond avenues, through the Parkway to Leverett pond; and for this pur- 
pose to take portions of their lands and lay out the same as and for 
a new covered channel for the village brook, so-called,—such notices 
requiring such persons to appear before us at our room, at the Town 
Hall, on the 12th day of April, 1893, at 4 o’clock in the afternoon, and

to furnish a sufficient water-way for the increasing amount of water 
which flows through the brook, that a new covered channel should be laid 
out and maintained by the town as hereinafter described by its axis line.

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We take only the easement in the lands, and have estimated the dam- 
ages sustained by the owners of lands, rights and interests, including 
water rights, caused by the laying out and construction of said covered 
channel, whether by taking property, diverting water, or by injuring 
property in any manner whatsoever, and do estimate and determine the 
amounts to be paid to said parties respectively as follows: 

We take from Chas. F. Webber 1765 square feet of land, and we award 
him as damages for the land and rights thus taken, and for loss of rent 
of his building to which he may be subjected in consequence of the con- 
struction of the work, the sum of $1100; and we agree that the town 
shall supply suitable means to carry off the surface water that may fall 
or drain upon his land, and shall upon the completion of the brook- 
channel, put the ground over it in good order and repair and restore any 
building or buildings, or any part thereof, which may be disturbed or 
injured by the building of the brook-channel, and to rebuild any fences 
or walls that may be disturbed and leave the same in as good CoO 
as they are in at the time the premises are entered upon. 

We take from Michael W. Quinlan 1600 square feet of land, and we 
make him no award, he having agreed to release all claims for damages 
upon condition that we rebuild such portions of his buildings as it may

We take from Andrew Cusick 590 feet of land, and we award him for 
land and rights taken and rent of stable, which will be disturbed by the 
construction of the brook-channel, the sum of $50; and we agree, on be- 
half of the town, to grade over the channel, supply drainage for surface 
water and repair any damage or injury to the stable. 

The five last mentioned estates are now subject to an easement for the 
present brook, six-feet in width, and also to a further easement for a 
sewer alongside the brook, and all the land taken from estates of the 
above mentioned Cusick, O’Days, and Bond, is covered by these ease- 
ments.

Voted, That the Town Treasurer be and he is hereby authorized to bor- 
row when so directed by the Selectmen for the term of one year the sum 
of fifty-one thousand six hundred and seventy dollars ($51,670.00), or 
such part thereof as may be needed to pay for the construction of the 
approaches to the St. Mary’s Street bridge over the Boston and Albany 
railroad and the land damages connected therewith, paying therefor a 
rate of interest not exceeding four per cent per annum, payable semi- 
annually, and giving the note or notes of the town therefor, signed by 
the Treasurer and countersigned by a majority at least of the Selectmen. 


The vote was then put' upon its passage, the same tellers 
acting, and the whole number of votes was sixty-eight, 
as follows, to wit: ‘* Yes,” sixty-eight (68); ‘* No,” none 
(0); and the vote was declared passed in the affirmative by 
more than two thirds of the voters present and voting 
thereon.

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Of the amount borrowed, $25,000 was to reimburse the 
treasury for money paid on account of the Chestnut Hill 
sewer and Blake road in 1892. 

The total valuation of the real and personal estate for the 
year 1893 is $56,299,000. The valuation for 1892 was 
$53,080,600, showing an increase of $3,218,400. Our gross 
debt is now about 3,%, per cent of the valuation. After 
making the deductions allowed by law, namely, the water 
debt and the amount of sinking fund, other than that appli- 
cable to water debt, the amount which the town can borrow 
this year before it reaches the 3 per cent limit of indebted- 
ness is $450,000, in round numbers. 

The payments to be made on account of the town debt 
this year are, from sinking fund $105,000 and from taxes 
and receipts $219,001, which makes the amount of debt to 
be paid from taxes $72,636 more than was paid from the 
same source last year. Of the $51,670 borrowed in Decem- 
ber, 1893, for one year, on account of the St. Mary’s-street 
bridge, 90 per cent will probably be repaid to the town 
before the next tax-levy is made, and if so, will reduce the 
amount to be paid from taxes by that amount. As the in- 
crease in valuation cannot be expected to equal that of the 
last few years, it will be necessary to exercise economy in 
our expenses if we wish to avoid a considerable increase in 
the tax-rate. 

The total expenditure the past year, after deducting the 
amount borrowed in anticipation of taxes, the amount paid 
on account of the funded debt, and the money receipts 
credited to the various departments to reimburse them for 
disbursements on account of other departments or persons, 
is $1,078,615. 

As stated in the report of last year, the current expenses- 
of the town will be increased from year to year if the reason- 
able demands and necessities of an ever-increasing population 
are to be met and the standard of the town maintained. 


Appropriations. 


The following table gives the amount of the appropriations 
and expenditures of the past year, and those asked for by 
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the different departments for the coming year. To this list 
of regular appropriations should be added one for the care, 
maintenance and education of truant children at the Truant 
School. We have paid on this account the past year 
$409.02, and it has been charged to the appropriation for 
support of poor, as heretofore. These children are not 
necessarily paupers and should not be so classed. ‘The 
School Committee say they cannot pay for them. The 
special appropriations for the High school-house, Harvard- 
street widening, Washington-street widening (if the town 
shall accept it), together with an additional $30,000 for 
water supply, will require nearly, if not quite, all the money 
which the town ought to borrow this year.

STREET WipENINGS, Patus, Etc. The Colchester-street 
widening was laid out and accepted by the town at the 
annual meeting. The amount appropriated for construction 
and payment of land damages was $1,478.00. The land

damages have been settled and paid, but some work remains 
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to be done which cannot be until the railroad corporation 
abandons and removes Chapel Station. The amount spent 
on this street to date is $1,102.60. 


Cartton PatuH. This was laid out by the Selectmen for 
the purpose of making a connection from Monmouth court 
with Carlton street, and was accepted April, 1893. Some 
of the filling required has been put in place, but nothing 
more can be done to advantage until Chapel Station is re- 
moved. The cost of the work to date is $227.85. 


CHAPEL STREET is being constructed by the Boston and 
Albany Railroad Co., and is nearly finished. It is expected 
that they will complete the street and open it to travel as 
soon as the season will permit. 


HARVARD-STREET WipENING. The widening of this street 
from Beacon street to the line between the city of Boston 
and the town of Brookline, as laid out by the Selectmen and 
accepted by the town in October, 1893, should be com- 
menced as soon as possible, if it is desired to have the work 
done the coming summer. The time allowed for the 
removal of property belonging to the abutters will expire 
on the 10th of April next. The estimated cost of construc- 
tion is $34,000; the awards for lands or other damages were 
$41,148.85. An appropriation will be asked therefor. 


Winturorp Pars, on the northerly slope of Aspinwall 
Hill, has been constructed by private parties and released to 
the town free of cost. 

Pond AVENUE AND CHESTNUT STREET. An alteration 
and change of grade has been made in Pond avenue and 
Chestnut street at the junction of the two streets. The cost 
of the same was $2,013.89. 


BROOKLINE AVENUE, from Pear! street to the Boston line, 
has been widened to seventy-five feet, regraded and macad- 
amized, at an expense of $7,013.24. Some work is yet to be 
done, the details of which will be found in the report of the 
Superintendent of Streets. 

Watnout-Street Wipenine. This has finally been finished 
as required by the orders of the County Commissioners. 
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ASPINWALL-AVENUE BripGE. This bridge and its ap- 
proaches have been practically completed ; a small amount 
of work on the roadway, principally on the west side of the 
bridge, remains to be done. The amount of appropriation 
by the town for this work was $19,000, and we have re- 
ceived $1,000 from the county. The amount expended is 
$16,682.34. 


St. Mary’s-Street Bripee. The railroad company 
have built the abutments and superstructure of the bridge, 
the part assigned to them to do. We have had the ap- 
proaches filled to grade and such other work done as was 
needed in connection therewith. The surfacing, fencing, 
etc., will be finished as soon as may be when the spring 
opens. Land damages to the amount of $21,460 have been 
paid, and there are some claims now pending. The amount 
we have paid out is, up to date, $36,957.22. Bills for the 
disbursements have been rendered and audited, and a pay- 
ment of $31,334.61 ordered to be paid the town. A further 
accounting will be made later on. 


Circuit aNnD MrppLEsEXx Roaps. These streets have been 
finished at a cost of $4,533.73. Betterment assessments have 
been levied, amounting to $4,300. 


Change of Street Name. 


What was formerly the south side of Linden place having 
been opened through to Kent street, the name has been 
changed to Linden street. 


Highway Department. 


There have been few changes of note at the town stable 
during the past year, and we think the whole department of 
highways has been managed by Mr. Driscoll, the Superin- 
tendent, for the best interests of the town. 

Several old horses have been replaced by young ones, and 
the carts and harnesses have been renewed as occasion de- 
manded ; and the property of the department is generally in 
excellent condition. The old Sewall street school-house, 
now in the stable-yard, is most useful as a storehouse for 
tools, etc. 
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The experiment of maintaining a branch stable at the old 
barn on the Nahum Smith lot has been a success, and we 
think a permanent brick stable in that vicinity will be a 
necessity in the near future; we think, also, it will be good 
future policy to build stables in one or two other parts of 
the town and thus save a good deal of time at present lost in 
going to and from the central stable to the more distant 
work. p 

The sidewalks, street crossings, and streets generally, are 
in good condition, and have been repaired, improved and 
extended as exigency demanded and the appropriations 
allowed. 

As travel and building increases in the southwest part of 
the town, the old country roads will have to be drained and 
macadamized at a large expense, and we think it will be good 
policy to do more or less of this each year, and to do each 
part thoroughly in the beginning, as it is cheaper in the end. 
The natural soil of Brookline does not generally make good 
roads, and the present high standard can only be maintained 
at large expense, for which increasingly large appropriations 
will be necessary. 

Attention is called to the excellent report of the Superin- 
_ tendent for details of work done by this department. 


Street Railways. 


The petition for the removal of the tracks from Long- 
wood avenue, referred to this board by the board of 1892, 
was taken up and an order passed directing the removal of 
the tracks from a point just west of Kent street to Harvard 
street, and in Harvard street to Beacon street. This order 
was approved by the board of Railroad Commissioners, the 
company being allowed to maintain and use the road until 
October lst, when the tracks were removed and the street 
put in order at the expense of the railroad corporation. 


Legislation. 


The various matters which have been referred to the board 
for presentation to the Legislature have been so presented, 
but no action is likely to be taken in time for publication 
with this report. | 
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Public Grounds. 


At the annual meeting an appropriation of $1,500 was 
made for the care of public grounds. The grounds of the 
Public Library and school buildings, and the two large play- 
grounds, are cared for by the highway department, and the 
expense charged to the above appropriation. 


Sewers. 


Sewers Larp Ovr. 


The following sewers have been laid out during the year 
through private grounds, — one in Houlihan avenue and pri- 
vate lands from Boylston street to Chestnut Hill avenue, 
reported to the town and accepted at the last annual meet- 
ing, and later on two extensions of said sewer through lands 
of Andrew White and others. These sewers have been 
completed and the land damages settled for the amounts 
awarded. The amount appropriated for the Houlihan avenue 
sewer and extensions was $3,772; the amount expended, 
$3,037.52, — leaving a balance unexpended of $734.48. 

A sewer was laid out and accepted October 10, 1893, 
from Walnut street to Dudley street, through land of Dr. 
A. F. Mason. This was laid out to afford an outlet for the 
sewer in Dudley street, referred to in the last town reports, 
and involved the construction of a short piece of sewer in 
Walnut street in order to connect with the sewer in Boylston 
street. The portions of the sewer in Walnut and Dudley 
streets have been practically completed and the payments 
made on the sewer in Dudley street charged to the general 
sewer account, as originally intended. Considerable pro- 
gress has been made with the part in Dr. Mason’s land, and 
unless the amount of rock excavation shall prove to be much 
greater than was anticipated it will be finished in the early 
spring. The amount of appropriation for the payment of 
land or other damages and constructing the sewer in Dr. 
Mason’s land and the Walnut street end was $12,500. 
We have paid for land damage the amount awarded, viz., 
$2,500; on account of construction, $2,130,—a total of 
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$4,630, and leaving a balance unexpended of $7,870, which 
it is believed will be sufficient to complete the work. 

The sewer from Norfolk road to Beacon street, known as 
the Chestnut Hill sewer, laid out in 1892, has been com- 
pleted and the account closed. The balance of the two 
appropriations made on account of this sewer was, on Feb- 
ruary Ist, 1893, $2,770.76; the amount spent this she is 
$1,369.77; balance unexpended, $1,400.99. 

At the meeting held October 10th, 1893, an appropriation 
of $5,364 was made to pay for surface-water drains in 
Rawson and Clinton roads and land belonging to estate of 
Jacob W. Pierce. The appropriation has been used for this 
purpose. Surface-water drains have also been laid in con- 
- nection with sewers in part of Lancaster terrace and Summit 
avenue, Fisher avenue and Blake road, and charged to the 
general sewer account. 


METROPOLITAN SYSTEM OF SEWERS. 

The amount assessed upon the town for the year 1893, as 
its proportional part of the interest and sinking-fund require- 
ments of the Metropolitan sewerage loan, and of the cost 
of maintaining and operating the Charles River system, with 
which we are connected, was $7,527.10, an increase of 
$2,294.36 over the previous year. As the North Metro- 
politan system is not finished and the cost of the same un- 
known, the amount of appropriation required cannot now 
be determined, but an increase over the amount paid last 
year may be expected. As stated in last year’s report the 
amount will be included in the state tax. 


GENERAL SEWER CONSTRUCTION. 

The amount of appropriations for sewer extensions made 
during the year was $36,000, and the amount expended, 
$36,227.39, showing a deficit in this account of $227.39. 
The details of this work are given in the tables annexed. 
The petitions for sewers now on ,file are for extensions in 
Hill street, Summit avenue, Babcock street and Ridgeway 
street. 
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Police Department. 


This department continues to perform its duties in a most 
efficient and satisfactory manner. The number of officers, 
the different grades, together with the number of patrolmen 
comprising the force, will be found in the Chief’s report. 
It is well organized and equipped, and the discipline is 
excellent. The death of patrolman Frederick Stitt, an 
active young officer of much promise, which occurred early 
in the year, caused a vacancy in the department much to be: 
regretted. This vacancy, together with that caused by the 
resignation of patrolman F. H. Flanders, was filled by the 
appointment of new men. Patrolman Joseph J. O’Connell 
has been promoted to the rank of sergeant. The mounted 
patrol continues to be a most efficient branch of our police 
service. 

On the recommendation made at the last annual meeting, 
the police patrol of the Riverdale Park was transferred to 
the regular police department, and the patrol service on the 
parkway is now performed by the regular police force. 
Portions of the police routes were changed to conform to the 
requirements of the town, and for the purpose of carrying 
out these changes the force was increased by the addition of 
- four new men. 

The work performed by this department the past year is 
worthy of special mention. While in many of the adjoining 
municipalities burglaries, housebreaking and extensive rob- 
beries have been of frequent occurrence, this town has been 
remarkably free from such crimes. Our police are to be 
commended for the energy and vigilance displayed by them 
in guarding the interests of our citizens and for their ability 
in keeping at a respectful distance from the town this very 
objectionable class of criminals. 


New Police Station. 


The question of a new police station has been before the 
town at different times during the past three years. At the 
last annual meeting a vote was offered recommending the 
purchase of a lot for a new building, and after considerable 
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discussion the matter was referred to a special committee, 
to examine the different sites and report at a future meeting. 
Thus far the committee has made no report, but it is expected 
that a report will be presented at the coming annual meeting. 
Owing to the pressing need of more suitable accommodation 
for the large number of men now in the department, it is 
necessary that definite action be taken this year. 


Fire Department. 


This branch of the town work has been running smoothly 
during the past year. The house for the new machine on 
Devotion street was finished and occupied in the early 
summer, and it is hoped that it will prove as useful as was 
anticipated. The building itself seems to be well built and 
well adapted for its purpose. Three permanent men are 
employed there, and one more permanent man is asked for 
the ‘‘chemical” house, owing to the difficulty of getting 
‘¢call-men” in those localities. The equipment of the depart- 
ment seems to be in good condition. 

It is to be regretted that the expenses of the department 
overran the appropriation somewhat, but we do not consider 
that any money has been unnecessarily spent. The increase 
of permanent men and the increasingly high standard of 
service and equipment will make a larger appropriation 
necessary in the future. 

Attention is called to the report of the Fire Engineers for 
details of service and recommendations. 


Fire Alarm and Police Signal System. 


This department is one which has grown in a few years to 
be a very important part of the town work. The number of 
boxes increases each year, and this and the many wires in 
the town streets makes constant changes and vigilance 
necessary. An assistant to the Superintendent has been 
found to be a necessity, and they have both been in constant 
employment. 

The system used is known as the ‘‘ Gamewell,” and is 
thought to be the best; but expensive repairs are often 
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needed, and it must be remembered that the system is by its 
nature of little use unless in the best of order at all times. 
It is thought that the cost of maintenance will compare 
favorably with other places providing a similar service. We 
think that both systems are in excellent order and giving 
satisfaction to the fire and police departments. 

Three fire boxes and two police boxes are suggested, as 
desirable additions. 

The new bell and changes suggested in the Superintendent’s 
report, to be placed in the Town Hall, will undoubtedly ren- 
der valuable service, but at a considerable expense. It is 
possible that a large bell on the Town Hall would enable us 
to sell some of the smaller bells, or strikers, now in use, and 
so reduce the expense. 

Reference is made to the report of the Superintendent for 
details of equipment and service performed during the year, 
and also for recommendations. 


Bath House. 


The bath house has been in use this year as usual during 
the summer months. It was intended last year to abandon 
the old bath house at the close of the season, with the 
expectation that more commodious and convenient quarters 
would be provided before the commencement of another 
year. But in view of the contemplated improvement in the 
brook, it has been thought best to defer making any change 
until the course of the channel is definitely settled, and the 
present bath house will therefore have to be repaired and 
put in order for use the coming season, or until such time 
as a permanent structure is provided by the town. 


Street Lights. ‘ 


The streets have been lighted by the same company as 
last year and the only change in price has been the reduc- 
tion in the amount paid for gas lights from nine and a half 
to eight and a quarter cents per night per light. There is 
a constantly increasing demand for new are lights, not only 
for the light they shed upon the travelled roadway, but also 
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for the greater efficiency of police protection at night which 
they make possible. On February lst, 1890, we had 123 
electric lights ; 1891, 127; 1892, 150; 1893, 178; now, 212. 

There are now 241 gas lights, a net reduction of ten dur- 
ing the year; and 101 naphtha lights, as compared with 103 
a year ago. The gas company is not willing to make any 
better terms at present, but the understanding is that when- 
ever the rates shall be reduced in Boston, they shall be re- 
duced here also. Meanwhile a considerable annual increase 
in the appropriation must be expected. 

The cost of lights now in use for the coming year, at 
present prices, will be $42,461.16. Allowing for new lights, 
the lowest appropriation which can safely be made is 
$44,500, which amount is recommended. 


Telephone, Telegraph and Electric-Light Poles and Wires. 

The growing use of electrical facilities is still causing an 
increase both in the number and in the size of the unsightly 
poles in our streets. In spite of some protests from abutters 
and our own unwillingness to disfigure the streets, we have 
not felt that we could properly deny to citizens either tele- 
phones or lights. The board have constantly endeavored to 
have the locations of poles as little objectionable as possible. 
Progress is being made by the telephone company in under- 
ground work, but there are many wires besides telephone 
wires. A few unused poles have been removed, but a pole 
location once obtained is rarely abandoned. It is to be 
hoped that the time is not far off when it will be com- 
mercially desirable for all the companies to bury their wires. 
Further legislation, if judicious, will doubtless hasten mat- 
ters. 

The telephone company now has 531 miles of wire under- 
ground. Conduits have ‘been built in all the streets in which 
permits were given last year, and additional authority has 
been given for construction in Gorham avenue, Sumner road, 
Tappan street, Blake road and Walnut street. The town has 
the privilege of putting police and fire-alarm wires in these 
conduits without charge.

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On Beacon street higher poles have been substituted by 
the railway and other companies, and while this does not 
particularly improve the appearance of the street it may 
save the trees for a time. 


New Covered Brook Channel. 

The new channel laid out in May last has been completed 
so far as the channel itself goes, and is now in use. Some 
repairing of sidewalks and finishing of the street surfaces 
is yet to be done. Reference is made to the report of 
Mr. French, hereto annexed, for details of the work. This 
covered channel now extends some 250 feet alongside the 
location of the Boston and Albany railroad to the west of 
Washington street, and in the near future should be con- 
tinued up to the culvert. under Cypress street. 


To the Selectmen of Brookline: 


GENTLEMEN,—The work of the construction of the village brook chan- 
nel, authorized by the town in May last, being practically completed, I beg 
to submit the following report thereon. 

Since the work of the construction began there has been so much mis- 
apprehension expressed on the part of many of our citizens in regard to 
there being any necessity for action by the town,—some going so far as to 
argue that because the old channels were ample for the ordinary condi- 
tions of flow, that therefore nothing should be done to provide for the 
extraordinary freshets,—I think I cannot do better than state briefly some 
of the reasons which led to the action recommended by your board, and 
adopted by the town. * 

It isa matter of common knowledge that every spring for the past twenty 
years, the Selectmen and other town officers have been in a constant 
state of anxiety for the safety and well-being of the lower part of the 
town, in consequence of the inadequacy of the old brook channels to carry 
off safely the freshets of that season. Frequently the section west of 
Washington street has been flooded and the residents subjected to no 
small amount of inconvenience. Meanwhile the owners of estates in the 
southerly part of the town have built and doubtless will continue to build 
streets, from which the surface-water will be rapidly conveyed to the 
nearest water-course, drain and otherwise improve their lands, deepen, 
straighten, and wall in the brooks, all of which will tend to still further 
increase the menaced condition already existing in the lower part of the 
valley. The matter has been dwelt upon at more or less length by your 
board in every annual report for the last six years, and in one important 
instance, at least, you have deemed the matter of sufficient importance to 
use your influence to restrain certain large land-owners from improve- 
ing a part of this main water-course on account of the inadequacy of the 
outlet. 
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THE VILLAGE BROOK CHANNEL. 


Showing excavation in Washington Street, opposite Whyte’s Block 
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I fail to see how anyone who has given the matter any consideration 
whatever can reach any other conclusion than that it was not taken up 
a moment too soon, and that the town should be congratulated that it 
has escaped without paying heavy damages for flooding, as the con- 
ditions, both physically and legally, were almost identical, excepting being 
on a smaller scale, with those existing on the line of Stony Brook, where, 
in consequence of the damage done by the great freshet of February, 1886, 
the city of Boston was required to pay enormous sums of money and in 
addition to meet the expense of a channel of sufficient size to prevent the 
repetition of that disaster. 

The method used in determining the size of a channel for a natural 
water-course, is first to determine the maximum capacity required for 
it under the severest conditions likely to occur, which, as every 
one knows, exist when a warm rain falls upon a large mass of 
snow. The elements entering into the problem are: the extent of the 
drainage area; the character of the slopes, as to whether they are steep 
or flat; the nature of the lands, as to whether they are improved or other- 
wise; and the depth of rain-fall per hour which experience in the neigh- 
borhood has shown it necessary to provide for. In the case in hand, the 
drainage area is about 1,800 acres, partially improved, the balance likely 
to be improved within twenty or thirty years. The slopes are steep, and 
therefore will tend to discharge surface-water into the lower part of the 
valley very rapidly. It has been demonstrated that under such condi- 
tions as exist here, it would be imprudent to provide for carrying off less 
than a constant rain-fall of one-half inch of rain per hour, which amounts 
to about 900 cubic feet per second,—and this is the carrying capacity of 
the channel just completed. 

It will doubtless be many years before the maximum capacity of the 
new channel will be required, and then at comparatively rare intervals, 
owing to the unimproved condition of much of the land and water- 
courses contributing water to it. 

Having determined upon the carrying capacity required, the next ques- 
tions to be settled are the ones of the location of the channel and 
whether it shall be open or covered. Experience has shown, in Brookline 
as in other places, that it is practically impossible to maintain an open 
channel in a thickly-built locality, with any assurance that it will not be 
made the receptacle of a large part of all the waste material of the 
neighborhood through which it flows, and very early in the consideration 
of the subject it became clear that nothing but a covered channel extend- 
ing from the Parkway channel as far west as Cypress street would be 
adapted to the needs of the situation. Such a channel has the advantage 
of being permanent, not liable to disturbance by frost, and always ready 
to do its appointed work,—which is not true of an open channel, with its 
liability to chokage by rubbish when most needed. 

The route to be followed by the new channel was determined largely 
by the fact that, in the construction of the water-ways and bridges 
in the Parkway, ample capacity had been provided for taking it in 
at whatever point might seem best when the improvement should 
be entered upon. It was desirable, however, that the connection 
should be made as far south as possible,'in order to secure the best 
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circulation in the water areas of the Parkway. When the plans 
for the new channel were being made it was found tbat from a point on 
Washington street, near the railroad bridge, (where the channel would 
need to cross, whichever route was followed,) it was about 1300 feet to 
Leverett Pond, via Morss-avenue extension, about 1400 feet to the Park- 
way channel at a point about 200 feet north of Washington street, fol- 
lowing the general route of the original brook beneath Boynton’s four- 
story block and various other buildings and estates, including that of the 
Brookline Gas Light Company, and about 2600 feet by the route of the 
old channel along the railroad, crossing Aspinwall avenue, to the Park- 
way channel near the new Bellevue-street arch bridge. In addition to 
the longer routes of the old water-courses, the new channel, if located 
on either of them, would have to be built on pile foundations’ for the 
greater part of its length, thereby greatly increasing the expense, and 
would also have to be made considerably larger, to secure the same 
capacity, than if built on the shorter route with its steeper grade. 

The disadvantage of the shorter route was the comparatively deep 
cutting, but the arguments in its favor in other particulars were so 
great that it was adopted as the best route possible. 

The location of the channel as built together with the cross-sections 
and other details of construction are shown on the plan and cuts bound 
into this report. The outlet at Leverett Pond is a double channel of 
granite-faced masonry, with Roxbury-stone masonry wing-walls. This 
work will be almost entirely submerged by the water of the pond when 
at its normal level. The platform upon which the wing-walls stand, the 
apron opposite the outlet, and a small part of the twin channel were built 
upon pile foundations. The balance of the work was founded upon the 
natural soil, which was either sand or gravel. 

The foundation of the side walls andinvert was American-cement con- 
crete the side walls themselves being of Roxbury-stone masonry laid in 
cement mortar. The arch is made of Portland-cement concrete for the 
greater part of the distance, brick facing being substituted for it near 
the lower end, and a complete brick arch at the upper end, where the 
arch had little protection in the way of earth covering, for the reason 
that brick work will better withstand the action of frost. The brick 
arch was also used in a part of the heavy cutting in Washington street. 
The use of concrete for arch purposes is an innovation in this part of the 
country, but it worked exceedingly well and furnishes quite as good re- 
sults as brick, and at a saving in cost of several thousand dollars. 

The side walls are everywhere smoothly plastered with Portland- 
cement mortar, as is also the invert from Leverett Pond to Walnut street, 
where, as it will usually be covered by the back water of the pond, this 
grade of material will be entirely suitable. The section of the invert be- 
tween Walnut street and the southerly line of Washington street, is lined 
with brick laid upon the concrete foundation. The remainder of the 
invert is of granite blocks laid in Portland cement upon the concrete 
foundation. The three different classes of masonry were used in order to 
adapt the invert to the different degrees of scour to which the several 
parts of the channel will be subjected. 

The sewers in Pond avenue, Walter avenue, and in Washington street, 
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near the railroad bridge, were carried beneath the new channel by means 
of inverted siphons, relief connections with the new channel being 
provided for the discharge of sewage during the brief interval that the 
siphons are being cleaned out. 

A settling basin about 100 feet in length and three feet in depth has 
been, built at the upper end of the channel, for the purpose of intercepting 
as much as possible the heavy material that will find its way into the 
channel from the open brook above. The basin will need to be cleaned 
out once or twice ayear. If this work is neglected the basin will be 
filled to its top, and the surplus material flow along to Leverett Pond, 
from which it will have to be dredged at considerable extra expense. 

A permanent connection was made between the new channel and the 
old one along the railroad, which will serve as a relief channel if it should 
be required. 

The work yet to be done consists of re-laying some sidewalks 
and gutters, which were taken up during the progress of the work, 
re-surfacing parts of the streets, and finishing the part of Morss 
avenue between Walter avenue and Pond avenue, which has been filled 
with the surplus from the channel excavation, but only roughly surfaced 
with gravel. The cost of this work, including edgestones and cross- 
walks for Morss avenue extension, will be about $2,100. A large part of 
this work was not contemplated in the original estimate, but it seems to 
me best that it should be done at this time. 

The original appropriation for this work was $53,680, but I regret 
that I am obliged to report that the cost, including the above mentioned 
$2,100, will exceed the estimates by the sum of about $8,000. This fact 
was known when the bids were received, but the season was then so far 
advanced that your board thought it best to proceed rather than to 
delay long enough to call a town meeting for an additional appropriation, 
which action would probably have carried the completion of the chan- 
nel over into the season of 1894. The objection to this lay in the fact 
that the old channels were to be interfered with to such an extent that 
there was danger that the freshets of this winter would have caught us 
with even less capacity for their flowing cff than in years past, a risk, 
of course, which could not be considered for a moment. 

The work of construction, although one of the heaviest that the town 
has ever undertaken, has been carried through without serious mishap 
to life or property, but, of course, with nota little inconvenience to the 
abutters along its line and the part of the public who use the horse-cars 
as a means of going to and from the city. But this was unavoidable 
from the nature and extent of the work. 

The new channel is now in operation, is absolutely sound and perfect in 
all its details, and I see no reason whatever why it may not be regarded 
as absolutely permanent in character and requiring practically nothing 
in the way of repairs for a very long period of time. 

The contractor who undertook and carried through the work was 
Mr. F. A. Snow of Providence, R. I.

Route No. 2 includes all north of the railroad, thence to Aspinwall 
avenue, to Francis, St. Paul, School, and Cypress streets, Gorham avenue 
to Tappan street, thence to Brookline Hills station. Patrolman Mealy is 
on the second division, and Patrolmen Gordon and Donahoe on the first 
and third divisions. 

Route No. 3 includes all that part of the Longwood district north of 
Kent street, and is policed on the second division by Patrolman Graham, 
and on first and third divisions by Patrolmen Dee and Kelleher. 

Route No. 4 includes all south of Kent street to Francis street, Alton 
place to Harvard street, to town line, and is cared for on second division 
by Patrolman Creelman, and on first and third divisions by Patrolmen 
Powers and Sullivan. 

Route No. 5 is bounded on one side by Harvard street from Harvard 
avenue to town line; by Washington street on the south, from Cypress 
street to town line; on the west by Brighton district, including all the 
territory lying between Harvard and Washington streets. Patrolled by 
Patrolman Manley on second division, and by Patrolmen Phillips and 
Rutherford on first and third divisions. 

Route No. 6 includes Cypress street, from Boylston street to Chestnut 
street, all of Chestnut street, Sewall street and place, Roberts street and 
place, and streets and places in that vicinity, Walnut street from Cypress 
street to Boylston street, Boylston street from Cypress street to Fisher 
avenue, Fisher avenue, Sumner road, Clinton road, Buckminster road, 
and all roads and streets on White’s Hill, so called, and Clark road, and 
is officered on second division by Patrolman O’Day, on first and third 
divisions by Patrolmen Watterson and Johnson. 

Route No. 7 includes Tappan street from Sumner road, Gardner road 
and path, Rawson road, Winthrop road, University place, Beacon street 
from Washington street to town line, south side of Washington street 
from Gardner path to town line, all streets and roads on Aspinwall Hill, 
and all streets and roads on the Corey Farm, so called, and is officered on 
second division by Patrolman Curry, and on first and third divisions by 
Patrolmen Merritt and Carmody. 

Route No. 8 includes all that part of the town south of routes 6 and 
7, and is policed by Patrolman Gleason (mounted) in the day time and 
by Patrolmen Ioleran and Piper on the two night divisions. The out- 
_ lying streets are also policed’ by Patrolman Stitt (mounted) the first 
half of the night. 


Each division is superintended by a sergeant. The 
second division is in charge of Sergeant Bartlett and the 
first and third divisions are in charge of Sergeants Corey 
and O’Connell. 

Having a sergeant on active duty on the streets in charge 
of each division has very much increased the value and 
efficiency of the service. Lieutenant Dearborn and Sergeant 
McCausland are in charge of the station on the first and 
third divisions alternately, at night. 
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Patrolman Flanders resigned October Ist, and the vacancy 
was filled by the appointment of H. Allen Rutherford.

Violations of the Liquor Law. 


There have been but few complaints made at this office of 
violations of the liquor law. Intoxicating liquors of all the 
various kinds and in any desired quantity, wholesale or 
retail, to be drank on the premises or carried home, can be 
bought within a few yards of the town line, and under this 
condition of things the risks are too large, and the profits 
too small, to induce the would-be illegal vendor of intoxi- 
cating liquors to invest, to any considerable extent, in the 
illegal traffic. Most of our convictions from this cause have 
been of vendors in the south part of the town, in the Holy- 
hood district and vicinity, and of persons who sell beer and 
liquors from wagons. 

Ninety-eight gallons of intoxicating liquors have been 
seized on search warrants, and disposed of by order of the 
court. Fines amounting to $380.00 have been imposed, 
and also seven months’ imprisonment in house of correction, 
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for violation of the liquor laws the past year. One case has 
been placed on file, the dealer making a sworn affidavit to 
forever abandon the illegal traffic in Brookline. One case is 
now pending in the Supreme Court. 

The police signal system (the Gamewell) continues to be 
a very important factor in our police system. 115,705 
on-duty calls have been registered the past year, besides 
many telephone calls for patrol-wagon and ambulance. Our 
signal system as now arranged is second to none in this 
country. This system enables the officer in charge at the 
station to promptly notify every officer on patrol on the 
widely extended routes of any events requiring especial 
watchfulness or particular attention ; also enabling the patrol- 
men to communicate any important information direct to the 
officer in charge. 

The signal system, with the patrol-wagon and ambulance, 
will obviate any necessity for an increase in the number of 
police station-houses for many years to come. 

This electrical signal system, with its important adjuncts 
—patrol-wagon and ambulance—constitutes the strongest, 
quickest and most vigorous factor in the law-enforcing power. 
T recommend two additional patrol-boxes the present year, 
one to be placed on Beacon street at Kent and Powell streets, 
and one on Harvard street near Harris street. . 


The Mounted Service. 

There is an increased demand in this branch of the service, 
occasioned in part by the increased driving on the Beacon 
boulevard. In the near future a mounted officer may be a 
necessity on the line of the Brookline part of the Riverdale 
Park. The outlying streets of the southerly part of the town 
are policed mostly by mounted officers. Three mounted men 
have been found necessary on the boulevard on afternoons 
during the late sleighing period. Many active and startling 
experiences have occurred to the mounted officers, and many 
serious accidents averted. 

The special or detective work of the department has been 
done, as in years past, by the Inspector of Police, and in a 
very successful manner. 
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That we are away behind the times in our present unsuit- 
able police quarters is painfully apparent. The overcrowded 
and unsanitary condition of the present police station has 
been fully realized the past winter. It is very desirable, and 
in fact a necessity, that immediate action should be taken, to 
the end that we may have larger and more suitable quarters 
before another winter. 


Street Lights. 


The arc electric street lights are great aids, from a police 
standpoint. Many dark streets and places have been illum- 
inated the past year, and additional lights can be advan- 
tageously placed in several locations, notably the Riverdale 
Parkway. 


Morale of the Town and the Force. 


No very serious offenses have occurred the past year; 
good order has generally prevailed. No serious accidents 
have occurred on the highways,—none, I think, where the 
town could be held liable. 

A police force, by the very nature of its work and organi- 
zation, must be subject to a strict code of discipline. The 
ideal policeman is noted for his universal good conduct and 
behavior at all times, both on and off duty, with a quiet 
dignity of manner, with his eyes and ears always open, and 
he never talks while on duty, unless he has something to say. 

The year just closed has been a creditable one in the work 
of this department. The conduct of the officers and patrol- 
men as a rule has been excellent. It has been the constant 
effort of the force to discharge the duties devolving upon 
them without undue officiousness, or an assumption of 
arbitrary power, at the same time having due regard for the 
maintenance of good order and a fair enforcement of the laws 
and ordinances. We do not expect to escape criticism. 
Often harsh criticism is made when, if the true facts were 
fully known, commendation would be in order. 

We have a well equipped police department, thanks to an 
able and intelligent police committee, and our patrol-wagon 
and ambulance service is second to none in the state. 
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Our acknowledgments are due the engineers of the fire 
department for many courtesies received ; also to many good 
citizens, for valuable information and assistance. From the 
judges and clerk of the police court valuable assistance and 
advice has also been received.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE ENGINEERS. 





BROOKLINE, Feb. 2, 1894. 
To the Board of Selectmen: — 

GENTLEMEN, — In compliance with the town by-laws, the 
Board of Engineers herewith respectfully submit their an- 
nual report of the condition and operation of the depart- 
ment during the year ending January 31st, 1894. You will 
find annexed a statement of fires and alarms which have 
occurred during the past year, with the amount of loss and 
insurance, as near as could be ascertained. . 


Fire Record. 

During the past year the department has answered fifty- 
nine alarms; twenty-four were struck from fire-alarm tele- 
graph and thirty-five were telephone or still alarms. The 
causes of these alarms were as follows:

Organization. 


The manual force consists of sixty-six men, divided as 
follows: One chief engineer, two assistant engineers, forty 
hosemen, thirteen laddermen, one engineer of steamer, and 
nine drivers of apparatus. They are divided as follows: 
Three hose companies, one hook and ladder company, one 
combination and chemical company, one chemical company. 
Twelve men are permanently employed and devote their 
whole time to the interests of the department. The balance, 
fifty-four men, are only required to perform fire duty when 
called by the alarm-bells. 

Under the present acquired efficiency in quick hitching 
and prompt answering to an alarm, aided by the most 
modern appliances whereby our apparatus arrives so quickly 
to the scene of the fire, ready for duty, it would seem that 
our citizens would be only too anxious to increase our per- 
manent force to at least the minimum number of men that 
would be required to warrant the successful handling of our 
apparatus until our call-men arrived. It is the first water 
that does the most good. 


Apparatus. 


The apparatus in active service is as follows: One hook 
and ladder truck, three hose wagons, one chemical engine, 
one steam fire engine, one combination chemical and hose 
wagon, one relief hose wagon, and three hose pungs for 
winter use. By vote of the town a new wagon was pur- 
chased the past year and placed in service for the use of 
hose company number three. All of our apparatus is now 
in good condition, but we would suggest that our appropria- 
tion be made large enough to purchase new wheels for the 
steamer, to be used for spare wheels, so that when the 
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wheels have to be repaired or tires set we may not have to 
depend too much on the kindness of our neighbors, for we 
are already indebted to Chief Bixby of Newton for the loan 
of their spare wheels a number of times. 


Hose. 


This most important branch in our charge receives our 
constant and careful attention. The total amount of hose in 
use in this department is 6,000 feet of seamless, cotton fire- 
hose, in good condition. This arm of the service must be 
kept in first-class condition, for on it our efforts for success 
largely depend, and as we have only enough for one change 
we would recommend the purchase of two thousand feet 
more of hose. 


Horses. 


We have in this department fourteen horses, all in good 
condition, owing to the excellent care given them by those 
having them in charge. Two new pair were purchased by 
the committee on fire department the past year. One pair 
having proved to be unfit for fire service, will have to be 
panies by a pair more yeaa to the quick work required 
by fire horses. 


Buildings. 


The buildings of this department for the most part are in 
good condition. The house occupied by hose two and hook 
and ladder one should have a new tin roof and should be 
painted throughout, as should also the house occupied by 
hose one. Both houses being old, require considerable 
repairs to put them in shape to pass inspection. The other 
buildings, being mostly new, require only small repairs from 
time to time. The house occupied by steamer one and hose 
three should have a new floor in the apparatus room, the old 
floor being in such condition that every drop of water used 
in cleaning the apparatus runs into the cellar, making it 
damp and unhealthy. The bell-deck of the tower should 
be tinned, and the slats around the bell removed, so that the 
alarm may be heard more distinctly. 
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Water Supply. 

During the past year eleven new hydrants have been 
added, making a total of 349 hydrants which can be used 
for fire purposes. Under the watchful care of Supt. F. F. 
Forbes the hydrants are always in good condition for im- 
mediate use. 


Harnesses. 


There are in this department six sets of double and two 
single harnesses, all in good condition. 


Fire Alarm Telegraph. 


During the year four new boxes have been added to the 
lines, making a total of thirty-four boxes, which, under the 
care of Superintendent Davis, have given perfect satisfac- 
tion. Three new boxes will be required the eoming year, 
and for the location of same and other particulars in regard 
to the fire-alarm service attention as called to the report of 
the Superintendent. 

Since the removal of the steam whistle the call-men, of 
which the department is chiefly composed, have experienced 
some difficulty in hearing alarms. There should be more 
alarm bells to enable them to hear of and locate a fire. 


Recommendation. 


We would at this time recommend that three permanent 
men be added to hose company three, and the call-men 
reduced to three. By so doing there will be at least two 
men besides the driver to go with the apparatus to every 
alarm, which will be sufficient until the call-men arrive. 
We would also recommend that one permanent man _ be 
added to the chemical company in the Longwood district, as 
there are no call-men to be obtained in that part of the | 
town. We would also renew our recommendation of 
previous years, that the houses of hose two, hook and 
ladder one and the chemical house be heated by steam. 
We also recommend the purchase of two thousand feet 
of new hose. 
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Appropriations. 
The Engineers would recommend the following amounts 
for the coming year:

The number of boxes connected, and working in the fire 
alarm circuits, is thirty-three. Three new boxes were added 
during the past year, the locations of which are given on 
cards printed by the Board of Engineers. 

In March, 1893, the striker was removed from the 
Bethany Building and placed on the tower of Hose No. 2, as 
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it was thought more call-men would respond during the 
night. A new striker was placed in the tower of the Com- 
bination house, also a gong and indicator. A small box 
called the ‘‘ Buffalo Key-Box” was attached to the door 
of each fire-alarm box, the key remaining in the lock. All 
extra keys that could be obtained were collected, twenty of 
which could not be found, having become lost or mislaid. 
The placing of the keys in these boxes has proved very satis- 
factory when it has been necessary to ring in the alarm. 

Three false alarms have been rung in since these boxes 
were placed in working order. After the first, notices were 
posted on the poles over each box, stating the penalty for 
such offense, and all possible precautions were taken to guard 
against this trouble. 

During the months of May and June the wireing for new 
boxes was done, to reach the followimg locations: Box 27, 
Washington street and Gardner road; box 28, Buckminister 
road and Holland road; box 33, Combination house, Devo- 
tion street. A great deal of work was required to be done 
on the lines, caused by the changing of poles,— new and 
larger ones being used to take the place of those reported 
unsafe, as well as to raise all the wires above the small trees 
which were injured by chafing. 

All boxes, both fire-alarm and police, were painted. This 
work should be done at least once in two years, as it would 
require less material and prevent rusting. 

Complaints are made of call-men not hearing the alarms 
from the large bells in the village; also that school children, 
and their parents, are not able to hear the alarm for ‘‘no 
school.” I would therefore recommend that a bell weighing 
not less than four thousand pounds be placed on the roof of 
the Town Hall, and that the striker now in use in Hose No. 
2 be moved to Hose No. 3, the present one in the latter 
house not being large enough for the size of the bell. 

The Engineers, in their report, recommend that three new 
boxes be added this year. One to be located in vicinity of 
Norfolk road, this having been petitioned for by residents in 
that vicinity,—the nearest box, No. 23, being at the corner 
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of Hammond and Boylston streets. The second to be placed 
at or near the corner of Williams and Winchester streets,— 
the nearest boxes to this location being No. 34, corner of 
Beacon and Harvard streets, and No. 35, Harvard street 
opposite Coolidge street. The third to be placed on Essex 
street, corner of Mountfort street. This latter location was 
suggested in order to change the location of box 39, now in 
Carlton street, to Beacon and Carlton streets, or nearer St. 
Mary street.

Citizens’ keys may be found at residences and places of 
business nearest the boxes. Two new boxes were added 
during the year, one being located on Buckminster road 
near Holland road, the other on Kilsyth road near Salisbury 
road. 

During the year three circuits have been established in 
place of two, to the great benefit of the system. By the 
change outside, more instruments were required inside; also 
a new table-top and a case for some of the instruments, there 
not being sufficient room on the table for them. A long- 
distance solid-back transmitter was obtained in exchange for 
the ordinary Blake ‘‘hard-button.” The battery-room was 
changed in order to obtain more shelf room. For the line 
work, six miles of wire was used, requiring thirty-five ten- 
pin arms, twenty-six four-pin, and sixteen six-pin. 
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In addition to the above work, the lines of the No. 3 cir- 
cuit were transposed, to overcome the induction from the 
alternating circuits of the electric-light lines. This proved 
very satisfactory, as the lines are now entirely free from 
trouble from that cause. 

The Chief of Police recommends that two new boxes be 
added this year,—one to be placed at the corner of Beacon 
and Kent streets, and the other on Harvard street near 
Harris street.. 

The total estimate for additions suggested in this report, 
together with salary and maintenance, is $6,000.

AND SEWERS.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen :— 


GENTLEMEN,—lI respectfully submit my eighteenth annual 
report of the work done, and the expense incurred, in the 
Highway department for the year ending January 31, 1894. 

The amount appropriated at the annual meeting for the 
support of highways was $50,000 and receipts. The amount 
received from outside parties for labor and materials fur- 
nished, and from other departments and special appropria- 
tions for use of horses, and for material prepared at the 
expense of the Highway department, was $4,460.78. The 
amount expended was $55,615.35, and the details of this 
expenditure are as follows:

Four of the horses were replaced by younger ones, and 
two others were bought, one of which was for the use of the 
Health department. We now have nineteen horses, with 
one driving horse used by the superintendent. Six of these 
are kept in the old barn on the Nahum Smith lot on Harvard 
street ; the building is very old, and it does not seem worth 
while to spend much on it in the way of repairs, as it will 
doubtless be found advantageous to erect a suitable stable on 
this lot in the near future. A new floor has been laid in the 
Cypress-street stable; other repairs are necessary, and the 
exterior wood-work should be painted. Three new carts have 
been bought, on which the tires were made five inches wide. 
In this respect the town has set a good example to contractors 
and others using heavy draft-wagons. If any four-wheeled 
heavy vehicles are to be procured, it would be well to have 
the tires fully five inches wide, and the wheels should be so 
set that they will not track. The subject of wide tires on 
heavy draft-wagons has received a good deal of attention 
lately, and last year a bill was introduced in the Massachu-

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setts legislature offering premiums for their early adoption, 
and making their use compulsory after a short term of years. 
It may be of interest to know that cases are now pending in 
court where the drivers of some very heavily loaded stone 
teams from Quincy were arrested in Dorchester on the 
ground that the loads were too heavy for the narrow tires. 
The decision in these cases will settle the question whether 
the local authorities have the right to prescribe a width of 
tire proportionate to the load. 

In February, 1893, the Massachusetts Highway Associa- 
tion was organized. Its active members are ‘‘ persons 
professionally actively engaged in laying out or supervising 
the construction and maintenance of highway work,” and its 
object is ‘*‘ the acquirement and dissemination of knowledge, 
both theoretical and practical, relating to the construction 
and maintenance of highways.” Much good is expected from 
the interchange of views and discussions at meetings, where 
such subjects as the benefits of wide tires, the best and most 
economical way of using the materials at hand, when it is 
best to change from a gravel road to one of macadam, and 
from macadam to a more durable pavement, etc., are con- 
sidered. 

There is great need of a ledge lot, as near as possible to 
the centre of the town, with modern appliances for economi- 
cally crushing and loading the stone. We are still getting 
our broken stone from Mr. Learned’s ledge in Brighton. 
The macadam made from the conglomerate known as Rox- 
bury pudding-stone, answers very well for roads of light 
travel, but its wear resisting qualities are not sufficient to 
warrant its continued use on roads of heavy traflic, if better 
can be had. We bought during the year some 795 tons of 
trap-rock macadam from the Massachusetts Broken Stone 
Company, which was quarried and crushed at their large 
plant in Salem. So far the result seems to warrant the 
extra cost. The city of Boston, in constructing Common- 
wealth avenue, has thought it worth while to get the macadam 
from this same company, while on its park roads where the 
travel is of a lighter character, Roxbury stone is used. The 
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only trap-rock in Brookline, so far as I know, is found in 
the vicinity of Hammond street, and, although it is a long 
haul from there to the lower part of the town, it seems to 
me that if enough ledge can be secured to warrant the erec- 
tion of a crushing plant, with suitable storage bins, etc., 
it would be wise to do so. During the coming season 
Washington street must be re-surfaced ; it would have been 
done this past year, but it was thought best to wait until the 
street railroad tracks were repaved, which will be done early 
in the spring. This is a place where the best is in the end 
the cheapest. Beacon street, also, should be re-surfaced 
with the best macadam to be had, and the travel on Harvard 
street is so great as to leave it an open question whether 
stone paving would not be the cheapest in a term of years. 
I hope, however, that it will not be necessary to pave our 
streets, unless with sheet asphalt, for a long time to come. 

On Beacon street, both roadways were re-surfaced from 
St. Mary street to St. Paul street, and it is intended to con- 
tinue the work during the midsummer months. The portions 
of the roadjfrom St. Paul street to Hawes street continue to 
settle; the piling east of St. Paul street on which the sewer 
is laid, has not gone down to any great extent in the last 
three years, although before that time it had settled some 
twenty-two inches. 

The Sumner-road bridge has had new timbers and floor, 
and the parapet courses, which were of rough split granite, 
were raised and dressed to a line; the excessive camber of 
the bridge, which was so objectionable on a down grade, 
was reduced, and all the iron work was painted two coats. 

The trusses in the Longwood-avenue bridge were moved 
to the new location of the tracks of the Boston & Albany 
railroad at the expense of the company, and several new 
timbers and a new floor were laid by us at the same time. 
This bridge will require careful attention during the time it 
remains, which it is hoped may be short. 

The horse-railroad tracks in Longwood avenue and Har- 
vard street were taken up in October last, and the street was 
put in order by this department; the West End company 
paid the cost of the work, which amounted to $1,400. 
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I renew my suggestion of last year that a special appro- 
priation for Pond avenue be made. Much of the bottom 
stone can be had from the sewer which is being laid through 
Dudley street and private lands.

Special Appropriations. 

ASPINWALL-AVENUE BripGe. The bridge and its abut- 
ments were constructed under the direction of Mr. Thomas 
Aspinwall, C. E. A new profile for the street was adopted, 
and the sidewalks were graded and the roadway macad- 
amized between the bridge and Brookline avenue in con- 
formity with it. The fence along the playground must be 
raised to the new grade, and a slope made inside; the road- 
way from the bridge to Kent street must be macadamized as 
soon as the weather permits. 


Buake Roap was finished with gravel roadway and side- 
walks, and tree lawns. 


BucKMINSTER Roap. The work on this road was finished 
and it is now in good order. The macadamizing was con- 
tinued down Clinton road as far as Sumner road, and the 
cost was charged to this appropriation. 
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BROOKLINE AVENUE. This street has been widened and 
built to the new grade from the town line to Pearl street. 
Edgestones were set on the westerly side and the gutters 
were paved. A small amount of macadamizing remains to 
be done south of Aspinwall avenue, and the edgestones on 
the Park side should be raised to grade during the coming 
season and the gutters paved. 


Fiora Street. A concrete walk was laid on the south- 
erly side between Juniper street and Walter avenue, and 
edgestones were furnished and set on the north side between 
Walter avenue and Pond avenue; a concrete walk was laid 
in front of the houses, connecting with the walk already laid 
on Walter avenue. 


Roperts STREET. The roadway was macadamized and is 
now in good condition. 


ALTERATION OF Pond AVENUE AND CHESTNUT STREET. 
This work was done by the Park department in connection 
with its other work at this point and is practically finished. 


COLCHESTER-STREET WIDENING. Nothing of any amount 
has been done on this work; it will naturally follow the com- 
pletion of Chapel street, and the construction of Carlton 
path, when the present Chapel Station is abandoned. 


Sr. Mary-Street Brivce. This work is being done 
under the supervision of Mr. A. H. French as Engineer ; 
the only work done by this department was the removal of 
the trees and loam ata cost of $157.09. 


New Streets. 

BrecH Roap. A plank walk was laid on the southerly 
side at a cost of $191.52. Nothing has been done on the 
roadway. 

CarLTon Patu. Nothing has been done beyond the re- 
moval of some loam, which cost $25.35. 


CHAPEL STREET has been built by the Boston & Albany 
Railroad Company, and will probably be open to travel early 
in the spring. 
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CruAFLIN Roap, Ciinton Roap, between Fisher avenue 
and Dean road, STETSON STREET and WINTHROP PATH were 
constructed by the owners without expense to the town. 


Circuit Roap anp Mrippiesex Roap. These roads were 
built by contract under the direction of Mr. Joseph H. Curtis, 
C. E. A plank walk was laid on the northerly side of a part 
of Circuit road. 


Devotion Street. This road was finished early in the 
season. The profile was somewhat changed to suit the new 
engine house. 


Hawes STREET. No appropriation was made for this 
street, but during the coming season it should be worked to 
the grade established when it was laid out as a public way. 


MonmoutH STREET. The sidewalks and tree lawns were 
graded, and plank walks were laid on both sides from Hawes 
to Carlton street. The early winter prevented the completion 
of the work on the road surfacing. 


LinDEN Puace. This place was widened and put in order 
during the summer. The estimate was for a gravel road, 
but for the most part a stone bottom was put in, so that when 
it becomes necessary to re-surface the road with broken 
stone the foundation will have been provided. Edgestones 
were set in those portions where there were no trees, and 
concrete walks were laid on one side of each road. Where 
there were trees the concrete walks were held in place by a 
loam edge. 


Perry Street. The extension of this street from Brook 
street to Linden place was made in connection with the open- 
ing of Linden place as a public way. Edgestones and con- 
crete walks were laid on the westerly side the entire length, 
and on the easterly side in front of Mr. Murphy’s estate. 
The work was of the same character as that on Linden place. 


Rawson Roap. That part of this road between Winthrop 
road and the old Rawson road, was cleaned up. On that 
part between Colbourne crescent and Garrison road a plank 
walk was laid. 
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University Roap. This road was cleaned up and the 
sidewalks and tree lawns graded by this department at the 
expense of the abutters. A plank walk of spruce was laid 
on the easterly side and one of chestnut on the westerly side, 
and a cross-walk was laid in the line of Winthrop path. 


Watering Streets. 

In addition to the teams of the fire department, which 
continue to sprinkle limited sections near the houses, twenty- 
one teams were hired from contractors. The roads on Corey 
Hill and the Corey farm were added to the list of streets 
sprinkled. The acceptance of several new streets will 
necessitate a re-arrangment of routes next season. The routes 
are so laid out that they can be sprinkled four times a day, 
except in a few cases where the routes are longer, and over 
more shaded and less travelled streets, where three sprink- 
lings only are required. It was always intended that these 
four sprinklings should be at intervals of two hours, but 
some of the drivers have got into the habit of going over 
their routes twice in rapid succession morning and afternoon, 
making mud where only a moistening was needed. This was 
particularly exasperating during almost the entire month of 
October, when the humidity was so great that only a small 
amount of water was required to lay the dust. - Besides, it is 
a positive injury to the road surface to wet it so injudiciously, 
and I suggest that before the contracts are made for the 
coming season, this important matter should be arranged, 
and the contractors should be required to keep their carts in 
good order, so that the roads may be sprinkled properly. 
The appropriation for watering streets was $16,000, and 
$15,524.71 was expended. 


Sidewalks. 

The kind and amount of work done on sidewalks is shown 
in the following table, which does not contain the small 
patching on brick and concrete walks, nor the repairs of 
plank walks. When plank walks have been rebuilt with 
old stock, the work has been considered in the nature of 
repairs, and is not included in the table:

Contracts were made with the Haskin Wood Vulcanizing 
Company for the delivery f. 0. b. cars at Brookline of 60 M. 
feet of vulcanized hard pine at $26.50 per M.; with Mr. O. 
S. Foster of Somerville for the delivery on the roads of such 
chestnut lumber as might be required at $21.50 per M.; and 
with Mr. Michael Mahan for the construction of walks four 
feet wide, of spruce tops laid crossways on cypress bearings, 
at twenty-eight cents per lineal foot. The vulcanized hard 
pine was laid on Kent, Boylston, Warren and Cottage streets 
and Goddard avenue. The chestnut walks laid during the 
past two seasons have not proved as good as was expected ; 
the wood is freshly sawed and in seasoning it warps con- 
siderably ; it also shows a tendency to split off at the corners. 
The walks have not been down long enough to test their 
durability. I have been for sometime of the opinion that 
hard pine, free from sap, is the best material for plank walks, 
and if the vulcanizing process does what is claimed for it, 
the question of what is best to use is solved. For the more 
durable walks, we have now samples of coal-tar concrete, 
brick, asphalt, both in sheets and blocks, tile, North River 
stone and granolithic. During the past year four pieces of 
cementine, which resembles the granolithic, were laid on 
Beacon street. A new paving brick with a glazed and corru- 
gated top was laid in front of the Kilsyth terrace, which 
seems likely to give satisfaction. 
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The appropriation for sidewalks amounted to $17,000, and 
the expenditure given in detail in the Treasurer’s report was 
as follows:

Care of Sewers. 

The usual work of caring for the sewers, catch-basins and 
drains was done at a cost of $3,637.83. 

No trouble has been experienced except in some cases on 
Marion street, between Park and Harvard streets, and on 
Coolidge and Thorndike streets, where the heavy rains of 
last summer caused the sewers to overflow into the cellars of 
a few houses. The sewer in Marion street, west of Park 
street, has been diverted, and all the storm-water, except 
that from one catch-basin, has been turned down Park street, 
so that no further trouble is apprehended. ‘The trouble in 
Coolidge and Thorndike streets is not so easily remedied ; 
all the storm-water from roofs and streets is turned into the 
sewers, which were intended for house drainage only, and 
these discharge into a sewer in Harvard street which was 
never meant to carry storm-water. The natural drainage 
of this section is through Smelt Brook to the Charles River, 
and a surface-water drain should be carried up Harvard 
street as far as Thorndike street, before the widening of 
Harvard street is finished. The property owners on these 
two streets should also be required to adopt some other 
means of disposing of their roof-water, and when this is 
done the trouble will cease. 

It might be well to consider the advisability of introducing 
a system of automatic flushing for the sewers in a few places. 
Complaints are received from time to time of foul odors 
arising from the manholes; prompt investigation has gener- 
ally shown the sewers to be in good working order, and a 
liberal flushing has removed the trouble. 
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Collecting Ashes. 

The cost of collecting ashes and dry dirt throughout the 
town was $4,629.03. It was found necessary early in the 
year to keep a man regularly on the different dumps, as the 
paper and other material collected with the ashes made the 
dumps very offensive, and a constant source of trouble to 
those living near them. The committee having this matter 
in charge will, in their report, make suggestions which, if 
adopted, it is hoped will render the collection and disposal 
of this kind of rubbish less troublesome. The amount collected 
the past year was 11,887 loads. | 


Public Grounds and Sundries. 

The usual work on these grounds which embrace the play- 
grounds, open areas, and school-house lots, was done at a 
cost of $1,450.67. The grounds around the Devotion School, 
and the new engine-house on Devotion street, were finished. 
The grading of the Tappan-street lot was deferred, to allow 
the use of the loam which must be removed from the site of 
the new High School. A little work remains to be done on 
the Brookline-avenue playground, caused by the widening of 
Brookline avenue and the adoption of a new profile for a 
part of Aspinwall avenue. The driveway, or path, between 
- the Public Library and the High School was partly repaired, 
and it is proposed to finish it during the coming season, and 
to concrete the areas in front of the Pierce Grammar school. 

The bath-house was cleaned as usual, the cost being 
$85.47. 

Sundry work in connection with building the new sewers, 
amounting to $268.67, was done, and the cost was charged 
to the appropriation for sewers. 

Sundry other work, amounting in the aggregate to 
$1,503.45, was done, and the cost was charged to the proper 
appropriations. 

The customary schedule of property belonging to the 
department is on file at this office.

Sir,—I herewith submit my report of the plumbing done 
in Brookline from June Ist, 1893, to February 1st, 1894, the 
length of time I have acted as Inspector for the town. Dur- 
ing that period 222 applications have been received and per- 
mits granted for plumbing, amounting in the aggregate to 
$71,305.00. Six hundred and twenty-seven visits of inspec- 
tion have been made, which does not include the very many 
examinations made essential by the enforcement of the health 
laws during the summer. 

It is well known that much of the plumbing placed in new 
buildings here is done by parties from the neighboring city 
and towns, a few of whom seem persistently inclined to draw 
unwarrantable conclusions from the plumbing ordinance. 
Their deductions, if countenanced or allowed to assume 
practical form, would have the effect not only of rendering 
the law inoperative in parts, but be inimical to health as 
well. It is needless to add that all attempts at violation of 
the law, when discovered, have met with the treatment they 
deserved, speedy condemnation and swift removal. 

I am pleased to state that in the affairs of this office you 
have given me the fullest assistance, for which I am grate- 
ful and hope to receive your continued aid in this direction.

Dear Sir,—We report as follows concerning the suits 
which we have had charge of for the town: 


First. 

Austin W. Benton vs. Brookline. 

Petition for the revision of a betterment assessed for the 
widening of Beacon street. This case was settled for 
$1649.00, the amount of the assessment, without interest, 
and that amount was paid to the town. 


Second. 
Charles 8. Gooding vs. Brookline. 

Beacon-street betterment case. The amount of the better- 
ment assessed was $425.00. The case was settled for $300.00, 
which sum was paid to the town. These two cases are the 
last of those which arose out of the widening of Beacon street, 
and we are now able to report that all Beacon-street cases are 
disposed of. 


Third. 
Directors of the Boston & Albany Railroad Co., Petitioners. 


Petition for the abolition of the grade crossing at St. 
Mary’s street. The special commission having made its 
report, work has been going on, the railroad building the 
bridge and abutments and the town constructing the ap- 
proaches. ‘The cost of the work is apportioned as follows : 
The railroad pays sixty-five per cent of the total expense, 
the commonwealth twenty-five per cent, and the town ten 
per cent.

This was a petition for a writ of certiorari to quash the 
assessments made by the Park Commissioners on account of 
the Riverdale Park. ‘The petitioners claimed that the statute 
did not authorize the assessment of betterments in Brookline, 
and that the assessment was illegal because based in part 
upon the sanitary improvement of Muddy River. The case 
was argued before the full bench of the Supreme Judicial 
Court, and the court decided that both of the petitioner’s 
grounds of objection were untenable and dismissed the

Daniel A. Lynch vs. Town of Brookline. 

This is a bill in equity brought against the town by the 
plaintiff in the last case to test the right of the town to take 
the plaintiff’s land in Dedham for its water supply. The 
town demurred to the bill and the case was reserved upon 
the demurrer by Mr. Justice Morton for the consideration of 
the full bench of the Supreme Judicial Court, where it was 
argued in January last. No decision has yet been rendered. 


Eleventh.

This is an action of tort brought against Mr. Forbes as 
superintendent of the water works of the town by the plain- 
tiff in the last case, as another means of testing the right of 
the town to take the plaintiffs land in Dedham for its water 
supply.

This was an action of tort brought against the town for 
injuries alleged to have been sustained by the plaintiff by a 
fall on Irving street. The plaintiff claimed to have tripped 
over a stake driven into the ground to mark the location of 
an electric-light post. As it was proved that the stake had 
been driven into the ground by employees of the Brookline 
Gas Light Company, we notified them to assume the defense 
of the case. The action was settled for $600, which sum 
was paid by the gas-light company.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 





The following report, prepared by the Agent of the Board, 
is respectfully submitted : 

The Board organized with Horace James as chairman. 
George F. Joyce was appointed clerk, and H. Lincoln 
Chase, M. D., agent for the board. On account of increas- 
ing work as Inspector of Buildings, William K. Melcher was 
relieved from further service as Inspector for the Board 
of Health, and Michael Duffley was appointed Sanitary 
Inspector and Inspector of Plumbing. On account of increas- 
ing work in his special department, Alonzo Bowman, Chief of 
Police and Inspector of Milk, was relieved from further duty 
in the latter department, in which he had served continuously 
and efficiently for thirteen years, and Frederick H. Osgood, 
M. R. C. V.S., was appointed Veterinary Inspector and 
Inspector of Provisions and Milk. Chief Bowman acted as 
Inspector of Milk till Oct. 1st,.1893, when Dr. Osgood, 
previously appointed, took charge. 

Willard E. Ward was appointed to disinfect, under direc- 
tion of the Sanitary Inspector, premises infected with 
dangerous contagious diseases. 

The licenses of O’Day Bros. and of H. S. Hatch, funeral 
undertakers, were renewed. 

A license was granted Patrick McCarty for the exclusive 
right to collect grease and bones for one year. 

A contract was made with D. B. Morrill for removing 
garbage (swill) for one year from May 1, 1893, at $400 per 
month, collecting daily between May 15th and Oct. 15th, 
except on Sundays and legal holidays, and three times a 
week during the rest of the year. The board considered 
that sum an excessive price to pay, but circumstances at the 
time left no alternative. It is in consequence of this unusu- 
ally large sum for swill collection that the appropriation for 
the Health department was overdrawn. 

The collection of ashes, waste paper, etc., though under 
the general supervision of the Board of Health is carried on 
under immediate direction of the Superintendent of Streets. 
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The subject of collection and proper disposal of the waste 
material collected by the Health department continues to be 
of such importance, for certain reasons, that at the adjourned 
town meeting held April 17th, 1893, a special committee 
which was appointed last year to gather information on the 
subject and advise with the Selectmen, was re-appointed, and 
attention is respectfully called to its report. 

During the year ending December 31, 1893, there have 
been reported to the board one case of small-pox,* forty- 
four cases of scarlet fever, eighteen cases of diphtheria, ten 
cases of typhoid fever and five hundred and fifteen cases of 
measles, occurring as follows :—

*A second case was reported January 28th, 1894. 
tNo record kept of Typhoid Fever cases until 1882. 
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The forty-four cases of scarlet fever were widely distrib- 
uted through the town; there were seven fatal cases, a mor- 
tality of nearly sixteen per cent. The varying severity in 
the type of this disease in different years is shown by the 
fact thatin 1892, in the seventy-four cases reported we had 
no deaths. 

The five hundred and fifteen cases of measles, like the 
cases of scarlet fever, were distributed pretty evenly through- 
out the town, seriously embarrassing school work, beside 
being the primary cause of no less than six deaths and an 
important factor in causing quite a number of deaths reported 
due to pneumonia. 

The eighteen cases of diphtheria were distributed as fol- 
lows: One each on Addington road, Avon street, Beacon 
near Park street, Brook street, Harvard, corner Marion 
street, Juniper street, Morss avenue, Rawson road, Sewall 
place, Walnut street, two each on Walter avenue and 
Cypress place, and four on Summer street (off Washington 
street, close to the Brighton line). Four cases terminated 
fatally. This number of cases of diphtheria, (eighteen, more 
than twice as many as occurred in 1892,) should remind us 
that freedom from this dangerous contagious disease can be 
hoped for only from perfect sanitary condition of all dwell- 
ings and their surroundings, frequent examination of all 
plumbing, cleaning of traps and the avoidance of over- 
crowding. 

Whooping-cough, of which there were a number of cases, 
especially in December, caused three deaths. 

The ten cases of typhoid fever were distributed as fol- 
lows: One each on Brookline avenue, Davis avenue, Fuller 
street, Harvard square, Hawes street, Juniper street, Res- 
ervoir lane, Summer street (off Washington street, close to 
the Brighton line), Upland road and Vernon street. There 
were three fatal cases. Ten cases of typhoid in a town with 
the population of Brookline is a small number, and is strong 
evidence of the purity of the drinking water. 

The cases of small-pox will be referred to further on in 
this report. 
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The number of deaths reported from tuberculosis during 
the year, (thirty, or over 12.5 per cent of all the deaths, 
occurring principally as consumption, ) shows the need on the 
part of the public of a clearer understanding of the prevent- 
able nature of this too common disease. It may not be out 
of place to emphasize the fact that pulmonary tuberculosis 
(consumption) is absolutely proven to be a communicable 
disease, and quite easily communicated when the person 
exposed to it has his vitality depressed by such influences as 
foul air, indoor occupation, food poor in quality or insuffi- 
cient in quantity, bad ventilation, certain climatic conditions 
and especially fatigue from nursing a consumptive. 

The number of deaths from all causes, from Jan 1, 1893, 
to Dec. 31, 1893, inclusive, was 254, as against 223 in 1892, 
213 in 1891, 170 in 1890, 186 in 1889, and 123 in 1888. 

Deducting the still-births, 13 in number, it leaves 241 
deaths during the year, the population as estimated by the 
Town Clerk, July 1st, being 14,800. These figures include, 
as usual in the reports of this board, the number of deaths 
which actually occurred in the town and also those of inhab- 
itants who died away from home; so the number of deaths, 
small as it is, is rather over- than under-estimated. This 
shows a mortality of 16.28 per 1000 of inhabitants as 
against 15.71 for 1892. Though a somewhat higher mortal- 
ity than usual for Brookline, it is nevertheless very low and 
speaks well for the health of the town. 

The appended report on vital statistics shows that a large 
number of deaths resulted from pneumonia, while a great 
many deaths were due to diseases common in persons of 
advanced age. 

In April the following orders were passed : 

Ordered, That in case of death, when the deceased has not been attended 


by a physician, the certificate of death shall be issued by the Medical 
Examiner. 


Ordered, That no dead body of any person shall be carried to any cem- 
etery, or from one place to another within the town in any public vehicle 
other than a hearse or undertaker’s wagon provided for that purpose. 

Ordered, That manure from livery and horse-car stables shall not be 
removed between the hours of 6.30 a. M. and 9 P. M., except by special 
permit. 


SWIMMING-BATH. EFI 


In January the following order was passed : 


Ordered, That no manure heap shall be allowed within 100 feet of any 
dwelling unless so covered as not to be offensive. 

The usual orders passed relating to contagious diseases 
will be found at the end of this report. 

In compliance with chapter 477 Public Statutes, Acts of 
1893, approved June 10th, a Board of Examiners of Plumb- 
ers was organized. The report of this board will be found 
appended. 

A great deal was accomplished, especially during the sum- 
mer and autumn, in the department of the Sanitary Inspector ; 
a summary of the more important features of the work will 
be found in his report which is appended. In several instan- 
stances where investigation by the inspector showed unsani- 
_ tary conditions of such importance as to call for further 
investigation, a visit of inspection by the full board was 
made, especially in the more densely populated portions of 
the town. 

The public swimming-bath on Boylston street was open as 
usual during June, July, August and September. Early in 
the season the portion of the brook above the bath-house 
was inspected and cleaned out, and measures were taken 
to prevent pollution of the stream. Some necessary repairs 
were made on the bath-house to enable it to be used a little 
longer. Supt. Dillon reports that during the season 9,790 
baths were taken, an increase of 2,101 over the previous 
year. Neither accidents nor illness have been reported, and 
many boys have learned to swim. 

At present this is the only place within or near the town 
limits where outdoor bathing is allowed, and the accommo- 
dations, though adequate twelve years ago, are now far short 
of what they should be. The importance, as a health meas- 
ure, of frequent bathing in hot weather, and the great value 
of a public swimming-bath, both as a means of physical 
culture and of acquiring an art the possession of which 
saves many lives, can hardly be overestimated. The recom- 
mendation made last year by the committee on the bath- 
house is renewed, namely, that a more commodious swim- 
ming-bath be constructed. 
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The cooperation of the Newton authorities having been 
secured for the abatement of malaria, prevalent near the 
Newton line, there was held September 12th, at Hammond’s 
Pond, a joint meeting of the Newton and Brookline Boards of 
Health. There were also present, by invitation, Dr. Samuel 
W. Abbott, Secretary of the State Board of Health; His 
Honor Mayor Fenno, of Newton; the physicians of the two 
boards, and the civil engineers of the two municipalities. 
As a result of the inspection and discussion, the engineers 
were instructed to make a joint survey with reference to dry- 
ing up the rotten land about Hammond’s Pond and draining 
the stagnant pools in that neighborhood. The survey has 
been made, but no report has yet been received. 

The occasional need of a suitable building, owned by the 
town, for persons taken ill with diphtheria, scarlet fever or 
other dangerous contagious diseases (except small-pox) and 
having no home here, has received careful attention and it was 


Voted, That in the opinion of the board, it is necessary to erect a 
separate building upon land owned by the town, adjacent to the alms- 
house, for the care and treatment of patients with contagious diseases. 


It was also— 


Voted, That the question of erecting such a building be referred to the 
chairman and Mr. Daland, with the Agent of the Board, with full 
powers. 


Small-pox, no case of which had been found in Brookline 
since May, 1881, threatened to make its appearance in Novem- 
ber, and the necessary steps were taken to prevent its spread 
should it appear. Finding a large number of persons in the 
town unprotected by vaccination, and several cases of small- 
pox being known to be in the adjoining Roxbury district, 
systematic enquiry was made as to vaccination of the school- 
children, and the following circular was extensively circu- 
lated by the police. 


OFFICE OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH, 
BROOKLINE, Mass., December 12, 1893. 


It being found that a considerable number of persons, especially do- 
mestics from the British Provinces, resident in Brookline, have never 
been vaccinated, householders are respectfully requested to enquire if 
any such are in their families, and if so to at once call their attention to 
the law requiring vaccination. 

The prevalence of small-pox in the neighboring city makes this pre- 
caution necessary.

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The emergency hospital for cases of small-pox, built by 
the board in 1885, and fortunately never needed until 1893, 
was put in condition for patients, and, most important of all, 
ample facilities were provided for free vaccination, in which 
work the Agent of the Board was assisted by Drs. Silas A. 
Houghton, Frederick W. Rice, Everett M. Bowker and Carle- 
ton S. Francis. 

Of the 975 persons who received free vaccination between 
December 1 and January 31 a very large proportion were 
natives of the British Provinces and never previously vacci- 
nated. A number of alleged cases of small-pox, and of 
persons reliably reported as recently exposed to that disease, 
were promptly but quietly investigated by the board, and all 
necessary precautions were taken in each case. 

On the 15th of December one of the persons reported by 
the Boston Board of Health to the Brookline board to have 
been exposed to small-pox, and who since the notification 
had been closely observed daily under the direction of this 
board, was believed to have the early symptoms. The 
patient, a young domestic from Cape Breton, unvaccinated, 
was seen in consultation by Dr. McCollom, physician to the 
Boston Board of Health, the physician attending the patients 
in the Boston small-pox hospital, and she was taken at once 
to the hospital, in charge of attendants already conditionally 
engaged. On February 9th, after an iilness of about the 
usual severity in unvaccinated persons, she was discharged, 
well. 

It seems proper to state here, that, of the twenty-one 
small-pox patients whose cases have been clearly traced to 
the person * from whom this patient contracted the disease, 
only one had ever been vaccinated. 

On the 28th of January, 1894, a second case of small-pox 
was discovered, and after a consultation of the attending 
physician and the Agent of the Board with Dr. George K. 
Sabine, the patient, a young man, was removed without 
delay to the hospital. As he had been vaccinated fourteen 
years previously he had a comparatively light case, some-

times called varioloid, an unfortunate term, as it conveys to 
some the mistaken idea that it is not genuine small-pox and 
therefore not very contagious. 

A number of complaints of nuisances received the atten- 
tion of the board during the year, hearings were given on 
several occasions, and such actions taken as seemed appro- 
priate. 

The Agent of the Board wishes to thank Dr. George K. 
Sabine for many valuable suggestions. His thanks are also 
due a number of other physicians who have assisted him by 
cordial coéperation in his efforts to prevent the spread of 
contagious diseases. He is under special obligations to Chief 
of Police Bowman for personal assistance in connection with 
cases of dangerous contagious disease, to which the latter 
voluntarily exposed himself when necessary, also for placing 
at his disposal the services of a mounted officer, for daily 
communication with the small-pox hospital. Thanks are also 
due Mrs. Campbell, Matron of the Almshouse. 

Attention is called to the following extracts from the Public 
Statutes and orders of the Board of Health, relating to con- 
tagious diseases ; also, to the appended reports : 


[PUBLIC STATUTES—ACTS OF 1884, CHAPTER 98. | 
AN ACT CONCERNING CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


SECTION 1. [As amended by Act of 1890, Chap. 102.] When a house- 
holder knows that a person within his family or house is sick with small- 
pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, or any other infectious or contagious 
disease dangerous to the public health, he shall immediately give notice 
thereof to the Board of Health of the city or town in which he dwells, 
and upon the death, recovery, or removal of such person, such of the 
rooms of said house and such of the articles therein as, in the opinion of 
the Board of Health, have been subjected to infection or contagion shall 
be disinfected by such householder to the satisfaction of said Board of 
Health.* Any person neglecting or refusing to comply with either of the 
above provisions shall be punished by a fine not exceeding one hundred 
dollars. ’ 

Srecr. 2. When a physician knows that a person whom he is called to 
visit is infected with small-pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, or any other 
disease dangerous to the public health, he shall immediately give notice 
thereof to the Selectmen or Board of Health of the town; and if he 
refuses or neglects to give such notice, he shall forfeit for each offense 
not less than fifty nor more than two hundred dollars. 


*In Brookline, disinfection after scarlet fever and diphtheria is in all cases done by the 
Board of Health, and is done free of expense where the householder is unable to pay for it. 


ee 
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Sect. 3. The Boards of Health in the several cities and towns shall 
cause a record to be kept of all reports received in pursuance of the pre- 
ceding sections, and such record shall contain the names of all persons 
who are sick, the localities in which they live, the diseases with which 
they are affected, together with the date and names of the persons report- 
ing any suchcases. The Board of Health shall give the School Committee 
immediate information of all cases of contagious diseases reported to 
them according to the provisions of this act. 


Sect. 4. The Secretary of the Commonwealth shall furnish the 
Boards of Health with blank books for the record of cases of contagious 
diseases as above provided. 


[The Board of Health considers small-pox, scarlet fever, measles, 
diphtheria, membranous croup, cholera, typhus fever and typhoid fever 
to come within the meaning of sections one and two of the above, but 
disinfection after measles and typhoid is not insisted upon. ] 


EXTRACTS FROM THE PUBLIC STATUTES CONCERNING 
VACCINATION. 


CuaPp. 80, Sec. 51. Parents and guardians shall cause their children 
and wards to be vaccinated before they attain the age of two years, and 
revaccinated when the Selectmen or Mayor and Aldermen shall, after five 
years from the last vaccination, require it. For every year’s neglect the 
party offending shall forfeit five dollars. 

CuaP. 80, Sec. 53. Towns shall furnish the means of vaccination to 
such of their inhabitants as are unable to pay for the same. 

Cuap. 47, Sec. 9. The School Committee shall not allow a child who 
has not been duly vaccinated to be admitted to or connected with the 
public schools. 


[Application for vaccination, by persons who are unable to pay for it, 
may be made to any member of the board or to its clerk or agent. ] 
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Ordered, That no child be allowed to attend school from any house 
where there is or has been a case of diphtheria, scarlet fever or measles 
until the expiration of at least four weeks from the commencement of 
the last case in the house if diphtheria, six weeks if scarlet fever, and if 
measles two weeks after the disappearance of the eruption. 

Ordered, That the secretary of the Board of Health be directed to 
notify the Trustees of the Public Library of the existence of any case of 
contagious disease as soon as it is reported. 

Ordered, That no child from any house where there is or has been a 
case of scarlet fever shall be allowed to mingle with those of any other 
house until the expiration of at least six weeks from the commencement 
of the last case. 

Ordered, That no child that has visited a house in which there was at 
the time a case of scarlet fever shall attend school till the expiration of 
two weeks following exposure. 
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Ordered, That every house infected with diphtheria, scarlet fever or 
small-pox, shall have affixed on or near the front door a card, furnished 
by the Board of Health, stating the disease to be avoided, and any 
unauthorized person removing such card shall be liable to a fine not 
exceeding $100. 

Ordered, That such rooms and such articles in any house as in the 
opinion of the Board of Health have been subjected to infection*or con- 
tagion from scarlet fever, diphtheria, or any other infectious or con- 
tagious disease dangerous to the public health, shall be disinfected by the 
board. The attending physician or the board shall decide in each case 
as to the proper time for disinfecting, and shall notify the inspector of 
the board without delay; but in no case of scarlet fever shall disinfection 
be done in less than four weeks from the commencement of the last case 
in the house. 

Ordered, That no public funeral,shall be held over the remains of any 
person having died of small-pox, scarlet fever or diphtheria, without the 
written permit of the Board of Health, and under such regulations as 
may prevent the spread of either of said diseases. Ordered further, that 
the remains of persons dying of either of said diseases shall at once be 
placed in a tight or sealed coffin, and shall not thereafter be exposed to 
view, or disturbed except for burial. 

Ordered, That the undertakers of the town be notified to warn fam- 
ilies, in case of the death of a member from contagious disease, against 
a public funeral. 

Ordered, Thata circular of suggestions for preventing the spread of 
scarlet fever be sent to every house in which a case of said fever shall be 
reported. 

Ordered, That no child ill with whoopiug-cough be allowed to attend 
school.

REPORT OF THE VETERINARY INSPECTOR AND 
INSPECTOR OF PROVISIONS AND MILK. 





To the Board of Health : — 


GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to submit the following 
report as Inspector of Milk from October Ist, 1893, to date. 

Having received my appointment, in accordance with 
section 1, chapter 57 of the Public Statutes, I took the oath 
of office as Inspector of Milk on October 7th; and published 
notice of my appointment in the Brookline Chronicle for 
two weeks. 

Suitable books were purchased to record the name and 
place of business of each person engaged in the sale of milk. 
With the approval of your board a collector of samples was 
employed and duly sworn before entering upon his duties. 

As there were no appliances for making analyses of the 
samples collected, with the consent of the Board arrange- 
ments were made with the C. Brigham Company whereby 
their chemist, J. R. Blair, B. S., was to make such analyses, 
until we could procure suitable apparatus to undertake the 
work ourselves. After consultation with your honorable 
body I was duly authorized to purchase such appliances as 
were necessary for the work of the office. 

The collection of samples began on October 11th, soon 
after which, as a result of analyses of all samples taken, it 
was found that the milk sold in the stores was inferior in 
quality to that sold from wagons, whereupon the two follow- 
ing circulars were prepared, copies of which were sent to all 
stores from which samples had been taken that proved upon 
analysis to be below the standard required by statute. 

‘« Dear Sir, —You are hereby notified that a sample of milk obtained 
from you was found upon Analysis to be below the standard 
required by the statutes. You are hereby warned that the further sale 
of such milk, or its possession with intent to sell, renders you liable to 


the penalties provided for in section 5 of chapter 57 of the Public Stat- 
utes, as amended by section 2 of chapter 318 of the Acts of 1886.

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‘« Dear Sir, — Regarding the enclosed notice, is it not probable that the 
quality of the sample of milk obtained from you is due largely to the fact 
that your milk is kept in cans, and not thoroughly mixed, so that the 
first milk sold is the best and that the sample taken from the latter half 
of the can is not up to the standard required by law? This difficulty is 
overcome in many stores by the use of a large receptacle into which all 
the milk is turned, and from which the quantity required is dipped at 
each sale. 

‘«T hope that in this way, or some other, you will be able to so arrange 
that I shall not obtain a poor sample of milk from you again; for if I 
do it will be my duty, under the law, to prosecute without further notice.

An investigation followed; in many cases the storekeeper 
referred the notices to the dealer who supplied him with 
milk. Several of these dealers thereupon brought samples 
of the different dairies from which they drew their supply ; 
such samples showing marked evidence of adulteration, and 
the dairies being in towns over which Brookline had no 
jurisdiction, the matter was referred to the State Board of 
Health who have, as a consequence, instituted some prose- 
cutions. The result was a prompt improvement in the 
samples taken from the store supply. The work of this 
office so far as it relates to the inspection of milk is done 
somewhat as follows : — 


The collector who is empowered to enter all places where 
milk is stored or kept for sale, and all carriages used for the 
conveyance of milk, and to take samples of same for analy- 
sis, is supplied with a suitable number of pint cans, a corre- 
sponding number of bottles with corks, a bunch of tags for 
marking cans, a bunch of tags for marking sealed samples, 
wire for fastening tags to samples, seal, sealing-wax, etc. 
With this supply he is prepared to take samples either from 
wagons or stores. When taking such samples he notifies 
the custodian that he wishes to buy one pint of milk from a 
can selected by himself, at the same time requesting the 
dealer to thoroughly mix the contents of can by turning it 
rom the full into an empty can, and back again into the 
original, after which one pint is turned into the can of the 
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collector; every precaution being thus taken to have the 
sample represent as nearly as possible the whole lot of milk 
from which it was taken; after which, in the presence of 
the dealer, a tag is made out giving the date, time sample 
is taken, the name on wagon, and of the driver in charge, 
the locality in which sample is taken, whether can is marked 
skim-milk, the number of cans on wagon, the size of the can 
sample is taken from, the number of can in which said sam- 
ple is placed, the number of license, and whether a sealed 
sample is delivered or not. ‘This record is then attached 
to the sample can. Should the dealer request a sealed 
sample the same is given to him by turning from the sample 
can sufficient to fill one of the sealed sample bottles, to which 
is attached a tag stating that the within is a portion of a 
sample of milk taken from a can on a wagon of 
Sample No. District- Date 
Signed , Collector of Sample. On the back of 
this tag is printed the following notice : —

seal and enclosure are intact; also to place his initials and date when 
received upon the line below, and preserve the package and label for 
identification.

A wire is then attached to the tag and inserted into the 
bottle, after which it is thoroughly corked, covered, and 
sealed by the collector. The dealer then gives a receipt to 
the collector for the same. The collector pays the dealer 
the regular price for all samples taken. After such time as 
the collector has secured a sufficient number of samples the 
same are taken to the laboratory where they undergo a 
thorough analysis, of which a complete record is kept, and 
upon which necessary actions are based. 

The sanitary importance of a pure milk supply and 
the very great extent to which milk adulteration will 
proceed if unchecked, point to the importance of a thor- 
ough inspection of this staple article of food. <A great 
majority of cases that come to our notice as being below 
standard are due either to the removal of cream or the 
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addition of water. The addition of water is not only a 
direct fraud on the consumer, but may also be a direct cause 
of the spread of contagious diseases. It is well known that 
water is a vehicle which can convey the germs of disease ; 
wells, cisterns, receptacles of every description that serve 
’ for the storage of water, may, and often do become charged 
with organic matter injurious to health, thus it is that milk, 
which by itself is very liable to fermentation, becomes dan- 
gerous when mixed with contaminated water. A great 
number of ferment germs may be introduced into the milk 
and there develop with great rapidity. Diarrhceal diseases, 
vomiting, and colics are among the least of the ill results of milk 
adulterated with such matter. The frequent tracing of the 
source of typhoid and scarlet fever to a contaminated milk 
supply shows that this fear is not by any means an idle one. 
It is estimated that fully seventy-five per cent of the infant 
population of the large cities are brought up on cows’ milk 
and it can thus be readily seen that, on this score alone, the 
subject is one entitled to the gravest consideration, both from 
a sanitary and economical standpoint. ‘The poorer classes 
of the community who are large consumers of milk, buying 
as they do in small quantities (from the worst class of 
venders), probably consume a large proportion of the adul- 
terated milk. ; 
The number of samples analyzed during October were 
thirty-four ; an average of which showed that the milk supply 
for the month of October contained only 12.31 per cent of 
solids. The analysis of fifteen samples during the month of 
November showed the average amount of solids to be 12.04 
per cent. During December, the analysis, of sevety-one 
samples showed an average of 13.18 per cent of solids, while 
for the month of January an analysis of sixty-two samples 
showed an average of 13.08 percent. These figures are 
sufficient to show the improvement inthe milk supply, in 
even so short a period as the past four months, during 
which time the inspection has been carried on systemati- 
cally, with but three prosecutions. | 
The quantity of milk sold daily in Brookline is 8,296 
quarts, or 3,028,040 quarts annually, the value of which, 
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estimated at the price paid by consumers, is $242,243.20. 
The nutritive value of such milk supply being solely depend- 
ent upon the amount of total solids, it follows that by the 
increase from twelve and a fraction to thirteen and a fraction 
per cent of solids one-twelfth of the total value of the milk 
supply is being saved to the consumers as a result of this 
work. 

I wish to acknowledge the hearty support of your Board 
and especially the medical officer, H. Lincoln Chase, M. D., 
as well as valuable information from my predecessor, Capt. 
Alonzo Bowman, who has always stood ready to assist me. 

The collector, Mr. George S. Rich, has carefully and faith- 
fully performed his duties, exercising such tact that much 
unpleasantness has been avoided which might otherwise 
have arisen.

REPORT OF THE SANITARY INSPECTOR. 





Brookuink, Mass., January 31st, 1894. 


To the Honorable Board of Health : 


GENTLEMEN, — | have the honor to submit my first report 
as Sanitary Inspector for the Board, covering the period 
from June Ist, 1893, to February Ist, 1894. 

The number of visits of inspection in the time named was | 
270. The number of dwellings connected with the sewer 
was 58. All reasonable complaints received were fully in- 
vestigated and the findings made known to the Board. 
Four houses were tested with peppermint and their condition 
reported to the owners. 

Between February Ist and June Ist, 1893, my predeces- 
sor, Wm. K. Melcher, disinfected the infected rooms in 
fourteen houses where there had been scarlet fever, and in 
seven where there had been diphtheria. From June lst, 
1893, to February Ist, 1894, the number of disinfections 
was five for diphtheria, eight for scarlet fever, two for small- 
pox, one for typhoid fever,* and one for measles. * 

In June, an inspection of both branches of the Village 
brook was made and it was discovered that three parties 
were using it as a means of drainage, resulting in the pollu- 
tion of the water supply of the public swimming-bath. 
Two of the parties were subpcenaed and after some delay 
all complied with the orders of the Board. 

In August, in view of the general apprehension of ,a 
cholera epidemic, precautionary measures were adopted to 
prevent it gaining a foothold. A thorough inspection of the 
dwellings, stables and outbuildings in the more crowded 
portions of the town was made and an account of their con- 
dition presented to the Board. After personal investigation 
of the premises by the full Board, prompt action was deemed

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imperative. Notice was served upon sixty-three house- 
owners, ordering them to abate their nuisances, abandon 
their privies and connect their buildings with the sewers. 
Fifty-four parties at once complied with the orders of the 
Board; five, for sufficient reasons, were given until spring, 
and four cases remain unsettled, awaiting action of the 
Board. Two tenement houses were condemned as unfit for 
habitation and the occupants required to remove. Sixty 
privies were abolished, their contents removed and the 
vaults filled up. One hundred and three new water-closets 
replaced the offensive privies. More than one hundred 
round traps were placed under kitchen sinks; fifty-five new 
four-inch iron drains, trapped, water-tested and ventilated, 
were located in the same number of houses, and all polluted 
or decayed material carted off where it would be inoffensive. 
It is believed the results obtained will tend toward preserv- 
ing the public health. 

I am indebted to the police for valuable assistance and 
many courtesies.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON DISPOSAL OF 
WASTE MATERIAL. 





At the adjourned town meeting held April 17th, 1893, 
the 15th article in the warrant read as follows: ‘*To appro- 
priate $7,500 for the erection of a cremator for the destruc- 
tion of house-offal and other waste materials, and $2,500 
for its maintenance, as recommended by the special com- 
mittee on the subject.” It was— 


Voted, That the subject-matter of Article 15 of the warrant be 
referred to a special committee, comprising the Selectmen, H. Lincoln 
Chase, M. D., William K. Melcher, Charles H. Stearns, Michael Driscoll 
and Desmond FitzGerald, C. E., with instructions to report at a future 
meeting what the cost will be of adopting the system of dealing with 
garbage, etc., recommended by the Committee, and also to report what 
site they recommend for a cremator and the cost thereof. 


The above-named citizens, acting as a sub-committee, 
have made considerable investigation, have held several 
meetings, and respectfully submit the following report: 

First, as to the cost of the proposed cremation of gar- 
bage, the Committee has carefully studied the results of the 
experience with the Engle cremator in Lowell, and the 
Brown cremator in Boston, both of which members of the 
Committee have visited. 

While the necessity for cremation of our garbage (7. e., 
swill) becomes more imperative by reason of the recent 
abolishing of many hog farms in neighboring towns and for 
certain other reasons set forth in the report of this Committee 
last year, (see page 366 of Brookline Town Report for 1892, ) 
the Committee finds that much experimental work with various 
fuels and methods of securing the requisite heat remains to 
be done before the cost of garbage cremation can be even 
approximately known. It can be said, however, that the cost 
is being steadily reduced, and that in a year the best fuel or 
combination of fuels and other essential factors may be known. 
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The estimate of cost of fuel in last year’s report was too 
low, as found by the Committee’s subsequent investigations. 

The cost of fuel and labor for cremation of a ton of swill 
in the Engle cremator in Lowell, Mass., between April 15th 
and October 14th of this year (93), has varied much, the 
extremes, we are informed, being $1.93 and $1.15 per ton. 
The fuels used were coal, oil, and a combination of the 
two. 

The selection of a suitable location for the proposed gar- 
bage cremator must depend very much. on the extent to 
which the cremator is likely to be regarded as a nuisance, a 
question not to be decided for Brookline without longer ex- 
perience with cremators located in towns somewhat similarly 
situated. It is believed, however, in view of the great im- 
provements in construction now making, that there will be no 
serious difficulty in selecting a suitable site for the cremator 
at the proper time. Meanwhile the collection and disposal 
of swill can be attended to as at present by a contractor. 

As our present method of collection and disposal of 
ashes, waste paper and miscellaneous dry waste material has 
lately occasioned more serious trouble than ever before, and 
if not improved upon will continue to cause unnecessary 
trouble and expense, the Committee has carefully considered 
the question. With the codperation of the citizens a neces- 
sary reform can and must be made. 

As stated in the report of last year’s committee, the chief 
difficulty at present in the disposal of ashes and other rub- 
bish suitable for the filling of low land is the admixture 
with the ashes of so much waste paper, etc., that land- 
owners very properly refuse to allow the dumping of such 
rubbish on their property. The danger from bonfires* of 
waste paper kindled on the ash dumps by irresponsible per- 
sons is another objection, to say nothing of the unsightliness 
of large quantities of waste paper blowing about in the 
neighborhood. 

There is no difficulty in disposing of clean ashes. The 
only problem, then, is the best means of separating out

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other waste material, principally waste paper, the latter, 
since the introduction of wood-pulp in paper manufacture, 
no longer having the slightest commercial value, and which, 
in communities like ours, where blanket-sheet Sunday news- 
papers and all sorts of other papers are now so extensively 
read, accumulates in enormous quantity. 

At present our waste material is divided into two classes, 
on the basis of what hogs will eat and what hogs will not 
eat. With the proposed system of collection and dis- 
posal it would be divided into three classes and every house- 
hold would supply itself with three suitable receptacles 
for waste material. In one all the ashes,* tin cans and 
other non-combustible waste would be stored; in a second, 
made of sheet-iron and having a close-fitting cover, all 
swill as at present; and in a third, all other dry com- 
bustible waste, such as paper, old shoes, house sweepings, 
etc. Householders would be furnished explicit printed 
directions as to this arrangement, and the official in charge 
of collection would be instructed to decline to remove 
waste material for persons refusing or neglecting to comply 
with the directions. 

The Superintendent of Streets states that his department 
collected for the Health Department, during 18938, approxi- 
mately 12,000 cart-loads (a cart-load measuring over a cubic 
yard) of ashes, waste paper and other dry rubbish, and esti- 
mates the number of loads for 1894 at about 13,000. 

At least one-third of this amount consists of dry com- 
bustible material, which should be kept separate from the 
ashes and burned, and if this were done several convenient 
places for dumping ashes would be at the disposal of the 
Street Department, resulting in greater economy than the 
present long hauls permit. The best disposal of the great 
mass of waste paper and the other dry combustible material 
at present dumped with the ashes, is burning in furnaces 
especially constructed for that purpose and located in three 
or more convenient places. 

" * Another advantage of this division would be the prevention, especially in tenement 


houses, of fires caused by putting hot ashes into wooden barrels containing waste paper, 
now acommon practice. 
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The Committee respectfully recommends— 

First, That action be postponed as to the purchase of a 
garbage cremator and the selection of a site for the same till 
the necessary figures and other facts bearing on the cost of 
maintenance of the system recommended can be had; also, 
that to that end the investigation of the results now being 
obtained by the system in neighboring cities and towns be 
continued. 

Second, That_the system of division and disposal of 
waste material referred to,— that is, that every household 
provide three suitable receptacles, etc.,—be adopted at as 
early a date as practicable. 

Third, That the Board of Health consider the passing of 
an order ensuring compliance with plain printed directions 
as to the arrangement recommended. : 

Fourth, That three of the proposed furnaces for dry 
combustible waste, principally paper, be built as early as 
practicable by the town, one to be located on the Nahum 
Smith lot, Harvard street, another on the Town Stable lot 
on Sewall street, and a third in the gravel bank off Warren 
street, known as the Cowan lot. The estimated cost would 
be about $2,500 for the three. 

Fifth, That these furnaces be enclosed in sheds of suitable 
dimensions, which would also serve for the storage of the 
combustible matter in wet weather, and when the amount 
collected is small. These sheds, if built of corrugated iron, 
with an iron frame, so as to be fireproof, would cost about 
$450 each. .

BOARD OF EXAMINERS OF PLUMBERS. 


Chapter 477 of the Acts and Resolves of the General Court 
of the year 1893 is as follows: 


[AcCTs OF 1893, CHAPTER 477. ] 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE LICENSING OF PLUMBERS AND 
THE SUPERVISION OF THE BUSINESS OF PLUMBING. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SECTION 1. No person, firm or corporation not now engaged in or 
working at the business of plumbing shall hereafter engage in or work 
at said business in this commonwealth, either as a master or employing 
plumber or as a journeyman plumber, unless such person, firm or corpo- 
ration first receives a license therefor, in accordance with the provisions 
of this act. 

Sect. 2. Any person desiring to engage in or work at the business of 
plumbing, either as a master or employing plumber or as a journeyman 
plumber, shall apply to the board of health having jurisdiction in the 
locality where he intends to engage in or work at such business, except 
in cities or towns where the inspector of buildings has control of the 
regulations regarding plumbing, where such application shall be made to 
the inspector of buildings, and shall, at such time and place as may be 
designated by the board of examiners hereinafter provided for, to whom 
such application shall be referred, be examined as to his qualifications 
for such business. In the case of a firm or corporation, the examination 
and licensing of any one member of the firm or the manager of the cor- 
poration shall satisfy the requirements of this act. 

Sect. 3. There shall be in every city and each town of five thousand 
inhabitants or more, and in each town having a system of water supply 
or sewerage, a board of examiners of plumbers, consisting of the chair- 
man of the board of health and, in cities or towns having an inspector 
of buildings, the inspector of buildings of said city or town, who shall 
be members ex officio of said board, and serve without compensation, 
and a third member who shall be a practical plumber. Said third mem- 
ber shall be appointed by the board of health of said city or town within 
three months from the passage of this act, for the term of one year 
from the first day of May in the year of appointment, and thereafter 
annually before the first day of June, and shall be allowed a sum not 
exceeding five dollars for each day of actual service, to be paid from the 
treasury of such city or town: provided, that if in any city or town there 
is no inspector of buildings, said board of health shall appoint a second 
member of said board of examiners who shall be a practical plumber, and 
whose term of office and compensation shall be the same as is heretofore 
provided for said third member. ' 

Sect. 4. Said board of examiners shall, as soon as may be after the 
appointment of said third member, meet and organize by the selection of 
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a chairman, and shall then designate the times and places for the exam- 
ination of all applicants desiring to engage in or work at the business of 
plumbing within their respective jurisdictions. Said board shall exam- 
ine said applicants as to their practical knowledge of plumbing, house 
drainage and plumbing ventilation, and if satisfied of the competency 
of the applicant, shall so certify to the board of health or inspector of 
buildings in their respective city or town. Said board or inspector shall 
thereupon issue a license to such applicant authorizing him to engage 
in or work at the business of plumbing, either as master or employing 
plumber or as © journeyman plumber. The fee for a license for a master 
or employing plumber shall be two dollars; for a journeyman plumber it 
shall be fifty cents. Said licenses shall be valid and have force through- 
out the commonwealth, and shall be renewed annually upon payment of 
a fee of fifty cents. In case of removal beyond the jurisdiction of the 
board or inspector issuing the original license, it may be renewed by any 
board having like authority. 

Sect. 5. The board of health or inspector of buildings of each city 
and town mentioned in section three of this act shall, within three months 
from the passage of this act, appoint one or more inspectors of plumbing, 
who shall be practical plumbers, and who shall hold office until removed 
by said board or inspector for cause which must be shown. The com- 
pensation of such inspectors shall be determined by the board or inspector 
appointing them, and be paid from the treasury of their respective cities 
or towns. Said inspectors shall inspect all plumbing work for which 
permits are hereafter granted within their respective jurisdictions, in 
process of construction, alteration or repair; and shall report to said 
board or inspector all violations of any law, ordinance or by-law relating 
to plumbing work, and also perform such other appropriate duties as 
may be required. 

Srcr. 6. Each city and town of five thousand inhabitants or more in 
this commonwealth, and every town having a system of water supply or 
sewerage, shall by ordinance or by-law, within six months from the pas- 
sage of this act, prescribe rules and regulations for the materials, con- 
struction, alteration and inspection of all pipes, tanks, faucets, valves 
and other fixtures by and through which waste water or sewage is used 
and carried, and provide that no such pipes, tanks, faucets, valves or 
other fixtures shall be placed in any building in such city or town except 
in accordance with plans which shall be approved by the board of health 
of such city or town, or such person or persons as said board of health 
may designate; and shall further provide that no plumbing work shall 
be done, except in the case of repair of leaks, without a permit being 
first issued therefor upon such terms and conditions as such city and 
town shall prescribe. The provisions of this section shall not apply to 
the city of Boston or to any officer or board thereof. 

Srcr. 7. Any person violating any provision of this act shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and be subject to a fine not exceeding fifty dol- 
lars for each and every violation thereof, and his license may be revoked 
by the examining board provided for in section three of this act. 

Secor. 8. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. [Approved June 19, 1893. 
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As required by section 3 of the foregoing act, the Board 
of Health appointed Michael Duffley as the third member 
of the Board of Examiners of Plumbers, and he was after- 
ward appointed Inspector of Plumbing, as required by sec- 
tion 5 of said act. In due time the Board of Examiners met 
and organized by the choice of the chairman of the Board of 
Health as chairman of their board, and appointed the first 
Thursday of each month, at 7.30 Pp. M., in the Selectmen’s 
room at the Town Hall, as the time and place for the exam- 
ination of all applicants desiring to engage in or work at the 
business of plumbing within their respective jurisdictions. 

All persons desiring to engage in or work at the business 
of plumbing, except those who were so engaged or employed 
at the date of the passage of the act, must be examined and 
licensed, application for license to be made to the Inspector 
of Buildings. (See sections 1 and 2.) The provisions of 
these sections, except as regards examinations, are practi- 
cally the same as section 1 of the Town By-Law in relation 
to Plumbing. The rules and regulations called for by sec- 
tion 6 of the act were already provided for by the By-Law 
in relation to Plumbing, and such changes or additions as 
may be found desirable can be made in the future. It does 
not seem necessary, therefore, for the town to vote to adopt 
them over again.

REPORT OF THE OVERSEERS OF 
THE POOR. 


The report of this year shows but little change. In July 
Miss Chapman resigned her position on the board, and in 
September the vacancy was filled by the election of Miss 
Martha W. Edgerly. 

The town has suffered a loss by the death of Mr. Robert 
M. Campbell, superintendent of the almshouse. He had 
held that position for ten years,—since the opening of the 
house,—and had shown himself faithful and conscientious, 
kind and just towards the inmates, and careful for the best 
interests of the town. Fortunately, it has been possible to 
retain Mrs. Campbell as matron, and she has carried on the 
work successfully and without material change. 

The number at the almshouse continues small, and four 
of the six inmates now there have remained through the 
entire year. During the year eight other persons have been 
admitted for short periods. One of these was received as a 
boarder at $2 per week, and remained two months. 

In spite of the hard times, the number of persons receiving 
out-door relief has been very slightly increased. Two fam- 
ilies have become self-supporting, and there are but five new 
names on the list of those regularly relieved ; these are all 
widows, two with large families of young children, and three 
without children; the latter are able to do very little for 
their own support. One has a life interest in an old house, 
but the others are all expected to pay their own rent. 

It is sometimes asked why the town no longer pays rent, 
as was the custom before the almshouse was built; and 
whether, if-out-door relief is to be given at all, the form 
in which it is given is of importance. In reply it can only 
be said that experience shows that there is much less incen- 
tive to work for food than for shelter ; and that if the latter 
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is secure, many persons will lay aside habits of industry and 
thrift, and trust to supplying their other needs by begging or 
other demoralizing means. Nothing tends more to degrade 
and pauperize than too liberal giving, and it is important 
that an effort should be made to obtain an equivalent for all 
beyond the bare necessaries of life, and even these should 
be given only after careful investigation and with constant 
oversight. 

Four children remain in the care of the board, and during 
the year ten boys have been in various correctional institu- 
tions. Six of these are still held,—one at the County Truant 
School, two at the State Primary School, and three at the 
Westboro’ Reform School, the last five having been com- 
mitted by the court for offenses of a more or less serious 
character. One of them had previously been for a consid- 
erable period at the Truant School, and one at the House of 
the Angel Guardian. 

The expense to the town of supporting these boys, many 
of whom are not the children of pauper parents, is consid- 
erable, and it is one over which the Overseers have no con- 
trol, as they have no notice of the cases until the bills for 
board are received. It would seem that these might with 
justice be paid from the School Committee’s appropriation, 
as it is on their complaint that the commitments are gen- 
erally made. 

Temporary aid and aid for the sick has been given more 
frequently than last year, but in many cases those receiving 
it have not long been residents of the town, and reimburse- 
ment is made by the state or by some other municipality. 

The insane now number seventeen, an increase of three, 
and there seems little prospect of any decrease in this list. 
The usual statistical tables are added.

REPORT OF THE WATER BOARD. 


The Brookline Water Board herewith submits its annual 
report, being for the fiscal year ending January 31, 1894, 
and the eighteenth annual report. As in former years the 
reports of the Superintendent of the Water Works and the 
engineers at the pumping stations, with pumping statistics, 
accompanies this report. 

At the annual town meeting held April 1st, 1893, George 
H. Johnson was re-elected a member of the board for three 
years, and Oscar B. Mowry was elected a member of the 
board for one year. The board organized by the choice of 
William K. Melcher as chairman and Zeph. R. Forbes as 
registrar and clerk. There has been no change in the 
regular employees of the department. 


Special Extensions. 


The special extensions which have been in process of con- 
struction during the past two years are as follows: 


lst. A covered reservoir. 

2d. An addition to the low-service pumping station. 
3d. <A high-duty pumping engine. 

4th. A second force-main. 


Owing to the delay caused by the manufacturers of the 
high-duty pumping engine, a detailed report of these special 
extensions cannot be made at this time. The covered reser- 
voir has been in constant use since January lst, 1893, and 
has given the best of satisfaction. The use of this reservoir 
has entirely done away with the bad odor and taste that 
occasionally characterized the water during the summer 
months. The new force-main has been laid from the engine- 
house at Cow Bay, West Roxbury, to the reservoir on Fisher 
Hill, and is now in use. The new pumping engine is nearly 
completed, and will be ready for use about March Ist, 1894. 
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General Extensions—Street Mains and Service-Pipe. 


During the past year the board has received an unusually 
small number of applications for new street-mains, the total 
number of feet laid being 5,404. The pipe necessary to lay 
these short mains was purchased early in the spring, for 
which an appropriation of $2,500 was made. By keeping 
a moderate amount of pipe on hand these short extensions 
can be laid without the delay that would naturally ensue 
were it necessary to purchase pipe from the foundry for 
each extension. A detailed account of these extensions will 
be found in the Superintendent’s report hereto annexed. 
The number of applications for service-pipe the past year 
has not been as large as usual, 161 having been laid. The 
cost of repairing leaks in both street-mains and service-pipe 
has been small. | 

Meters. 

Our meter system is gradually increasing, 137 having been 

set the pastseason, making a total of 1,037 now in use. The

Too much cannot be said of the efficiency of the meter 
system. An examination of the water commissioners’ 
reports of the various towns and cities will almost invariably 
show a recommendation for the adoption or extension of the 
meter system. The growth of this system in Brookline 
since the passage of the vote authorizing the Water Board 
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to set and maintain meters at the expense of the town, has 
been on an average of 220 per year. During the past year 
1285 bills were rendered for water payable by meter; of 
these less than 25 caused dissatisfaction. 


Quality of Water. 


The quality of water furnished the citizens of Brookline 
through both our high- and low-service systems for the past 
year has been excellent. Under the present arrangement of 
having both the reservoir and high-service tank covered, the 
water is delivered to the consumer in precisely the same 
condition that it is when it flows from the filtering galleries 
and wells. 

Buildings. 

The buildings under the supervision of the Water Board 
are as follows: The low-service pumping station, engineer’s 
house and storage-shed, situated at Cow Bay, West Roxbury ; 
the high-service pumping station, Newton street; stable and 
repair-shop, Walnut street; and the storage building, Pearl 
street, Brookline. These buildings are in good condition 
and have needed few repairs the past season. 


Reservoirs and Standpipes. 

The reservoirs and standpipes connected with this depart- 
ment are in good repair and, with the exception of painting 
the high-service tank, will need few repairs the coming 
season.

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In explanation of the special appropriations for a new floor 
at the low-service pumping station and re-setting low-ser- 
vice boiler at the high-service station, the board would say 
that the amounts necessary to perform this work were 
appropriated at the last annual town meeting. The delays 
at the pumping station, as before stated, made it impossible 
to do this work. As the appropriations lapse at the end of 
the fiscal year, the Water Board ask that these two amounts 
be appropriated. 

The appropriation of $30,000 is for an extension to our 
system of driven wells. This matter was brought before 
the town at a special meeting held October 10th, 1893, at 
which time the following report was made : 


Report of the Water Board 


On ARTICLE XVII. oF THE WARRANT FOR THE SPECIAL TOWN MEETING, 
TUESDAY, OCTOBER 10, 1893. 


At the special town meeting held July 15, 1892, the special committee 
on the extension of the water works asked for an additional appropria- 
tion for a larger pumping engine, some of the reasons for which were 
stated in the report on the articles in the warrant for that meeting. It 
was well understood by the committee that the present number of driven 
wells and filtering galleries would not furnish water enough to allow this 
engine to be worked at its full capacity, and that in order to receive the 
advantages of the larger engine, both in economy of fuel and labor—in 
the latter case saving one shift of men—it would be necessary to increase 
the supply of water. With the facts as just stated in view, the Water 
Board asked for an appropriation of five hundred dollars at the last 
annual town meeting, which was voted, for the purpose of driving certain 
test wells to determine the best location for this extension. These wells 
haye been driven with satisfactory results, and plans for the contemplated 
work far enough advanced to make an estimate. It must be borne in 
mind, however, that in order to finish this work in the season of 1894, it 
will be necessary to contract for the pipe and other material in early 
winter, and for this reason this matter is now brought before the town. 

The cost of this extension is estimated to be about $35,000, and will 
consist in laying about 2,000 feet of 20-inch pipe, 500 feet of 16-inch pipe, 
1,000 feet of 8-inch pipe, and driving about 250 wells. No appropriation 
will be required till the next annual meeting, but authority to contract 
for the pipe, special castings and other materials, to an amount not 
exceeding $10,000, is asked for at this meeting. 

In addition it might be said that under any circumstances the whole or 
a part of this extension will be imperative in the near future, and that 
the money saved in fuel and labor will probably pay good interest on the 
cost. The Water Board would therefore ask for the passage of the 
following vote: 
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Voted, That the Water Board be authorized to contract for cast-iron pipe and other 
materials for additional driven wells with connecting pipes, to an amount not exceeding ten 
thousand dollars.

The above vote, authorizing the Water Board to contract 
for cast-iron pipe and other material, was passed at this meet- 
ing. In pursuance of this vote contracts for pipe and 
material have been made. The estimated cost of this work, 
as stated in the above report, was $35,000. We find that 
about $5,000 will be left from the $100,000 appropriated 
for the new force-main and as this money was raised for the 
extension of the water works and is applicable for any other 
extension, the board propose to use this balance for this 
work. By so doing the amount asked for will be reduced 
from $35,000 to $30,000. The Water Board therefore ask 
for the passage of the following vote : 


Voted, That the Treasurer be authorized to borrow when so directed 
by the Selectmen to pay for the extension of the system of driven wells 
at Cow Bay the sum of thirty thousand dollars ($30,000), paying there- 
for arate of interest not exceeding four per cent per annum payable semi- 
annually and giving therefor the notes of the town, to be denominated 
on their face ‘‘ Brookline Water Script,” signed by the Treasurer and 
countersigned by a majority at least of the Selectmen. Such indebted- 
ness shall be made payable in such annual proportional payments as will 
extinguish the same within thirty years from the date of delivery of said 
notes.

The above statement does not include leaks caused by 
sewer construction. 

The working force of the Water Department has been 
largely engaged during the past season in laying the new 
force-main. Work was commenced as early in the spring 
as the pipe could be obtained from the foundry and was 
continued without interruption until October, when the last 
pipe was in position. There yet remains some work to be 
done at the pumping station and also inthe way of cleaning 
up. ‘The new main has been in use for several weeks and 
so far not a leak has appeared. 

It was expected one year ago, when the last annual report 
was prepared, that the new engine would be in operation 
before this date. We were disappointed, however, owing 
to the failure of the contractor to get the machinery on the 
ground earlier; but we now see no reason why the engine 
should not be running by March Ist, as little work remains 
to be done. 

A full description of these important extensions was prom- 
ised one year ago, to appear at this time, but it is evident 
that a comprehensive report of all, or in fact a part of the 
new work cannot be made until the engine shall be started 
and a thorough test made. As this test will not only prove 
the engine, but also the boiler, force-main and connections, 
this matter must, therefore, wait a year longer. 

We might also mention that one of the new boilers is in 
position and the other ready for the brick work. 

The calls for extensions to the street mains have been less 
than usual and the number of service-pipes has decreased 13 
from the record of the previous year, a result probably due 
to the hard times. 

In the maintenance of the plant nothing unusual has hap- 
pened and the yearly routine of work has run along quite 
smoothly and satisfactorily. It is hardly necessary to relate 
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here the numerous calls for turning on and off water, setting, 
repairing, and reading meters, inspecting water fixtures, and 
the thousand and one other things which constantly come to 
the department, yet the expense of this miscellaneous work 
forms quite a part of the cost of maintenance and at the 
same time makes little showing at the end of the year. 

The works, considered as a whole as well as in part, are 
in excellent condition and when the supply is increased, 
as it will be the coming season, no large or unusual outlay 
will be needed for several years unless in case of an acci- 
dent. Of course, certain repairs are required each year on 
the buildings and other portions of the plant, but the com- 
ing season the usual appropriations will probably take care 
of all which now appears necessary. It is intended to keep 
the grounds around the reservoir on Fisher Hill in attractive 
shape in the future. The surroundings at the pumping sta- 
tion are also to be improved. 

The supply of water furnished by the driven wells and fil- 
tering galleries shows no diminution in amount, and 
remains of the same excellent quality.

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LOW-SERVICE ENGINEER’S REPORT. 


LOW-SERVICE PUMPING STATION, 
WeEsT RoxBury, Mass., Feb. 10, 1894. 


To the Brookline Water Board :— 


GENTLEMEN,—I have the honor to present the report of 
the Engineer for the year ending January 31, 1894. 

The amount of water pumped is 448,250,521 gallons, an 
increase of 49,000,000 gallons over last year. Owing to the 
increased speed of the pumps the pumping time is 855 hours 
less than last year. 


Pumping Engines. 

Engine No. 2 is in good order and has needed no repairs. 
Only the necessary repairs to keep it in good working condi- 
tion have been made on Engine No. 1. It needs a general 
overhauling and a new plunger and plunger-ring in the high- 
pressure water cylinder. Since the new main was connected 
the piston speed of the engine has been increased 25 per 
cent. By putting in a larger plunger and still further 
increasing the piston speed (which can be safely done), the 
engine can pump three million gallons in 24 hours, or 50 per 
cent more than its rated capacity. The estimated cost of 
these repairs is $275. The lagging of the engine also needs 
repairing. This can be done at a cost of $75. 


Boilers. 


The old boilers have been taken out. One of the new 
ones is in position and has been running for the past two 
weeks. The new boilers were built by the Bigelow Company 
of New Haven. They are each 18 feet in length by 60 
inches in diameter, and contain 84 3-inch tubes. A Smith 
feed-water heater is placed in the furnace and connected to 
the rear head of the boiler. The boilers are designed for a 
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working pressure of 165 lbs. per square inch. This pressure 
will be used only on the Allis engine, 50 lbs. being sufficient 
for the Worthington engines. 

The new six-inch main steam-pipe is completed, with the 
exception of a branch to the second boiler. The foundation 
for this boiler is being built. 

The new pumping engine is in position. It is expected 
that it will be ready for steam by the latter part of this 
month.

THIRTY-SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The past year has been saddened for all who are engaged 
in the management of the Public Library, and for a large 
number of those who are accustomed to make use of it, by 
the death of our faithful Librarian, Miss Mary A. Bean. 
During much of the year, as we now know, she was suffer- 
ing from an exceedingly painful illness, though she continued 
at her post of duty and gave no sign of physical distress. At 
the beginning of the vacation season she was obliged by the 
increase of this illness to relinquish her task, and she died 
Sept. 4th, 1893. 

For twenty-two years Miss Bean had given to her chosen 
work in this place her constant affection and care. The 
Library was her pride and her delight, and its fame and pros- 
perity were as dear to her as her own good name. During 
the larger part of her long term of service, it may be truly 
said that the library was, chiefly, what she made it. Her 
name will always have an honorable place in its history, and 
no small part of its present efficiency and usefulness is due 
to her painstaking effort on its behalf. The Trustees hope 
soon to place a good portrait of her well-remembered face 
upon the walls within which so much of her work was done. 
At a meeting of the board held Sept. 19th, 1893, the follow- 
ing expression of their grateful and affectionate regard was 
placed upon the records : 

Miss Mary A. Bean, the Librarian of the Brookline Public Library for 
twenty-two years, died on Monday, Sept. 4th, 1893. Suffering from a dis- 
tressing disease for many weeks previous, she nevertheless performed 
her duties with her characteristic devotion till within two months of her 
decease. At this first meeting since her death, the Trustees desire to 
place on record their deep appreciation of her faithfulness, her utter dis- 
regard of self when the interests of the Library were concerned, as 
shown in this instance, of her laboring on under very trying circumstan- 


ces, and her unfailing conscientiousness in furthering these interests. 
Always happy and winning in her manner, she deserved the confidence 
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of all the patrons of the Library, who realized continually, as time went 
on, her fitness for the place, by training, by education, by zeal, by tem- 
perament. She was never found wanting when the occasion arose, and 
her willingness to be a real helper, only equalled by her intelligence, was 
universally recognized. In her death the town loses a devoted and 
efficient officer, the Public Library a careful, painstaking and conscien- 
tious head. While thus making a minute of the sense of their loss, the 
Trustees would not be unmindful of the greater personal loss to her fam- 
ily, and would extend to them their heartfelt and cordial sympathy. 

For several months the first assistant, Miss Amelia A. 
Woods, acted as temporary librarian in an entirely satisfac- 
tory manner, and we cannot too strongly express our recog- 
nition of the value of the service thus rendered. 

It was the prevailing view among the trustees that at this 
time it would be well to secure, if possible, a librarian who 
should possess, beyond the technical skill which training in 
our own Library would supply, wide information of the most 
approved methods of library work. The Public Library is 
the most recent of our public institutions, and its manage- 
ment is a new art in which valuable discoveries and improve- 
ments are constantly being made. We therefore wished our 
Library to have the largest benefit of what has been gained 
by the experience of others. 

A notice of the vacancy was inserted in the Library Jour- 
nal, in response to which many applications were received 
from different parts of the country, some as distant as the 
Pacific coast. A considerable number of the applications 
came from librarians of established reputation, showing that 
the position was regarded with unusual interest. After care- 
ful consideration the Trustees made choice of Mr. Charles 
Knowles Bolton, then in charge of the catalogue department 
of the library of Harvard College. Mr. Bolton entered upon 
his work here Jan. 2d of the present year, and his first report 
to the Trustees is herewith presented. We call attention to 
the Librarian’s report, as indicating the progressive spirit by 
means of which we hope to maintain a continual advance in 
the usefulness of the institution under our charge. 

The most important change adopted for the benefit of the - 
public during the year is, undoubtedly, the erection of 
shelves outside the delivery desk, which are kept supplied 
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with books recently added to the library, to the number of 
about 400. Books belonging temporarily in this place are 
designated by a red star. Thus far we have only a highly 
favorable report to make upon this arrangement. It saves 
the assistants at the desk much labor in running to and fro 
for these books, which are most in demand, and the oppor- 
tunity to examine them freely is a privilege much appreciated 
by the public. 

We have furnished during the year a larger number of 
duplicate copies of the more popular books of the day. Of 
course it is often impossible to satisfy. the demand for these 
books without going beyond our means. But we wish to go 
as far in this direction as may be wise and right. At pres- 
ent our rule is not to exceed five duplicate numbers. 

The suggestion box continues to be a fruitful source of 
information as to the books which readers desire to have fur- 
nished them. The report of the Librarian presents some 
statistics which indicate its importance, though the statistics 
are incomplete. During the year to come a more careful 
record of the suggestions and of our action upon them will be 
kept, to be presented in our next report. 

In previous reports reference has been made to the need 
of a re-arrangement and re-classification of the library. 
This work was stopped last summer by the illness and death 
of Miss Bean. We have now given it to our new Librarian 
as the first special task to be accomplished, and he has entered 
upon it with zeal and intelligence. Many titles of books in 
the list of accessions published with this report, bear the new 
numbers which this re-arrangement gives them. Without 
noticeable inconvenience to the public, we hope to have this 
change completed in the near future. As soon thereafter as 
may be, it is our purpose to publish subject finding-lists 
which, we think, will prove of much advantage to the gen- 
eral reader in the choice of books. 

We are indebted to the estate of the late Hon. William 
Aspinwall for a gift of valuable foreign books. These in- 
clude dictionaries of many European languages and good 
editions of the best French works. 
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The statistics of the year show a steady gain in all depart- 
ments. Our total circulation, 85,694, marks an increase of 
2,687. This is not so large as the gain reported a year ago, 
which was 9,182; but that came after the use of the library 
had been for some time interfered with by interior changes 
of the building, the completion of which at once transformed 
a condition of much discomfort to one of great attractiveness. 
The figures this year indicate a normal and healthy growth 
which we confidently expect to maintain at an equal rate for 
years to come. 

There is now a total of 5,764 people, a net gain of 664, 
who hold borrower’s cards and draw books for home use. 
The greater part of our gain is in books delivered at the desk 
to these borrowers. If there were any way of recording the 
use of books in our Reference and Reading rooms, books 
which all visitors to the Library are free to consult without 
asking anyone’s consent, we could show a very great increase 
of our total circulation. But we are content to make a less 
ambitious showing in tabulated results for the sake of adding 
to the real usefulness of the Library. 

A gain of 773 in the ‘‘ hall use” of books, and of 675 in 
the books delivered to children in the children’s reading 
room are other items proving that the influence of the Libra- 
ry is gradually being extended throughout the community. 
For other information of interest, citizens are referred to the 
reports of the Treasurer and the Librarian hereto appended.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN, 


BROOKLINE, Feb. 1, 1894. 


To the Trustees of the Brookline Public Library :— 

GENTLEMEN,—My first annual report, for the year ending 
January 31, 1894, is herewith respectfully submitted. As my | 
connection with the Library dates from January 2, I cannot 
do more than compare the statistics for the last twelve months 
with those for former years, and note such impressions as 
have come to me during my month of service. 


Accessions. 
The catalogue of accessions for the year records 1469 
volumes and 832 pamphlets, besides gifts of maps, por- 
traits, etc.

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The total circulation for home use exceeds that for last 
year by 1,239, and for use in the Library by 1,448, or in all 
an increase in circulation of 2,687 over last year. The aver- 
age number of books circulated to each inhabitant (home 
use) was 4.52. 

The average daily circulation from the desk for home use 
was 218, and including the trustees’ account 223 ; the average 
for home and hall use was 236, and including books used in 
the children’s reading-room 280. The largest circulation in 
one day, December 2, was 412. Contraty to the usual 
library statistics, January instead of March had the largest 
circulation, exceeding March by 400 and the preceding 
January by 700. The opportunity to examine new books, 
and a desire on the part of the Library to furnish duplicate 
copies of popular books of the day, will tend to strengthen 
the increasing interest in the Library. 

The fact that the plan of delivering books to the schools 
is no longer novel, has tended to lessen the ratio of increase 
this year. The growth of the Reading- and Reference-room 
libraries also tends to check the increase in circulation, but 
the greater convenience and profit to the public from these 
collections would seem to more than justify their existence. 

This year 770 new cards have been issued to borrowers, 
making a total of 5,764 names now registered. The Library 
has sent 5,521 notices for books overdue, and collected 
$225.23 in fines, besides sending 169 notices prohibiting the 
return of books from houses where the Board of Health 
reported the existence of contagious diseases. 

The record of books bound and rebound is 195 and 383 
respectively. The number of books covered and labelled 
reaches 12,505, as compared with 7,080 last year. To carry 
on the work of re-arranging fiction without adding to the 
library staff a judicious decrease in the frequency of recover- 
ing books may be necessary. 


The Reading Room 
offers, through the 78 current periodicals there, an important 
source of recreation and instruction. As the work of the 
best living writers now appears in the great monthlies, the

whole field of current English literature is thus accessible to 
the public. To make the room more attractive and useful 
our duplicate sets of illustrated magazines might well be 
bound and given a place here, so that a large proportion of 
the best fiction, poetry, travel and essays of the last fifty 
years would be within the reach of all. A complete set of 
Harper's Magazine (86 volumes), which the library already 
possessed, has just been added. 


Reference Room. 

Here in the quiet of the forenoon as many books from the 
library as are needed can be brought together for study. 
With the present methods of original investigation and the 
encouragement of independent opinion in historical work, 
I should like to see students, old and young, so fill the room 
that it would soon become too small for our needs. For 
them as well as for general readers, lists of books and arti- 
cles on leading 

Events of the Day 
will be posted from time to time on the new bulletin board 
under the clock, near the delivery desk. The subjects 
already treated are: 


‘¢ Brazil and recent revolutions there (Mello’s revolt, 
1893-94 ; revolt against the Marshal da Fonseca, 1891; the 
constitution, 1890, text and criticism ; fall of the monarchy, 
1889; travel and geography, with notes) ;” ‘the Hawaiian 
islands;”  <‘* Metabele;” << Sicily;” ‘* Education and 
teaching.” 

Suggestions 

placed in the box at the right of the delivery desk come 
before the Library Committee every week. A record of 
each suggestion will be kept in the future, and a statistical 
report made at the end of the year. From the imperfect 
record kept last year, it has been found that about 160 sug- 
gestions came before the committee; of these 106 received 
favorable action. Twelve were for books of a religious 
nature recommended by the same person; they were not 
ordered because it was evident that they would appeal to a 
very limited number of readers. 
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The Catalogue 


should be simplified by subdivisions under the larger topics 
as the cards increase in number. Historical novels have not 
as yet been noted under the divisions of history in the card 
catalogue, but the Librarian will be glad to suggest titles of 
books on any period covered by the library. Our complete 
catalogue, together with finding-lists for special subjects (to 
be printed as soon as the re-arrangement of books on the 
shelves will permit) should make the Library as useful as 
many larger libraries that are not thus equipped. 


The Children’s Reading Room, 


under the superintendence of Mr. Orcutt, is open from 2 to 
6p.M. The record shows an attendance of 8,633 children 
and 13,703 books used. The room is warm and light, and 
proves an attractive place in winter. On January 16 there 
were present 102 children who looked at 160 books. 


Conclusion. 


The increase of books in the public libraries of the United 
States from twelve to over thirty millions in the last fifteen 
years, is sufficient evidence that the importance of the public 
library to a community is becoming more fully realized. 
This will mean on the part of libraries a development of 
better methods and a more intelligent understanding of the 
needs of their readers.

Teachers. 

The growth of the town during the past year has mani- 
fested itself in our public schools, by a considerable increase 
in the number of scholars in all grades, from the High 
School to the Primary and Kindergartens. The new school 
named in honor of Edward Devotion, the earliest benefactor 
of our town schools, was opened early in the year, when 
Miss Fanny A. Manson was appointed to the primary de- 
partment, and Miss Annie M. Wakefield assistant in the 
kindergarten. As soon as the classes could be arranged, 
and the school was fairly under way, the force of teachers in 
that school was increased by the appointment of Miss Isabel 

19 
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W. Robinson and Miss Grace R. Curtis in the primary ; 
Miss Harriet S. Jenks was placed in charge of the kinder- 
garten,—making an addition of five new teachers for that 
school. 

The large number of scholars in the entering class in 
the High School forced the board not only to obtain addi- 
tional accommodations in the Bethany Building, for the 236 
pupils with which we began the school year, but obliged us 
also to increase our corps of teachers inthat school. Mr. A. 
C. Fay was appointed an usher in the school, and Miss Maud 
Hartwell an assistant, having more especially in charge the 
pupils in the Bethany Building, but rendering also such 
assistance in the High School building as may be needed, 
when the classes assemble there, as they do twice a week in 
the morning for the lessons in music, and at such other 
times as are found convenient. Further reference to these 
matters will be made under the report of the Master of that 
school. Miss Irene Weir has been appointed instructor in 
drawing, and Miss Bessie V. Gaines instructor in Zodlogy, 
and other branches of Natural Science, formerly in charge of 
Miss Bertha N. Brown, who resigned to accept a position 
elsewhere at an advanced salary. The instruction in physi-: 
cal culture, formerly given to the girls in this school, by 
Miss Bessie F. Gordon, has been assigned to Miss Frost, 
temporarily ; when the new building for this school shall 
have been completed, it will be necessary again to employ a 
special instructor. 

With the close of the last school year in June, we regret- 
fully accepted the resignation of Miss Cushman, of the Law- 
rence School, who had for ten years discharged her duties in 
a most acceptable manner; she left us to accept a position 
in a private school at Chestnut Hill. At the same time the_ 
resignations were received of Miss Brigden, of the Lawrence 
School, who was about to be married; of Miss Patrick 
(already mentioned) ; of Miss Babcock, teacher of cooking ; 
of Miss Lena P. Joyce, substitute ; of Miss Alice Mayo, who 
had been in the kindergarten in the Union Building; and 
somewhat later, Miss Olive S. Day of the Lawrence School 
resigned. 
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In the Pierce School, Miss Camelia A. Howe, who had 
long been a teacher there, resigned, and Miss Addie Dodge 
was transferred to her class from the William H. Lincoln 
School. In the Longwood School Miss Charlotte M. Frost 
was given leave of absence except in cases when her assist- 
ance might be required as a substitute by the Superinten- 
dent, and Miss Annie B. Goodwin, who had been teaching at 
Manchester, N. H., was placed in charge of that school. 

To fill the vacancies made by the various resignations, 
Miss Susan M. Thacher was transferred from the William H. 
Lincoln to the Lawrence, and Miss Dawson from the Pierce 
to the same school; Miss Clara A. Emerson (from Brock- 
ton) was appointed to the vacancy in the Lincoln School, 
and Miss Hattie F. Paul (from Brockton) to the place tem- 
porarily filled by Miss Utley, in the Sewall School. To the 
vacancies in the William H. Lincoln School, Miss Georgia L. 
Martin and Miss Dorcas C. Higgins have been appointed ; Miss 
Georgiana A. Hutchinson was appointed to assist in the 
Pierce Primary ; Miss Helen M. Walker, as assistant teacher 
of cooking; Capt. R. W. Sutton, military instructor in the 
High School; and in accordance with the plan adopted last 
year, the services of Mr. Whitehouse have again been 
secured as instructor in physical exercises for a portion of 
the year. It is gratifying to know that the movement in 
this direction by our board has met the general approval, 
not only of our own citizens, but of the school authorities in 
our vicinity, who are now carrying out similar plans. 

At later meetings of the board it became necessary to 
make some further additions to our corps of teachers, and 
Miss Grace EK. Potter, assistant in the Union Building, Miss 
Hattie A. Moses and Miss IF’. A. Sanderson, general substi- 
tutes, Miss Edith C. Munroe, teacher of grade 3, Cabot 
School (in place of Miss Flint, resigned), Miss Anna F. 
Warren, for the same grade in the Sewall School and Miss 
Cora Bb. Cook in the same school, were appointed ; and Miss 
Dora T. Maine was transferred from the Sewall to the Law- 
rence, in place of Miss Dawson, granted leave of absence for 
the remainder of the year. 
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The assignments of the teachers, and other information 
concerning their classes, dates of appointment, etc., will be 
found in the table given on pages 325-27. 


High School. 

As the town has taken action during the year now closed, 
concerning the erection of a new building for this school, any 
extended reference to this subject may not be needed. The 
attention of our citizens has been called to the very gratifying 
increase in the number of pupils and the interest in the work 
of the school, in the last few years, by the statements made 
from time to time in our annual reports. During the clos- 
ing years of Mr. Hoar’s administration as Master of the 
school it became clear that additional accommodations were 
needed, and that the time was not distant when a new build- 
ing would be required. A new wing was added in 1884, and 
changes in the internal arrangements of some of the rooms 
were made, to accommodate an increased number of scholars, 
but at the opening of the following school year every seat in 
the addition was filled ; somewhat later the establishment of 
private schools and other reasons temporarily reduced the 
attendance, but the school soon regained its former numbers, 
and a further addition was found necessary in 1891. Again, 
on the opening of the school year 1891-92, we found every 
seat occupied ; and we have since been obliged to use some 
of the recitation rooms for seating the pupils. In September 
last, the number was so greatly increased that we were obliged 
to provide accommodations for nearly one hundred new 
scholars in the Bethany Building. It was evident that the 
erection of the new building could no longer be delayed. 

The purchase of a lot opposite the Playground having been 
determined by the vote of the town, measures were at once 
instituted to obtain plans for a school-house which should 
embrace the latest improvements in buildings of this charac- 
ter, which should contain the needed laboratories, lecture 
rooms, and other facilities for the work of the school, and 
which should also be a credit to the town. Many of our 
citizens took an active interest in these plans, and various 
communications were addressed to the board, which received 
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full and careful consideration. Much time was spent by 
various members in visiting other high schools in the vicinity 
of Boston, including those in Roxbury, Cambridge, Lynn, 
Worcester, and other places; these were carefully studied, 
that we might avail ourselves of any advantages which 
might be found in them. Suggestions, stating in a general 
way the main features which we desired to incorporate in 
the proposed building, were prepared and sent to all the 
architects residing in Brookline, and to one or two others, 
asking them to submit competitive plans; the detail of the 
internal arrangements was left for their consideration, and 
we invited further suggestions from them, on any points 
which in their experience might be thought to add to the 
utility of the school. 

An appropriation to meet the expenses of this competition 
was made by the town, as asked for by the board, and Pro- 
fessor Chandler, of the Institute of Technology, was invited 
to aid the committee as an expert, by his advice and opinion 
on the merits of the plans which might be presented. 
Several evenings were given by the board to the examination 
and study of the plans, nine in all, which were sent us. 
These were accompanied by full descriptions, and were 
signed with various mottoes and devices, so that the author- 
ship of no one of them was known to any member or to our 
adviser, until the decision was reached and the corresponding 
envelope opened, disclosing the name of the successful com- 
petitor. The decision reached by us was a unanimous one, and, 
on consulting with Professor Chandler, we found that our 
first choice was the same as his own. The general arrange- 
ments having thus been determined, some slight modifications 
were made, and the plans were then adopted by this board, 
for recommendation to the town. At the last town meeting 
the chairman of the board brought the subject of the new 
building before the citizens. He stated that the cost of the 
building would not exceed $200,000, and asked for an appro- 
priation of $50,000 to enable the committee to begin the 
work, which was granted by an unanimous vote. A special 
committee, consisting of the School Committee and the 
Selectmen, was then appointed to take charge of the erection 
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of the school-house, and, at their first meeting, Messrs. 
Wm. H. Lincoln, Wm. T. R. Marvin and M. Driscoll were 
elected on the part of this board, and Messrs. James and 
Hand, of the Selectmen, as a building committee. Messrs. 
Andrews, Jaques & Rantoul, the successful competitors, 
were appointed architects, and the plans which this board 
had recommended, with the slight modifications mentioned 
above, were adopted. 

A full report of the work of the school during the last 
year, and of the plans for increasing its usefulness by 
advanced courses of study, and by lectures and readings to 
be given by its teachers, in what is known as the ‘‘ High 
School Extension Courses,” open to all our citizens who may 
be interested, will be found in the report of the Master of the 
school, on a subsequent page. It is intended, when the 
facilities which will be provided by a suitable hall and lecture 
rooms in the new building shall become available, to make 
these courses a prominent feature in the work of the Brook- 
line High School. 

For further information on the work of our grammar and 
primary schools, we refer to the reports of the Superin- 
tendent and teachers, which follow. 


School Accommodations. 


Four rooms in the Edward Devotion building* are now 
occupied, and though the classes are small at present, there 
will doubtless be an increase another year. The number of 
pupils attending is larger than we expected for the first year. 

The board received a delegation of parents from the Long- 
wood school district who desired some improvements in the 
sanitary arrangements of that building. Other matters were 
discussed relating to the welfare of the school. It was also 
suggested that a new building in a more convenient location 
would be desirable. There are two rooms in the building, 
one of which is occupied by the kindergarten department, 
and one by the primary. During the summer vacation the 


***Tt appears from the records of the Treasurer of the Brookline School Fund, that in 
the year 1762, a legacy amounting to £739 4s. Od. was left to the town of Brookline by Mr. 
Edward Devotion, formerly an inhabitant of said town.” [Report of Special Committee, 
April, 1877.] The fund now stands on the town books at $5,000, and the school is named 
in his honor. The building stands on land formerly a part of his estate. 
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needed changes and repairs were made, and the house is now 
in good condition and furnishes sufficient accommodations 
for present needs. A location nearer Kent street would be 
more central, and some action on the part of the town with 
this end in view may be necessary in the future. 

The new Manual Training school-house on Boylston 
street is approaching completion and will be occupied in the 
fall. This will serve to relieve the Boylston Primary School 
by transferring the lowest grammar class from that school. 
It will also relieve the Lincoln school by receiving the gram- 
mar classes to be promoted from the Sewall and other 
schools. We expect to utilize two or three rooms in the 
new building in this way. It is hoped there may be a 
sufficient number of pupils graduating from the grammar 
schools who will desire to take advanced work in industrial 
education to form a special class for that purpose. If the 
growth of the High School is equal to our anticipations, we 
shall probably be obliged to provide accommodations for the 
entering class in this building at the opening of the next year 
and continue to make such use of it until the new school 
building is ready for occupancy. 

It is very fortunate the town adopted the final recommen- 
dation of the committee and provided for the construction of 
a building of greater size than at first contemplated. This 
building will afford most important facilities for our school 
work, not only in the matter of manual training, but by sup- 
plying class rooms for the overflow of other schools in the 
neighborhood. ‘The building is itself a great improvement 
and in harmony with the attractive Lincoln School adjoining, 
with which itis connected. 

During the past year the committee have considered 
several lots of land in the vicinity of Tappan street, near 
Beacon street, for school purposes, and two locations, at 
different meetings, were recommended to the town.# In 
compliance with a vote of the town, the board gave a pub- 
lic hearing upon the subject, and as a result, the first 
proposal in reference to the location was withdrawn and 
another lot recommended. The town declined to pur- 
chase the land, chiefly on account of the price asked, and a 
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vote was passed directing the committee to give another 
hearing, and there the matter rests at present. 

The first hearing developed the fact that the citizens who 
resided in the blocks of houses in that part of the town did 
not desire a school building in proximity to their residences, 
and claimed it would be a serious damage to their property. 
We have always considered it most desirable to locate a 
primary school building as near as possible to the homes of 
the children, but strong objections were raised to the lot 
which was proposed, and there did not appear to be any desire 
on the part of the citizens present to have any public school 
in that part of the town. Since then, several requests have 
been received for school accommodations, and no doubt the 
time is near at hand when a lot should be purchased, and a 
building erected for primary school purposes. It is the 
intention of the committee to give a hearing early in the 
spring. The lot should be of sufficient size to afford room 
for a grammar school building in the future.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 





To the School Committee of Brookline :— 


At the first teachers’ meeting, held in September, attention 
was called to the crowded condition of our curriculum and 
the necessity of studying the inter-relation of the subjects 
taught with a view to economy of time and greater excel- 
lence of results. The teachers have responded cordially to 
the suggestion, and while all have not reached the fullest 
application of the principle, enough has been accomplished 
to give to the work of the present year a fresh and distinct- 
ive character. 

A brief statement concerning the essence and aims of | 
co-ordination is therefore a proper topic for this report. 

In this attempt to improve teaching we have two principles 
to guide us. One is the psychological law of association, 
and the other is the natural affinity of knowledge. By the 
first we know that ‘‘ the more relations that are established 
among the items of knowledge, the greater will be the asso- 
ciation of ideas, and the more active and tenacious the 
memory ;” or, expressing it in another way, the more paths 
of connection in the brain there are for any idea the greater 
the opportunity for its revival by suggestion. 

Hence, if we are to take advantage of this law of the mind, 
we shall avoid teaching that which isunrelated. Single, iso- 
lated facts will, as far as possible, be excluded from the lessons 
we assign. We shall seek rather to weave a chain of association. 
The new will be linked to the old, the unknown to the known. 
Not only shall we take advantage of time, place, and circum- 
stance as means of association, but we shall employ those 
causal relations that run through all knowledge back and 
forth, binding it together like a woven fabric,— and here we 
have the second principle to which I have alluded, viz.: the 
natural relation or unity of all knowledge. Each so- 
called subject is not to be treated separately, but as part 
of a whole, and its relations to that whole are to be traced. 
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The history of nature and the history of man are written 
on the same page in parallel columns. Climate, soil, animal 
and vegetable life have ever been powerful factors in human 
history. Not one of the forces of Nature but has made its 
contribution to the web of what we call civilization. 
Thus it is that we have two ends in education,— first, to so 
treat the growing mind that it shall become organized to do 
efficient work; second, to pursue studies in such logical 
sequence and relation to each other as shall aid the memory 
in recalling what has been learned. 

The question which of these two ends is the most 
valuable has been well answered by Herbert Spencer in his 
essay on ‘‘ Progress — its law and cause: ” 

‘‘That progress in intelligence seen during the growth of the child 
into the man, or the savage into the philosopher, is commonly regarded 
as consisting in the greater number of facts known and laws understood ; 
whereas the actual progress consists in those internal modifications of 
which this increased knowledge is the expression.” 

Both these ends (organized knowledge and conscious 
power) will be gained by the close co-ordination of all studies. 
Distinct progress has been made already along these lines. 
The study of Nature and her forces has revealed something 
of the wonderful harmony and continuity of the creation, thus 
teaching the infinite wisdom of the Creator. Such terms as 
chemical action, gravitation, evaporation and condensation 
have been seen to be universal in their application, and to 
stand for forces that are ever active in the material world 
about us. ‘The life of the plant and the life of the animal 
have been found to be mutually dependent upon each other. 
The vital processes of both animals and plants have been seen 
to obey the laws of both chemistry and physics. Inthe same 
way the science studies explain to the child’s mind the mys- 
teries of physical geography, and help him to think out the 
problems of winds, ocean currents, climate, storms, etc. 

Good results have been reached in connecting History and 
Geography. Small interest attaches to any stretch of 
country until, by the aid of history, we know what humanity 
has accomplished there. Then the special study of Ameri- 
can History, which it is proper for all our youth to make, is 
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enriched, and its lessons are enforced by association with 
cotemporary literature. In three of Longfellow’s poems, 
‘¢The courtship of Miles Standish,” ‘‘ Evangeline,” and 
‘* Hiawatha,” are found fine illustrations of History and 
Literature, blended in such a way that the mind of the child 
never loses the lessons of truth and of beauty they each have 
to teach. 

Thus it is that Science, Geography, History, Literature 
and Art are all capable of being studied in their aflinities. 
Doing this, we get rid of the fear that too many subjects are 
taught in the schools. Each study presents side views of 
other studies and thus the mind is kept alert and active, a 
thing most to be desired. 

Whatever pertains to expression, as Drawing and Lan- 
guage, is to be acquired in pursuing the culture studies. 
‘¢ Practice makes perfect,” whether it be reading, writing, 
spelling or punctuation. When the materials of thought are 
so plentiful, there need be little fear that those who are sent 
regularly to school will not be able both to interpret and to 
express thought. 


Attention to the Individual Child. 

There has long been manifest a reaction in the minds of 
thinking people, from the extreme application of the theory 
of the graded system. To deal with children en masse, in 
respect to their bodily, mental and spiritual culture, has long 
seemed unscientific, not to say cruel. Free education uni- 
versally applied in a rapidly growing country compelled the 
state to provide for the schooling of large numbers of chil- 
dren. The graded system probably has been, and is today, 
the most feasible and economical device for securing to all 
such training as will prepare them for good citizenship ; but 
whenever anyone has examined closely and thoroughly the 
system in its rigid application and has considered its logi- 
cal effects upon the individual child, he has been oppressed 
with doubt. Many a parent has visited the modern gram- 
mar school, seen his child keeping step with the moderate 
intellectual pace found necessary to accommodate fifty or 
more children, and has recalled the little red school-house 
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in the country, where, years ago, not more than twelve to 
twenty boys and girls assembled for a few weeks in the year 
to battle with the three R’s according as natural force and 
aptitude enabled them to do so. The child of today who 
possesses brilliant talents finds school distasteful because he 
has so little to do. If he is naturally slow he becomes dis- 
couraged because he is recognized as the laggard of his 
class. Again, he may be strong and vigorous and able to 
endure the humdrum of school, its bad air and its long 
hours, or he may be of nervous temperament and physically 
unequal to the strain. In any case, the parent has a vague 
feeling that something is wrong. The graded school con- 
ducted as it has been, and in many cases now is, upon a 
schedule which makes examinations upon matters of fact a 
prime element, gives little attention to the great variation in 
physical and mental ability found in any fifty children. 
The backward child in ninety-nine cases out of a hundred 
is innocent of fault. He may be congenitally weak ; unkind 
treatment at home may have crushed his spirit; he may re- 
ceive insufficient nutrition. In any case, he deserves indi- 
vidual attention. He needs the kindly hand and the touch 
of sympathy to kindle his courage and help him onward. 

To a good degree our teachers know their pupils as indi- 
viduals and treat them as such. Parents find that physi- 
cal incapacity and mental backwardness are recognized and 
treated, not as sins but as facts to be duly weighed and con- 
sidered. It must be admitted that there is a difference in 
this respect, and our best teachers sometimes lapse in their 
judgment to an extent that is surprising; but the trend is 
in the right direction. It would seem, moreover, that the 
time has come for a more earnest endeavor toward such a 
careful study of the child as shall result in a clearer under- 
standing of his temperament, capacity and limitations, and 
a more penetrating insight into his educational needs, his 
moral defects, and the proper remedies to be applied. Such 
careful study at first must be given to one or two only. Ex- 
perience in studying a few will give ability to read others. 
How much more professional will be a teacher’s spirit when 
she looks at the individual child as a physician looks at 
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his patient, seeking to diagnose his case and prescribe the 
proper treatment. In all institutions where physical culture 
is scientifically managed, each individual student is weighed, 
measured and examined, and then is put under such a course 
of exercise as shall correct his weaknesses and afford him the 
best development. ) 

How much more essential that intellectual and moral train- 
ing should be given upon the same plan. No one can rea- 
sonably object to the theory. Tocarry it fully out, however, 
will be a matter of considerable difficulty. Among the 
obstacles in the way of such a scheme, are the traditional 
ideas of what a school is, the demands that come from the 
higher institutions for large acquisitions in respect to quality 
and quantity of work, and the great numbers with which our 
teachers have to deal. ‘There is one bright side of the sub- 
ject to which I must briefly allude: The little children 
growing up in this community now, enter their school life 
through the bright and kindly portals of the Kindergarten. 
Here, at least, the individuality of the child has free course. 
In short, this is what distinguishes the kindergarten of 
Froebel from all other schools. It is what makes it so diffi- 
cult to connect it with the work of the grades above. The 
child’s free self-activity is directed into useful channels. His 
love of play is utilized. His life flows along natural cur- 
rents. No time is wasted because he is ever happy and 
active. He learns to do right because it is pleasanter and 
gives more pleasure to others. Life in the Kindergarten 
trains to social duties and obligations, but the rights of the 
- individual are never overlooked. 

With this foundation for the school training should we not 
seek to secure for the individual child in all grades discrimi- 
nating attention and sympathetic treatment. As during the 
past year we have tried to co-ordinate our work for purposes 
of economy and efficiency, so during the year to come I shall 
ask our teachers to focus their attention upon certain cases, 
studying them as types, and learning -from them something 
of true child-nature and its needs. We shall not have the 
perfect school until in every school-room we have both class 
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work and individual work. In addition to what is prescribed 
for the average pupil there should be in every subject sup- 
plementary work to which the more talented may apply 
themselves. There may be extra problems in arithmetic, 
extra topics in history, geography, etc. Our aim should be 
to afford every child opportunity to progress according to 
his ability and to pass from class to class as his attainments 
will permit. 


The Home and the School. 


The time has passed when teachers were regarded as the 
natural enemies of children and of parents. Gradually it 
has been seen that the welfare of the child is best secured 
where teachers and parents understand each other and work 
together for the best good of the child. The parents have 
been found uniformly courteous and considerate, and when- 
ever teachers have consulted them about their children they 
have found a cheerful response. 

A circular has recently been addressed to each parent ask- 
ing for active co-operation respecting regular and punctual 
attendance, faithful attention to home lessons, and the avoid- 
ance of outside engagements that interfere with school 
duties. These matters are regarded as vital at the pres- 
ent time by all our teachers. It has been observed that 
children whose homes are well-to-do, and are provided with 
every comfort needed to assure health, are the most irregular. 
They are apparently permitted to absent themselves for the 
most trivial reasons. Do their parents realize that in such 
cases they are doing harm to the school, and are neutraliz- 
ing its influence upon the child as respects the building of 
character? Such must be the case. The influence of indif- 
ferentism is contagious. Considering individual cases, the 
boy who is permitted to remain at home because the ground » 
is white with snow, or the wind blows, or the air is damp, 
is in danger of being a good-for-nothing as a student and a 
failure asa man. With concerted effort there is hope that 
an improvement may be made in this respect. 
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‘Teachers. 

The teachers’ meeting has been, and will ever continue to 
be, one of the most potent means of school improvement. 
During the past year general meetings of all the teachers 
have been held monthly or oftener, at which educational top- 
ics that are of universal application have been discussed. 
Grade meetings for the study of Science, Arithmetic, and 
Geography have occurred almost weekly. 

The Superintendent has often met the teachers of a given 
school for conference on matters of purely local importance. 

The Head Master of the High School holds weekly meet- 
ings with his teachers and has thus secured a singular unity 
of spirit and plan. The principals of grammar schools have 
met with their teachers frequently for the consideration of 
matters of common interest. A series of meetings of the 
kindergartners and primary teachers has been begun which 
it is expected will be of much value. 

New teachers who enter our ranks are found unprepared 
at once to do the broader work that is attempted here. It 
takes several years for the new teacher to make herself equal 
to those who have become thoroughly familiar with the means 
and methods that are most economical and best. We have 
generally been fortunate in securing those who were apt to 
learn and who have found pleasure in the hard work required. 

A selected library of books on the history, science and art 
of teaching have been collected at the office, upon which the 
teachers are able to draw. The interest which teachers 
evince in professional study of this kind, is one measure of 
their worth. From all that can be learned, the teachers of 
Massachusetts are relatively backward in their acquaintance 
with pedagogical literature. Whether this is due to the inert- 
ness of the normal schools or to a self-satisfied condition of 
the average educational mind, I am unable to say. 


The High School. 

The prospects for the High School could not well be 
brighter. In spite of all the objections incidental to its 
inadequate accommodations the numbers have greatly in- 
creased and public confidence in its management has 
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strengthened. The school has indulged in no idle waiting 
for prosperous breezes, but, by skillful planning and resolute 
effort, every sail has been set ready to catch the breezes 
when they might freshen. Already a climatic change is 
manifest. | 

The citizens of the town with unprecedented unanimity 
have voted a sum of money sufficient to erect an edifice more 
complete, perhaps, in all its appointments, than any in this 
region. 

The public playground will furnish ample opportunity to 
the boys for manly sports, while a tract in the rear of the 
building will afford similar advantages to the girls. Close 
proximity to the Brookline Hills station will enable students 
to reach the school readily from the extreme limits of the 
town, or from other towns. The proper development of the 
several departments on the lines contemplated will result in 
an institution possessing an interest far more than local. 
The report of the Head Master will inform you of the inner 
life of the school. 


Manual Training School. 


As the new building on Boylston street approaches com- 
pletion it is necessary to consider what work shall be organ- 
ized there. It will readily appear desirable to find room for 
the lower grammar classes, so that pupils now at the Sewall 
School, above the fourth grade may have the advantages of 
manual training. It is assumed, also, that such boys and 
girls as desire to enter upon a more practical course of study 
than is offered by the High School will be received next 
autumn. The course of study will naturally be equally 
divided between literary studies, like history, literature, 
science and mathematics, and shop-work for the boys, while 
the girls pursue advanced work in domestic economy, includ- 
ing food values, dietaries and care of the sick, art needle- 
work, house decoration, etc. The success of this scheme 
will require the employment of at least one strong and ver- 
satile teacher. It will also involve fitting up the laboratories 
and furnishing such rooms as are to be used.

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Summary. 

The kindergartens are, without exception, doing a noble 
work for the little children. One year in the kinder- 
garten at the age of four is doubtless of more value than a 
a year in the best university in the land at the age of twenty. 

Miss Harriet S. Jenks, principal of the Edward Devotion 
School, has rendered invaluable service in training the pri- 
mary teachers in some of the songs and games used in the 
kindergarten. 

Instruction in sewing is now continuous from the Kinder- 
garten to the High School. The volume prepared by our 
head teacher of this branch, Miss S. C. Johnson, entitled 
*¢ Progressive Lessons in Needle-work,” reflects credit upon 
its author and upon her work. 

Manual training has greatly prospered under the direc- 
tion of Mr. F. W. Kimball. The opening of a small shop 
at the Parsons School in which boys of the third and fourth 
grades receive instruction, and the equipment of several 
fourth-grade rooms with tools and materials for work at the 
desk, are among the things accomplished the past year. 
With the advice and assistance of Professor Runkle, a new 
course of instruction has been outlined, which is arranged 
as follows: fourth grade, preparatory work in two dimen- 
sions; fifth year, models based upon the Sloyd; sixth year, 
the elements of joinery; seventh, wood carving and con- 
structive work ; eighth, wood turning; ninth, pattern mak- 
ing and foundry work. 

Miss Irene Weir, who gives instruction in Drawing and 
Art in the High School, has also taken general charge of this 
work in the lower grades. By meeting the teachers from 
time to time she has been enabled to arouse a new inter- 
est in Drawing in its various applications to school work. 
Before the close of the year it is proposed to arrange an 
exhibit of some of the pupils’ work. 

The exhibit made by the Brookline schools at Chicago was 
awarded two medals,—one for high-school work and the 
other for grammar-school work. The material exhibited was 
hastily gathered under some disadvantages, which makes the 
result all the more gratifying. 
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A report of the Committee on Secondary School Studies, 
appointed at the meeting of the National Association, has 
recently been made. Dr. Harris, the United States Com- 
missioner, considers it the most important educational 
document ever published in this country. President Eliot 
was chairman of the committee and ninety persons eminent 
in the educational field were upon the sub-committees 
appointed to prepare courses in the various subjects. How- 
ever people may differ respecting the questions discussed in 
these conferences, or may dissent from the conclusion 
reached, it is nevertheless of great interest to know the cur- 
rent opinion entertained with unanimity by many representa- 
tive educators. Some of these conclusions justify what has 
been attempted here, viz.: the curtailing and simplifying of 
Arithmetic, the introduction of one modern language into the 
grammar schools, the teaching of natural facts and phe- 
nomena throughout the grades, the broadening of Geogra- 
phy to include physical, political, mathematical, ethnologi- 
cal and social facts, and the continuous reading of standard 
literature in the grammar grades. One recommendation that 
is strongly urged is worthy your consideration, viz.: that 
concrete Geometry be studied in the upper grammar grades. 
When the improved course in Arithmetic is well established 
it will be feasible to add Geometry to the last two years. 

Two courses of study have been issued the past year; one 
in Domestic Economy and another in Physiology and Health. 
Others upon Manual Training, Language and Science are in 
preparation. 

Works of art have been placed in all the rooms of the 
Lawrence School. The ladies who have so successfully 
accomplished this task have fairly earned the gratitude 
of the committee and of all present and future patrons 
of the school. 

I cannot close this report without acknowledging the loyalty 
and helpfulness of the teachers. 

For your unfailing kindness and support I am deeply 
grateful.

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REPORT OF THE MASTER OF HIGH SCHOOL. 


Mr. S. T. Durton, 
Superintendent of Schools: 


In view of our prospects, it is perhaps ungracious to dwell 
upon the great embarrassment we have experienced in accom- 
modating so large a school in our present quarters. While 
the use of the Bethany Building for the entering class has 
been doubtless the best solution of the perplexing problem 
confronting us, it has occasioned the management no little 
trouble to adjust a programme which would provide for 
classes reciting sometimes in one building, sometimes in 
another, without loss of time to teacher and pupil. Twicea 
week the singing lesson brings two hundred and twenty 
pupils into a room adapted to not more than half that num- 
ber, necessitating the removal of desks and chairs before 
and after the exercise. Never before has it been necessary 
to divide and subdivide classes into so many groups for 
recitation purposes; and the congested halls and crowded 
class rooms have demanded constant attention. All these 
have been very real difficulties, requiring for their proper 
adjustment an amount of time that has seriously interfered 
with the inspection of classes and the consideration of indi- 
vidual pupils, both of which are among the chief of the many 
duties devolving upon the principal of a school. 

If the school is to educate, the endivzdual must be respected ; 
his special needs must be studied and met. Parents must be 
interviewed and all possible knowledge of the peculiarities 
of the child, intellectual, physical or temperamental, must be 
sought and applied. That this is not more frequently done, 
is because there is no one connected with the school suffi- 
ciently relieved from recitation, clerical, or administrative 
work, to do it. 

The danger of large schools is, that mass treatment sup- 
plants this regard for the individual; and though we rejoice

at the present rapid growth of our High School, special pains 
must be taken that neither instruction nor discipline becomes 
less discriminating than it has been in the past. 


Teachers. 

Four new teachers, Mr. Fay, Miss Hartwell, Miss Weir, 
and Miss Gaines, were engaged for the present school year. 
Of these, two take the place of teachers who resigned last 
year, and Miss Gaines teaches but one subject, so that in 
reality there is but one additional teacher who gives her full 
time to the school. 

It is worthy of notice that the teaching force of the school 
is not relatively as large as it was two years ago. At that 
time there was one teacher to every nineteen pupils; now 
there is but one for every twenty-six pupils. Whatever 
may be the unit of maximum efliciency in the lower schools, 
in the High School, where natural sciences (requiring labor- 
atory instruction) and the languages constitute so large a part 
of the work, the number of pupils per teacher should never 
exceed twenty-five. 

Departments. 

The time has come for a reorganization of the teaching 
force into departments. At present we have but two teachers 
besides the special teachers in drawing, music, and military 
drill, who devote themselves exclusively to a single subject. 
Extreme or narrow specialization is to be avoided, but a 
more rational division of labor, grouping classes in the same 
or kindred subjects and leading to concentrated effort in one 
or two definite directions, would greatly strengthen the 
teachers in their work. 

The first three classes should, so far as it is practicable, 
recite to department teachers; but for the entering class, to 
avoid a too abrupt transition from the grammar-school 
method, a different arrangement is desirable. In several 
subjects, French and Science, for instance, the pupils of this 
class should recite to special teachers, and in all other sub- 
jects to one or more class teachers, who should sustain the 
same relation to them as did the teacher of the grammar 
school from which they came. 
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Change of Studies. 

Owing to the inadequacy of the teaching force the time 
devoted to senior chemistry has this year been reduced from 
120 to 60 recitations. 

In accordance with the suggestion made in my report a 
year ago, modern history “a been introduced for those 
members of the first and second classes who are not prepar- 
ing for college. The period under consideration is the 
present century. Miss Frye conducts the class very much 
as she would a literary club. Photographs and books of 
reference are consulted, papers are written upon special 
topics, and the freest use of the Public Library is encouraged. 

As wide-reaching a change as any has been the use of note 
books in connection with all subjects. Whether a boy goes 
to college, where the lecture and laboratory system of in- 
struction prevails almost exclusively, or whether he enters 
business, the logical arrangement of his thought and the 
ability to lay hold of the salient points of an address or 
essay, cultivated by systematic note-taking, will be of in- 
estimable value to him. 

The strength of our departments in modern languages is 
attested by the increasing number of special students seeking 
to enter the German and French classes. The weekly read- 
ings from French literature given by Mlle. Gerlach to the 
senior class and to a limited number of adults were very 
popular. The Art classes are also proving a great attraction 
to special students.

School and Library. 

Gratifying progress is being made in more perfectly cor- 
relating the two great agencies of popular education, the 
school and the public library. A teacher’s success is largely 
measured by the avidity with which her scholars resort to 
supplementary books of reference. 

Still more gratifying is it to find that the teacher’s influ- 
ence has determined the reading of an idle hour. One of 
the English teachers has prepared the following report upon 


Home Reading. 


In these days English is recognized as a modern language which no 
well-ordered school omits from its curriculum. In fact, the desire to 
excel in ‘‘English” is so deeply rooted in the minds of the students that 
they not only clamor for daily themes, but start forth, like Don Quixote, 
in search of adventures, that they may embody their experiences in the 
once dreaded composition. The reading of the best authors also enters 
into this scheme of study, and periods of poets and schools of thought 
find earnest young minds eager to interpret the thought and emotion of 
the past. All this is cheering, and we can only rejoice that no longer is it | 
necessary to make ‘‘A Plea for English in our Schools.” 

But sometimes this question comes to us: ‘‘What do these boys and 
girls read that is not ‘required’?” More questions follow: ‘‘Have these 
young folks tastes which the school has had no part in forming ?” ‘Do 
they read the old familiar favorites, or have new prophets arisen in the 
land ?” In order to find the truth of the matter, the pupils in the Brook- 
line High School were asked to write the names of the last four books 
that they had read. The titles were written upon slips of paper, which 
were collected at ounce. 

In attempting to classify and arrange these lists the writer has had 
real delight, for, in the first place, the answers were varied and ingen- 
uous. Then it was found that the boys and girls of today are reading 
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with pleasure some of the books which their grandfathers and grand- | 
mothers enjoyed; that is, they are reading something beyond the ‘‘book 
of the hour.” 

' But let the lists tell their own tale. The division was made under the 
following heads: I. Science and Art; II. Books relating to Athletics; 
III. Poetry; IV. The Drama; V. The Essay; VI. History and Biography ; 
VII. The Story, which was sub-divided into the historical romance and 
the novel. 

Under Division I. (Science and Art) we find that, of six different works 
cited, four relate to electricity and two to boat-building. Under II. 
(Athletics) three books are found, all of which are on the subject of 
football. It need hardly be added that in every case mentioned the reader 
was a boy. 

List III. (Poetry) is most significant in its revelation. The modern 
young reader, boy or girl, does not peruse poetry out of the class-room. 
Without doubt, poetry is a duty and a privilege; but it is the resource 
of the few, not the joy of the many. The following list gives the names 
of all the given works: Part of the Iliad; some of the poems of Adelaide 
Procter, of Shelley, of Edwin Arnold, of Whittier and.of Holmes; Hia- 
watha; Evangeline; Lays of Ancient Rome; Tennyson’s May Queen; 
Angelo, by Stuart Sterne; and Lalla Rookh. It should perhaps be stated 
that, as the pupils were asked to name the books they had read, they 
very naturally considered that poems were not desired. 

The dramas are five in number: Romeo and Juliet, Merchant of Ven- 
ice, Henry VIII., Macbeth, and Giles Corey. The list of essays can also 
be given as a whole, and we find a variety both in style and in subject. 
The titles are: Dream-Life, by Ik Marvel; Excursions in Art and Let- 
ters, by W. W. Story; An Edinburgh Eleven, by Barrie; the Sir Roger de 
Coverley Papers, by Addison; Irving’s Sketch Book, and a series of essays 
on the Standard Symphonies. 

Many of the works which were given under Division VI. (History 
and Biography) have been read in connection with a school course in 
Ancient History, so will not be mentioned here. Among the biographies 
we find those of Beethoven, Patrick Henry, George Washington, John 
Adams, Gouverneur Morris, James Parton and Louisa M. Alcott. ‘‘Girls 
who have Become Famous” has three girl readers. In this list may 
properly be placed the Letters of Mme. de Sévigné and the Letters of 
James Russell Lowell. 

Under Division VII. (The Story) classification becomes difficult, and 
wonder gives way to weariness when it is found by actual count that 
two hundred and forty-four different titles demand consideration. At 
first it seemed as if Sir Walter Scott was to lead the list, for he was 
represented by twelve romances and thirty-three readers; but the fourth 
class turned the tide, and Henty proved to be the favorite, leading off 
with nineteen works and forty readers. In fact, the sum and substance 
of one boy’s communication was ‘‘Four “Henty books,” titles evidently 
needless and nameless. All the above-mentioned works come under 
the head of historical romance. This fact goes to prove that, although 
the youthful reader of fiction demands either a basis or a background of 
truth, it is not realism, but romance, that he most desires. Mr. Howells, 
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that master of realism, has but two readers and one book, April Hopes 
(the title is most attractive). Mr. Hardy, the great English realist, finds 
no readers in the school. 

The authors who, after Scott and Henty, have the largest following 
are: Blackmore, Marion Crawford, Dumas, Cooper, Conan Doyle, Georg 
Ebers, Charles Dickens, George Eliot, Charles Kingsley and Bulwer-Lyt- 
ton. It is not possible to give all the facts which these lists have made 
clear; but surely it is a pleasant task to record the names of the follow- 
ing works, favorites that have survived the ‘‘whirligig of time’: Rasse- 
las, Vicar of Wakefield, Children of the Abbey, Thaddeus of Warsaw, 
Wilson’s ‘‘ Tales of the Borders,” and the Scottish Chiefs. 

In ‘‘Sesame and Lilies,’ Ruskin tells us that ‘‘ All books are divisible 
into two classes, the books of the hour, and the books of all time,” and 
of the former class writes, ‘‘ We ought to be entirely thankful for them, 
and entirely ashamed of ourselves if we make no good use of them. But 
we make the worst possible use, if we allow them to usurp the place of 
true books; for strictly speaking, they are not books at all, but merely 

‘letters or newspapers in good print.” 

What then is the conclusion of the whole matter as far as our own 
school is concerned? Do our pupils choose the true books? Are they 
making the right use of ‘‘ the books of the hour?” Who can tell? For 
who knows if Scott and Dickens, George Eliot and Tennyson are writers 
for all time? Still, on the whole, the outlook is not discouraging but 
hopeful; for, even if some of these children are pursuing shadows, the 
greater number, those highest in the school, show that they can grasp the 
true and the beautiful and hold to that which is steadfast and excellent 
in the world of books. 


Physical Training. 

The Swedish gymnastics provided for the girls and con- 
ducted this year by two of our regular teachers, Miss Frost 
and Miss Hartwell, are steadily gaining in favor. 

Under the efficient direction of the new military instructor, 
Capt. R. W. Sutton, the boys’ battalion is drilling with 
genuine enthusiasm and marked military precision. For 
several years past, the cadets have accepted the invitation 
of the Chandler Post,G. A. R., to perform escort duty on 
Memorial Day, and it is hoped that this simple act of cour- 
tesy to the living and respect for the dead, a most impressive 
lesson in patriotism to our boys, may grow to be the leading 
military event of the school year. 

In the interest of a still more varied and discriminating 
physical development, gymnastics are for two months sub- 
stituted for the military drill; and the boys in the entering 
class before participating in them have been subjected toa 
thorough physical examination. The good that comes from 
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the active interest of a large contingent of the school in 
athletics,— fully 65 per cent of the boys,— easily outweighs 
any evils resulting therefrom. Despite all this, we still fall far 
short of giving our boysand girls a physical development which 
is at all commensurate with the mental training that every 
school aims at. The most casual observer would criticise 
faults in standing, sitting and walking, while the lack of 
muscular symmetry, the lack of grace resulting from imper- 
fect ‘‘motor coérdination”—in short, the failure to discipline 
the will, and train nerve and muscle into ready responsive- 
ness, making the body the ‘‘vehicle of the soul,” are easily 
noticeable. 

Statistics recently collected in Boston go to prove that the 
period between 11 and 16 for boys, and 9 and 14 for girls, 
is at once the time of greatest resistance to disease, of great- 
est bodily upbuilding and of greatest susceptibility to mus- 
cular, organic, and general structural development and im- 
provement. In other words, the secondary school age rep- 
resents the golden opportunity for structural improvement. 
Neglected, no subsequent attention can accomplish so much 
with so little effort. Asin the development of faculty, there 
come times and seasons which must be taken advantage of, 
if we are to be truly economical, so in the development of 
frame and muscle and organ, there are times when the poten- 
tiality of structure is most easily realized. 

After this growing period which comes from one and one- 
half to two years earlier for the girls, there follows, we are 
told, a period of exhaustion. This comes when both sexes 
are confronted by the severest ordeal of their school lives— 
the college examination. With the higher education of 
young women, has come a consequent strain, especially in 
the preparatory school, which their brothers, living freer 
lives and given to outdoor exercise, never experience. ‘‘It 
is not the weight of the burdens imposed here that causes 
our girls to break down,” remarked a college instructor of 
extended experience, ‘‘it is the fagged-out condition in 
which they come to us from the preparatory school.” 

It is impossible with present knowledge and present 
equipment to make as radical a reform as seems desirable,

and yet so convinced am I of the great importance of the 
interests involved that I have begun to study the problem, 
collecting data from the leading colleges and secondary 
schools, (public, private and endowed, ) with the hope that I 
may have something of value to suggest in a subsequent 
report. With the new building, where gymnasiums, lockers, 
bathing facilities and playgrounds will be provided for both 
girls and boys, much may be hoped for that is wholly im- 
practicable under present conditions. 

The teacher of Art, Miss Weir, makes the following report : 


It would hardly be wise at this time to lay down with definiteness a 
plan of Art study to cover a four years’ high-school course, nor would 
it be possible to adhere to such a plan if one were made. 

The study of Art is necessarily governed by varying conditions, and 
until we have learned to know quite fully all the departments of the 
school into which one subject must largely enter, and until we know the 
individual character of the girls and boys who make up the school, our 
plans must be simply flexible, generous, and fundamentally sound. 

One thing can be stated positively : 

The subject must be treated in the broadest possible way, adapting it- 
self to the needs of the individual, touching him on a side and in such a 
way as to reach the finest part of his nature, in order to call forth a 
living response in his quickened power of seeing and feeling the beauty 
of the common things about him, with some degree of ability to express 
what he feels. 

The result necessarily differs according to the individual, and there- 
fore it would be as impossible to find a pair of glasses adapted to two 
hundred eyes, as to make one plan of study applicable to as many students. 

We have begun to develop our work in three main lines. First, to train the 
eye to keen seeing and correct representation of the things seen; second, 
to give through lectures, study of casts and photographs, visits to muse- 
ums and art schools, a general idea of the history of art and its place 
and importance among early nations, and to inspire an appreciation and 
love for the finest creations of human genius; and third, to help the in- 
dividual to express, in whatever medium is best suited to the purpose, 
the life and nature surrounding him, and his ideas and ideals. 

By drawing the rectangular solids and objects based upon them, the 
pupil is led on, step by step, until he gains the power to represent, with 
a fair degree of accuracy, the common things about him: chairs, tables, 
halls, interiors, houses, streets. This leads directly to out-of-door 
sketching, which with drawing and color work in connection with botany, 
fills the last part of the year. Thus his senses are opened, his interest 
aroused, his heart touched, and his hand led to respond simply and 
naturally to his impressions. 

The history of Art has been one of the most interesting sides of 
our work. The students fill their books with notes and drawings, from 
photographs, casts and blackboard illustrations, examples of the different 
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periods of art. They have several times visited the Boston Museum of 
Fine Arts, they have been to the Peabody Museum of Harvard College, 
to see the Assyrian collection, and before the year is ended we hope they 
will have laid not only a tolerably sure foundation of fact, but 
also a real love for good works of art, which will be an inspiration for all 
future time. But for all this we need a full equipment of books, casts 
and photographs. Familiarity with beautiful things can only be obtained 
by constantly living with them, and our school should be furnished with 
the best examples of art that money can supply. The home for its little 
family creates the standard of allthat is fine and ennobling. Why should 
not the school for its larger family? 

The last division of our work is still largely experimental. We are 
feeling our way in color, and pen and ink drawing. We are sketching 
from the windows: houses, trees, streets, spires, any thing we see that 
is interesting and suggestive. Above all we want our students to go out 
from the school with their eyes open to the beauty of the world of 
nature, to find charm in the play of sunshine and shadow, on tree, hill 
and river, and to know the keen joy which comes from sensitiveness to 
the impressions of the beautiful and pure things about them. If we have 
inspired this, our work is not in vain. 


High-School Eatension. 


The extension movement projected last year has been 
continued with some amplification. Besides Miss Johnson’s 
lessons in English Literature, supplementary courses in 
Electricity, French Literature, and French Art are presented 
by Mr. Packard, Mlle. Gerlach and Miss Weir. 

The large classes and sustained interest fully justify this 
effort to extend the influence of the High School. Still fur- 
ther justification is found in the community of interest it 
promotes in the home. Not infrequently several members 
of the same family, parents as well as children, are reading 
the same books and pursuing the same course of study. 
And again, it is to be commended for its excellent reflex 
action upon the school itself. A teacher cannot meet the 
wants of an adult class by preparing lessons or lectures for 
an extension course, without gaining immeasurably in the 
grasp and comprehension of his subject. He is storing up 
intellectual capital. And I may say, in this connection, that 
the willingness of our teachers to undertake this additional 
work without extra compensation is a striking proof of their 
enthusiasm and disinterestedness. The best results of this 
experiment, however, will only be realized when provision 
is made for supplementary lectures by college and university 
specialists upon the subjects which have been studied in the 
extension classes.

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REPORT OF THE MUSIC TEACHER, 


Mr. 8. T. Durtron, 
Superintendent of Schools : | 

I am again able to report progress in the various depart- 
ments of the study of Music, namely, primary schools, 
grammar schools, and the High School. Some three years 
since, I was directed to select an assistant to do the work in 
the primary schools and the lower grades. of the grammar 
schools, and after careful consideration, Miss Ella F. Story 
was chosen for the position which she has since held. Sev- 
eral times since then I have visited the schools which up to 
the time of her term of services had been a part of my own 
field of labor, and in every instance I found them in ex- 
cellent condition. They comprise all the primary, and the 
first two grades in the grammar schools. The remaining 
grades are still under my own charge, and the same amount 
of care has been bestowed upon them, and the same number 
of lessons given as before. 

The system which is used in the lower grades is continued 
through the seventh year of the school, and at this point 
proficiency is found in reading music at sight, as has several 
times been demonstrated by the exhibitions which have been 
given. I can assert that in all cases where the conditions 
for success in any other study are good, a like success is 
obtained in that of of music. 

About one year and a half ago the study of intervals was 
begun in the two higher grades of the grammar schools. 
This was introduced as an advance study, a knowledge of 
intervals being essential to the reading of all grades of music. 
This study has progressed as rapidly as could have been 
expected under the circumstances, as both teachers and 
scholars needed to become familiar with the new method. I 
have not by any means seen all the success that I look for, 
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but much has been gained, and the progress of the schools 
in this direction, when compared with that of last year, is 
exceedingly gratifying. 

It is a constant source of regret to the music teachers that 
there is no popular standard of musical requirement toward 
which we can work, as there is in most of the studies which 
are pursued in the public schools. Indeed, so far as I know, 
there seems to be a very vague and uncertain idea in the 
minds of most educators, as to just the province which music 
occupies in the school as related to the individual scholar. 
Perhaps it is too much to hope, in the present genera- 
tion, that such a standard should be set up, and that a clear 
conception of what music is to do for each pupil should be 
reached. This, however, is my conviction: music brings 
into action so many of the varied powers of the child, 
that those who do best in that will, as a rule, be found to 
have made the greatest improvement in other branches. 

The music in the High School has come to be a very im- 
portant factor, and although but a small amount of time is 
given to this branch each week, yet I have seen the interest 
in the music lesson increase from year to year. I recall the 
fact that our orchestra made a favorable impression at its 
appearance last year in connection with the prize speaking. 
Since then the orchestra has been increased by new mem- 
bers and new instruments, and the school, including the 
orchestra, is shortly to bring out the work which has been 
under study since the first of November, which will be an- 
nounced in due season. 

At the opening of the school in September, the study of 
the songs of the nation was begun, including both those 
which had their birth in the early history of our people, as 
well as those which are popularly known as war songs. It 
is the conviction of those in charge of the High School, that 
it is a national duty to familiarize our young people with the 
songs which have been the source of patriotic inspiration 
since the nation was born. It is expected that on a proper 
occasion, the results of the study in this direction will also 
be given the public. 
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I have been pleased at the interest which is manifested by 
many of the citizens in the weekly music lessons, which 
are often attended by friends of the school.

REPORT ON THE EVENING SCHOOL. 





Mr. 8S. T. Dutton, 
Superintendent of Schools: 

That the advantages of an evening school are well appre- 
ciated in Brookline, is shown by the yearly increase in 
attendance. So many eager to learn came to us in October 
last that the usual number of teachers was found to be insuf- 
ficient, and another was supplied. The interest shown by 
the pupils has been more remarkable, the attendance larger, 
and the work done more satisfactory than during the other 
sessions of my connection with the school. The whole num- 
ber enrolled is 168; average attendance, 43; and there have 
been as many as 86 present at one time. The usual branches 
have been taught: book-keeping, penmanship, English, read- 
ing, spelling, arithmetic, history, and mechanical drawing. 
Instruction has been given by the same teachers as last year, 
with the added assistance mentioned before. 

As many persons come at first out of curiosity and only 
remain a few nights, I would recommend that in future ‘all 
pupils be required to present themselves for registration a 
few days before the opening of the school in October. 

A larger number than usual have been constant in attend- 
ance, and some who were present last year are studying 
again this year.

In presenting my report as Truant Officer for the year 
ending Jan. 31, 1894, I wish to call attention to the statistics 
given below, which show something of the work performed. 
The excuses given for the cases of absence are of various 
natures. The great trouble during the last half of the year 
has been from the effects of hard times. Many children are 
obliged to work before school hours, often causing them to 
be late at school ; and when a child is late he dislikes to attend 
school for the day. 

The various charitable societies of the town have done 
noble work in many cases in providing children with shoes 
and clothing. In nearly all cases the parents have given me 
their cordial support.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE UPON THE CONSTRUCTION 
OF THE MANUAL TRAINING SCHOOL. 





The committee have held several meetings to consider the 
plans for the proposed building, and to award the contracts. 
The amount appropriated by the town was $30,000. Ata 
meeting held March 28, 1893, it was voted to accept the 
plans presented by Arthur H. Bowditch, provided they can 
be carried out for the amount of the appropriation. A build- 
ing committee was appointed to have charge of the work. 
At a meeting held June 20, the following contracts were 
awarded: Angus McDonald, for construction, $25,930 ; 
Smith & Anthony, heating and ventilation, $2,696 ; to which 
must be added the architect’s commission, $1,400; making a 
total of $30,026. The School Committee agreed to assume 
the extra expense which would be necessary in the above 
awards to supply two boilers instead of one for heating pur- 
poses, as a considerable expense would be saved for fuel, 
sufficient in one year to provide for this item. While the 
building was in process of construction, the committee 
deemed it desirable to order the substitution of a_ brick 
partition wall from the first floor to the upper story in place 
of one of wood, as provided for in the specifications, and at 
an increased cost of $795. The committee, after due delib- 
eration, decided that it would be an economical measure to 
provide the necessary sinks and plumbing for the laboratories 
at the same time that the other work was in progress, and 
this involved an expense of $360 which was not included 
in the original estimates. The estimated cost of grading the 
lot, fencing, and putting the premises in order is $1,000, and 
the committee ask for an appropriation of $2,000 to provide 
for these expenditures.

The committee congratulate the town upon the result that 
has been obtained. The building furnishes accommodations 
equal to a grammar school-house of eight rooms: the 
interior is well arranged and admirably adapted to its pur- 
pose, and the whole will be finished at a cost of $32,000, 
including the expense of putting the grounds in order, giving 
to the town a full equivalent for the money expended.

REPORT OF THE PARK COMMISSION ERS. 


The Park Commissioners have the honor to submit the 
following report : 

During the year settlements have been made with Ann 
Hanlon, Mary E. Palmer, and May and Fleitman for land 
taken for the Park, and $341 paid on account of these settle- 
ments. There remains to the credit of the appropriation 
for land the sum of $343.69, which it is thought will be suf- 
ficient to pay the outstanding claims for land damages. 

The expenditure on account of construction during the 
past year has amounted to $54,081.48, in addition to which 
are claims for finished and unfinished work amounting to 
$10,267.03. Deduct cash on hand, $2,090.76, and it leaves 
a balance of $8,176.27, which will be required to pay for 
work finished and in process. 

There having been no catch-basins on Pond avenue, for 
carrying off the surface-water, and also none on Tremont 
street, at the junction of Pond avenue, or on Brookline 
avenue for a short distance, the Commissioners felt obliged 
to put in these catch-basins and pay for them out of their 
appropriation, as a protection to the Parkway. The cost of 
these several basins (23 in number) has amounted to about 
$3,000. Furthermore, they have macadamized the street at 
the corner of Tremont street and Pond avenue at an expense 
of about $1,000 in addition. These items were not included 
in any estimate of the cost of the park work. 

The work of construction has been largely increased this 
year, as well as in previous years, by the sinking of the 
ground at different points, thus necessitating an additional 
amount of filling, re-grading and re-macadamizing. Except 
for the expense under this head, and expenses referred to for 
catch-basins and repairs to Tremont street, the sum at the 
disposal of the Commissioners at the beginning of the year 
would probably have been sufficient to the present time. 

22 
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The work remaining to be done, to -absolutely complete 
the Riverdale Park, so far as the town of Brookline is con- 
cerned, involves the building of a bridge at Chapel station, 
dt an estimated cost of $3,000; a service building, which, 
with the grounds, fences, etc., it is estimated will cost about 
$3,000; fencing on the bridges and certain parts of the 
Parkway, at a cost of $1,000; finishing the planting and 
other work, about $2,500,—making necessary a further ap- 
propriation of about $18,000, to entirely complete the work. 

During the past year the sum of $26,877.95 has been paid 
in on account of betterments, making, with the sum of 
$24,146.70 previously paid in, $51,024.65 already collected 
for Park betterments. There remains due on this account 
about $14,000, substantially the whole of which the Commis- 
sioners believe will be collected the coming year. 

The total cost of land taken for park purposes, beginning 
with the year 1883, has amounted to $121,259.22; and if 
the expectations of the Commissioners are realized with 
reference to the remaining betterments, the town will have 
realized from the betterments one half the cost of the land. 

The whole expenditure for park purposes beginning with 
the year 1881, including the year 1893, is $489,883.58 ; from 
which should be deducted the sums received for betterments, 
amounting to $51,024.65, and from other sources $3,930.08, 
—leaving the net cost of the Park to the present time 
$434,928.85. 

For details of the yearly expenditures reference is made 
to the appended table. 

In the year 1891 the town appropriated the sum of $40,000 
for the purchase of land for the Longwood-avenue play- 
ground, and in 18938 appropriated $1,000 for the commence- 
ment of the necessary work of preparing it for the purpose 
of a playground ; and the sum of $804.83 has been expended, 
as will appear from the report of the Engineer. 

The residents of Longwood are very desirous that the 
work of filling and preparing the land for playground pur- 
poses shall be begun and finished without delay ; but to do 
all this work would involve an expense of $27,000 if the 
work is done independently of other public improvements, 
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a sum which the Commissioners are not prepared to 
recommend the town to expend at this time. They are, 
however, prepared to recommend, and do recommend that 
the town appropriate the sum of $4,000 for the filling-in and 
finishing a portion of the land running from Francis street to 
Longwood avenue, particulars of which are set forth in the 
report of the Engineer.

Chairman of the Brookline Park Commissioners : 


Dear Sir,—The following is my report of the operations 
of the Park Department for the past year. 

Since the date of my last report all the bridges and 
masonry structures then reported as being in progress 
have been completed, excepting the iron fencing on the 
arch spanning the river opposite Chapel station. There 
have been nine bridges and two masonry structures built to 
date, all but two of which have been built jointly with the 
city of Boston. 

The Messrs. Shepley, Rutan and Coolidge have recently 
submitted a design for the Longwood-avenue bridge, in re- 
sponse to a vote of your board and that of the city. The 
design, which is now on exhibition in the office of the Select- 
men, is meeting with very general approval, and if executed, 
will add greatly to the attractiveness of the Parkway, as it 
doubtless will be one of the most ornamental bridge struc- 
tures in this part of the country. 

The general plan for the Parkway adopted by your board 
when the work of construction began nearly four years ago, 
provided for a foot-bridge over the Boston and Albany rail- 
road for the purpose of giving residents of Longwood access 
to it. A design is now being made for a bridge to be located 
at the junction of Carlton and Colchester streets. 

The work of furnishing and setting of edgestones and pav- 
ing of gutters, done by the Messrs. A. A. Libby & Co., has 
been completed. In connection with this work 23 catch- 
basins, costing, with the overflow pipes, about $3,000, have | 
been built in Pond avenue, Washington street and Brookline 
avenue. Their purpose is to take the surface-water from 
the streets, which would otherwise have flowed onto and 
damaged the Parkway. 
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All the macadam required for the roads and walks is in 
place and completed, excepting about twenty days of rolling, 
and the final coat of stone-dust and coarse screenings re- 
quired for the walks and roads respectively. 

A part of the Parkway in the rear of the old Ward school- 
house site has occasioned a good deal of anxiety and extra 
expense in consequence of a constant settlement which has 
continued for three years past. The gravel beach, planting 
spaces, walks, drives, and Flora-street entrance to the Park 
drive have all settled from three to five feet for a consider- 
able distance, so that the plants and trees had to be moved, 
loam and macadam raised and filling placed underneath and 
this not once only, but repeatedly. Altogether the difficulty 
has added several thousand dollars to the cost of the work. 

The planting done last spring and the spring before has 
made an excellent start and this year will make considerable 
show. All the ground not heretofore planted is now ready 
for it. Quite a quantity of stock for this new ground will 
be obtained where the planting already done is too thick, 
but a considerable quantity will have to be purchased. 
Prof. Sargent estimates that the sum of $800 will be needed 
to finish this work. 

All the work of the department has been done by the day 
excepting the contracts before mentioned and the furnishing 
of such materials as loam and gravel, which has been done 
very largely by the load. Quite a large amount of filling 
has been done about the new bridges, in the widening of the 
Park drive from Brookline avenue to Bellevue street on land 
presented to the town for the purpose by the Aspinwall] Land 
Trust, and in other places. A large part of the material for 
this work was obtained from the surplus of the Village 
Brook channel. In addition to the usual work of mainte- 
nance, much work has been done in grading the drives and 
walks for macadam, grading loaming, and manuring the 
planting grounds, planting, etc. 

Considerable work has been done on the line of the open 
brook from Leverett Pond to Ward Pond. When com- 
pleted, this brook will add materially to the attractiveness 
of this part of the Parkway. 
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Plans have been made by the Messrs. Shepley, Rutan and 
Coolidge for a service-yard building, which I think is 
exceedingly well adapted to the needs of the department, 
and should be constructed in the early spring. After the 
completion of the building, the gate posts, some retaining- 
wall and fencing should be built, so that the yard may be 
properly inclosed. The embankment made by the parkway 
filling is so high above the adjoining land in places, from the 
Boston and Albany railroad at. a point about 650 feet north 
of Aspinwall avenue, to Tremont street, as to be dangerous, 
and should be fenced. 

Excluding the foot-bridge over the Boston and Albany 
railroad before mentioned and work connected with the 
service-yard building and yard, all of which can be com- 
pleted by July 1, all other matters relating to construction, 
including planting, can easily be finished by the middle of 
May. After that date there will only need to be employed 
the permanent force of from five to seven men for the work 
of maintenance. 

An appropriation of $1000 was made last year for the im- 
provement of the Longwood Playground. The plan for the 
improvement has been carefully considered, and the decision 
reached that the least elevation practicable for the level part 
of the ground should be at grade nineteen (19), which 
means an average fill of about five feet. This amount of 
filling is necessary in order to have the surface sufficiently 
above the drainage system to make it reasonably dry. A 
timber man-hole has been built and a box-drain laid for the 
purpose of leading away the surface-water, and a con- 
siderable amount of filling placed on that part of the ground 
nearest the Lawrence School.. The cost of this work has 
been $804.83. 

Agreeably to your request, I have prepared the following 
estimate of the cost of grading and finishing a section of the 
Playground, 100 feet in width, extending along its eastern 
boundary from Francis street to Longwood avenue, in 
accordance with the plan of the Messrs. Olmsted, Olmsted 
and Eliot, dated October 25, 1893. 


346 REPORT OF THE PAKK COMMISSIONERS. 


This work, if done, would make available for playground 
purposes 60,000 square feet out of a total area of about 
168,000 square feet. It will also furnish, as the plan hereto 
attached shows, a ten-foot gravel walk from Longwood 
avenue to Francis street, which will be quite a convenience 
to residents of this section of the town. 

The estimate is based upon the theory that nearly, if not 
quite, all the filling and a large part of the loam required are 
to be obtained from the Harvard-street widening, which, I 
understand, the Selectmen will recommend the town to do 
this year, and that only the difference in the expense 
between placing the material on the playground and wasting 
it on the nearest dump shall be chargeable to this work. 

If the work is not done in connection with some such im- 
provement as that of Harvard street, the estimate given below 
will cover about two thirds of the area above described, and 
that on the portion of the work requiring the least depth of 
filling.

Beside these, planting-holes have been prepared for ninety- 
one (91) others, on Stetson street, University and Windsor 
roads. 

It is a matter of some surprise that the new plantings should 
continue so large; yet one can hardly fail to note the 
great prospective benefit, sure to accrue in the near future, 
from an early attention paid to this branch of the town ser- 
vice; and the fact that land owners invariably hasten to 
avail themselves of the privileges thus offered, shows that 
they are appreciated ; not so much from the fact that they 
seem to be getting something for nothing, as that it distinctly 
marks an era of progress and desirable finish in all new road 
building. 

A simple country highway, designed primarily only for 
teaming needs no sidewalk. By and by, however, under 
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improved conditions, the latter becomes necessary, and with 
this a bit of shade isa welcome addition. Here in Brookline, 
there are no intermediate stages of growth, and we would, 
if we could, handle the largest trees for immediate effect. 
In this connection it is pleasant to note the generous out- 
lay here and there of private individuals, in putting in trees 
of extra size at their own expense; thus saving the town 
both time and money. 

Great attention is still paid, as heretofore, to the protec- 
tion of all trees by wire netting; and the cost of this item 
alone forms no inconsiderable part of the total expense. 

We respectfully urge all citizens to report injuries to trees 
from horses; or the neglect to box up trees where building 
operations are going on (as provided by law) or otherwise, 
as a constant watchfulness is absolutely needful to check 
damage that is oftentimes really irreparable. 

In the last report attention was called to the condition of 
wires on Beacon street, as affecting the growth of trees. 
Since then higher poles have been substituted for those 
formerly on the south side of the electric tracks between Har- 
vard and St. Marv’s streets and the electric feed wires have 
been removed from the poles onthe north side and placed on 
these higher poles. The raising of the wires will afford 
temporary relief only, and there will either have to be some 
radical change soon, or the inside rows of trees must be ren- 
dered worthless as a feature of beauty on this boulevard. 
Under the circumstances it is to be hoped that under no 
consideration will permits be granted in the future for any 
wires along the outer rows of trees; keeping at least these 
two rows unharmed for perfect future growth. 

There is plainly an increasing interest in the welfare of 
town trees in general, now that it is abundantly proven that 
a little care and attention does pay, in added beauty and 
positive comfort enjoyed in shaded walks and drives through- 
out the town limits. 

The annual expense is light, and the lessons to the eye in 
practical forestry may well serve as an incentive to adjoining 
towns to strive after a similar result. 
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The amount expended the past year has been $1,992.57, 
leaving an unexpended balance from the regular appropria- 
priation ($2,000) of $7.43. 

To this should be added $16 taken from the Warren Tree 
Fund, of which there was available $135, thus leaving a 
small surplus in both accounts.

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REPORT OF THE ASSESSORS. 


The Assessors of the town of Brookline submit their 
annual report for the year 1893. 

The board organized with R. G. F. Candage as chairman, 
and Albert Cushman as clerk. 

The board, as required by the statutes of the common- 
wealth, caused legal notices to be printed and posted, pub- 
lished same in the Brookline Chronicle, and printed copies 
were prepared and left by members of the board at all 
dwellings and places of business in the town. 

The board began the work of visiting dwellings and busi- 
ness places on May Ist, and completed the same early in 
June, and was pleased to note the steady and substantial 
growth of the town in new dwellings, the increase in polls 
and in values of real estate. 

The probate records of Norfolk and Suffolk counties, and 
corporation and bank stockholders’ lists at the State House, 
were examined ; correspondence was carried on with boards 
of assessors in cities and towns in the State and with others 
without the State, also with individuals in and outside of our 
town, in order that an equitable and just assessment upon 
all property subject to taxation should be made. 

In the discharge of their duties the Assessors have striven 
to make an equitable and just assessment upon all property 
coming to their knowledge, according to their best judgment 
and in compliance with the laws as they understand them, 
without fear or favor, knowing that, though fallible them- 
selves and liable to err, it is impossible for any board to 
please every person who has property to be assessed. 

The male polls assessed were 3,929,—a gain over 1892 
of 233; female polls, 55,—a loss of 35. Transfers of real 
estate, 427,—an increase of 59 over the preceding year. 
Houses assessed, 2,043,—a gain of 148. The number of 
resident tax-payers on property, 1,934; resident estates and 
firms, 308 ; total, 2,242. Non-resident tax-payers : persons, 
181; estates and firms, 54; total, 235. Total tax-payers on 
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property, 2,477; total poll tax-payers only, 2,575 = 5,052. 
Total tax-bills issued, 5,107. Horses assessed, 1,747 ; cows, 
455; acres of land, 3,754.

To the above figures should be added the value of bank 
and corporation stocks,—say $9,000,000 in round numbers, 
—and the grand total is $65,299,000 ! — 

There was no cash in the treasury at the beginning of the 
financial year; the town appropriations were $771,365.46 ; 
State tax, $58,125.00; Metropolitan sewer tax, $7,527.10 ; 
and the County tax, $49,740.22; which with an overlay of 
$2,329.72, made a total of $889,087.50; from which deduct- 
ing estimated receipts, $261,913.00, left to be raised by tax- 
ation $627,174.50, which made the rate $11 per $1,000,— 
a decrease of 80 cents per $1,000 from the rate of 1892. 

The Assessors again call the attention of the town to the 
unsuitableness of their office in the Town Hall to meet the 
needs and demands of their board and of those who have 
business with it. As was said in our last year’s report: 
‘‘No board of the town is charged with more important or 
responsible duties than the Assessors, who are expected to 
provide the ways and means for the financial management of 
the town’s affairs, and they should have what now they do 
not have, and to which the attention of the town has hereto- 
fore been called,—suitable and convenient offices in which to 
perform their important and required duties. The Assesors, 
therefore, renew the request respectfully made to the town 
last year, that such action be taken in regard to the matter 
as they shall deem to be wise for the best interests of the 
board and the welfare of the town.” 

The Assessors herewith submit a form of vote, to be acted 
upon at the coming annual town meeting, covering the mat- 
ter above referred to: 

Voted, That the sum of $ be appropriated to fit up and furnish 


offices for the use of the board of Assessors, the same to be expended 
under direction of that board. 
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If the boards of Assessors and Selectmen shall be of opinion that suit- 
able accommodations for that purpose cannot be afforded in the Town 
Hall, said boards are hereby authorized to procure them elsewhere, at an 
annual rental of not more than $——, which sum is hereby appropriated 


for that purpose.
